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‘WILL TOP THEM ALL. 


NEW OFFIOE BUILDING TO OUT- 
SHINE ANYTHING OF ITS KIND. 


Will Be Called “The Winnebago” and Is 
to Be Erected on Van Buren Street, Be- 
tween Plymouth Place and Dearborn 
Eighteen Stories High Over a Base- 
ment and Will Cost Half a Million 
DollarseL. G. Fisher, Owner of the 
Property, Will Put the Sky-Scraper Up. 


Chicago is soon to have a new eighteen- 
story office building that is expected to out- 
shine every structure of its kind in the city. 
It is to be called * The Winnebago ”’ and will 
be built on the south end of the narrow block 
of property on the north side of Van Buren 
street between Plymouth place and Dearborn 
street. It will be eighteen stories with a 
basement and will considerably overtop the 
Old Colony and Monadnock Buildings across 
the street from it. 

Although the days of the “ sky-scrapers ” 
in Chicago are supposed to be over, since the 
new building ordinance limits the height of 
buildings to 130 feet, yet there are four or 
five permits which were taken out under the 
old ordinance that are unlimited 
as to time and are still 
in force. Under such a permit the new Mar- 
quette Building was recently constructed, and 
itis by virtue of asimilar permit that the 
Winnebago will be built. 

The new building is to be the property of 
L. G. Fisher, owner of the site, and the Presi- 
dent of the Union Bag and Paper company, 
and will cost him $500,000 to build. The 
plans are already prepared and estimates re- 
ceived from the contractors, although their 
bids have not been finally acted upon as yet. 
It is expected that unless some unforeseen 
obstacle interposes work will be begun 
almost immediately tearing down the one-

Sculptor Simmons’ Nondescript Image of 


Grant for Rent or Sale, 

Washington, D. C., May 25.—([Special. }— 
‘‘ Por sale, rent, or lease, one military statue 
in an excellent state of preservation.”’ 

This inscription has been practically agreed 
upon for a piece of work executed by Sculp- 
tor J. Franklin Simmons for the Grand Army 
of the Republic. It was intended to repre- 
sent Gen. U. S. Grant and $11,000 had been 
expended for its production when the discov- 
ery was made that it bore no resemblance 
whatever to “the hero of Appomattox.” 
What should be done with the heroic-sized 
figure has been a query to sculptor and cus- 
tomers until the above suggestion is made for 
the information and guidance of the public, 
If there is a soldiers’ cemetery asso- 
ciation, or, for that matter, any civic 
organization in the United States in 
need of a statue, now is the chance of a iile- 


time to secure it. For the alleged statue of | 


Gen. Grant has been declared by all who ever 
knew him so unlike the original that a change 
would scarcely be necessary for any other 
hero of the war. Thereis simply a big piece 
of white marble made to resembie a veteran 
of the rebellion in a close-buttoned coat, with 
shoulder straps and buttons very conspicu- 
ous, and it would grace the pedestal of any 
cemetery or association plot in this country. 
Elevated a few feet above mother earth in- 
quisitive visitors could not tell whether it was 
Grant, Stonewall Jackson, Tecumseh Sher. 
man, or Uncle Robert Lee, and hence no sec. 
tion of the United States need be apprehen- 
sive about putting in a bid for this modern 
wonder of the sculptor’s art, But there are 
many veterans of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public who are pretty hot under their collars 
in consequence of the sculptor’s blunder, and 
they wantto make watters warm for Mr.

RUSSIAN TROOPS SAID TO HAVE 
OROSSED INTO MANOHURIA.

Force of 20,000 Soldiers Advances to the 
Province of Kirin, Near the Border of 


Corea, Ready to Seize That Country and. 


Manchuria—An Understanding Between 
Russia and China=Germany Discovers 
the Russians Are Playing a Double 
Game and Breaks from the Alliance, 


London, May 25.—[New York Times Special 
Cable.]—It seems to be accepted as a fact in 
official circles tonight that Russian troops 
have crossed the Siberian frontier in force— 
some Shanghai reports say 20,000 strong— 
and advanced down into the Province of 
Kirin, in Southern Manchuria, near the Co- 
rean border. 

Efforts to get further details at the Foreign 
Office are of no avail, but by Monday no 
doubt there will be much fuller information. 
The news does not surprise London, where, 
as these dispatches have indicated, well in- 
formed people all along have refused to be- 
lieve the treaty of Shimonoseki, as revised by 
the intervening powers, provided for the 
definite settiement of anything. 

From Berlin it is learned the German Gov- 
ernment is understood to have parted com- 
pany with Russia some days ago upon the 


‘discovery that Russia was saying one thing 


to her partners in intervention and preparing 
to put into operation quite another. 
According to German information Russia 
has einbarked upon no less a venture than 
seizing Manchuria and Corea for herself, and 
it is suspected from various indications she

tend in person the cleansing of the Augean 
stables. To a reporter for Tue Trisvunz 
yesterday he said: 
, “The good work will begin at daybreak, 
and I will be there to see it. But our plans 
have undergone an important modification 
“within the last day or two. Our first idea was 
to make a contract with the firm that now has 
the sweeping of the First Ward. This firm 
sweeps the streets at so much a mile, and 
sweeps them only so often as the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works directs, which at 
present is two nights in the week. Our first 
pian was to pay this firm to sweep the streets 
the remaining five nights in the week, But 
we have now decided not to make any such 
sontract, and not to engage in machine 
sweeping atall. We will leave that to the 
city, and devote ourselves to cleaning by hand 
during the day. Wethink that by keeping a 
close watch on the night sweeping of the con- 
tractors and supplementing it with a patrol 
during the day we will make the streets as 
clean as any.on the continent. But, mark 
you, if it does not, we will make them clean 
if we have to sweep them twice a day. 


Regular Force to Be Employed. 


“To do this work effectively we have em- 
loyed a superintendent, whose name is Fred 
tloor. For the heavy work, like cleaning the 

alleys, he will dividé the district into four 
parts, and place a foreman over each of them. 
For the patrol work he will divide the district 
into three parts, and place an inspector over 
each of them. Under each inspector will be 
fifteen or more patrolmen, each of whom 
will be equipped with a broom, dirt-pan. and 
push-cart, and dressed ina Civic Federation 
uniform, probably of gray denim. He will 
empty his sweepings into metallic cans on the 
sidewalk, which will be carted off at regular 
This force -will be 
equipped and put to work in a few days. 

“In the meanwhile, however, there is an 
important preparatory work te be done, The 
alleys contain wagon-loads of dirt and filth, 
and it would be useless tosend a man with 
a shovel and ai $ dirt-pan to clean 
them. It will take a large force 
of wagons and laborers to do this, and after 
the alleys are once clean we will see that they 
are keptso. This alley-cleaning job is what 
we are going todo tomorrow. Not only. has 
Mr. Gloor organized a brigade of his own, 
but the city has agreed to send, us_ reinforce- 
ments from the gontractors’ outfit. We in- 
tend, therefore, that before sundown tomor- 
row the alleys of the South Side, north of Van 
Buren street, shall be cleaner than they have 
been befote in twenty-five years. 

‘You may be surprised that we undertake 
such a large job before we have collected any 
money, oreven solicited any subscriptions. 
But really the money is the last thing we are 
worrying about. We have ampie assurances 
that the merchants of the business district are 
with us, dod we have not the slightest doubt 
we can get all the money we want. So far as 
the work now laid out in concerned, the com- 
mittee has undertaken it on its own personal 
financial responsibility. 

We are delighted with the way in which 
the publicis assisting with this work. Every 
day numerous letters are received making 
complaints of neglected districts. These let- 
ters are immediately considered and as far as 
possible acted upon. The police officers are 
I have 
directed the attention of several to careless- 
hess on the part of sweepers and others, and 
all have acted quickly. 

“1 have prepared a notice. and placed it on 
the bulletin boards of our retail store calling 
the attention of each of our employés to the 
especial efforts being made by the Civic Fed. 
eration to secure for the city clean streets and 
alieys. We ask each member of the force em- 
ployed through his own example and in any 
other wuys possible to make the throwing of 
refuse upon the streets and alleys a custom to 
be abandoned. 

‘The great untidiness of the streets comes 
chiefly.from a few sources, and, in analyzing 
the matier, we discover that itis not at all 


_qoutside the bounds of possibility to correct 
; aye eame. The débris is composed chiefly of: 


irst, horse manure; second, sweepings from 
stores, offices, etc,; third, newspapers, wrap- 
ping paper, etc.; fourth, banana peels and 
peelings of other fruits; filth, refuse dropped 
from passing wagons, such as coal, bricks, 
mortar, sawdust, old lath, etc.; sixth, dirt

Mr. Mathews was 
formerly Mayor of South Bend, Ind. Mr. 
Mathews declared a few days before election 
that he was in favor of saloons in Harvey, 
bat since his election has made no boasts and 
takes his victory modestly. The result places 
upon a secure basis the Harvey Transit, Water, 
and Electric Lighting company, which the 
‘**Prohibs”’ threatened to disenfranchise 
upon the election of Candidate Martin. Both 
the local papers of Harvey, the Trioune and 
the Citizen, supported losing candidates. 
Mayor Mathews was supported by the Harvey 
Land Association, and is said to be friendly 
to the association’s interests. 


TO SEND TROOPS TO QUELL INDIANS, 


Agent Beck in Nebraska Asks the Aid of 
the Government. 

Washington, D. C., May 25.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has requested the Secretary of 
War tosend troops to Pender, Neb., to quell 
the trouble that has arisen over lands there 
between the Omaha and Winnebago Indians 
and the Flourney Land and Improvement 
company. Secretary Smith’s action is taken 
at the request of Indian Agent Beck, who says 
the Indians are thoroughly aroused. ‘ 

Omaha, Neb., May 25.—[Special.]—At a 
late hour tonight Gen, Coppinger, command- 
ing the Department of the Plutte, nad re- 
ceived no orders from Wash.ngton in refer- 
ence to moving United States troops to the 
Winnebago Reservation in Thurston County. 
A dispatch from Pender says that Indian 
Agent Beck has made uo attempt to evict the 
settlers from the reservation for two days, 
and that noclash has occurred between the 
settlers and the Indian Department. 

Phoenix, A. T., May 25.—Information has 
been received here that a party of cowboys 
have had a fight with Apaches on the war- 
path, who were believed to be members of 
Apache Kid’s band. A squaw was killed and 
another Indian wounded. The cowboys be- 
lieve the latter is Kid himself, The fight took 
place in the Upp r San Pedro Valiey, in the 
vicinity of the San Carlos Reservation.

The interior -ig to be finished more mag- 
nificently than that of any building in Chi- 
cago. Six banks of elevators will be placed 
against the north wall, and the hallway in 
front of them will be finished in the choicest 
of marble. The offices above will be finished 


‘in mahogany, with the halis and corridors of 


foreign marbles. The building is to contain 
safety deposit vaults besides banking and 
office facilities. 

Mr. Fisher said he acquired the site of this 


building in 1882, before Dearborn street was | 


opened through the block. The property 
cost him $800 a foot on Dearborn street, and 
the site of the Vid Coiony Building just north 
of it paysa rental based on a valuation of 
$10,000 a foot. Mr. Fisher thinks his prap- 
erty is now worth at least $6,000 a foot. He 
says it is not certain the building will be put 
up. He says it will be settled positively ia 
two weeks, but in the meanwhile the prepara- 
tions are going forward. 

The first floor above the street will consti. 


tute a single room for banking purposes. ¢ 


Possibly the ground floor will constitute one 
room also, as a banking house is negotiating 
for it. If not there will be an entrance on 
Van Buren street and five shops on each side 
of the hallway, five fronting on Dearborn 
street and five on Plymouth place, These 
shops wiil be 13x26 feet in size. .

London, Ont., May 25.—([Special.]—Great 
excitement prevails here over .the insult of- 
fered to the Stars and Stripes by a Canadian 
militia officer *t the celebration of the 
Queen’s birthday. Richard Wagner, in -hon- 
or of the day, displayed the American, En- 
glish, German, and Swiss flags from his sec. 
ond story window. The city was filled: with 
soldiera and the Stars and Stripes aroused 
their anger. A Lieutenant of the 
Battalion named Denison finally made his 
way into Wagner’s house andtore down the 
American flag. Wagner will lay a complaint 
before the authorities.

Electric Cars Cross the River in Clark Street 
from the North Side. 

Chicago’s business district was entered 
yesterday for the first time by an electric 
surface car. At 10:45 o’clock in the morning 
a Larrabee street trolley car was run down 
to Clark street and thence across the Clark 
street bridge to Lake street. The entire trip 
was made withouta break or hitch. Thecar 
contained Superintendent John M. Roach, 
Electrical Superintendent J. R. Chapman, 
and Assistant Superintendent E. A. Sher- 
man, a motorman, and conductor. The trip 
was made from Center street via Larrabee, 
Market, Kinzie, and Clark streets. It was 
thought the car could be started at sunrise, 
but the work on the bridge connection the 
night before was difficult. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon the horses on 
all the cars of the Larrabee street line were 
taken off and electricity was adopted regu- 
larly as a motive power. Nine cars are now 
in use, but the chances are that the adop- 
tion of electricity will divert traffic from 
other routes and it will become necessary to 
put on more cars. 

It is thought that early next week the 
Sedgwick street cars will be moved by elec- 
tricity.

New York, May 25.—[{Special.J—An un- 
precedented state of affairs exists in the Po- 


lice Department today, and unless the pres- 


ent Police Board accomplishes an enormous 


amount of work in an amazingly short time 
will become alarming. One-half of the pre- 
cinets in the city are without commanders. 


The ‘force of 3,000 men, which, even a year 


ago, was inadequate for patrolling the up- 
per end of the city, is now short over 300 pa- 
trolmen. .There is not a precinct in the city 
tn which the reorganization of the depart- 
‘ment will riot require the changing of a num- 
ber of sergeants and patrolmen, and the men 
occupying the positions know their time is 
about up. Three inspectorships are vacant, 
-and under the new law giving the depart- 
ment inspectors it will require five appoint- 
ments,: which will probably be made from 
the present list of about a dozen eligible 
captains. This means that practically 
twenty-five of thé thirty-four precincts in 
,the city will have new captains when the 
reorganization of the force is complete. 
Conlin is likely to remain an inspector, but 
there is no concealment of the fact in of- 
‘ficial circles at police headquarters that, 
even if McLaughlin is acquitted, he will not 
be permitted to remain in charge of the de- 
tective bureau. 

Chief Byrnes’ status in the department is 
a matter of speculation. President Roose- 
‘yelt of the Police Board was asked today 
about the stories that three of the Commis- 
sioners had entered into a combination to 
‘force Byrnes out. He said the stories were 
purely guesswork’ from beginning to end. 
Next week will see the retirement of at least 
three of the four captains whose applica- 
tions have been pending. It was suggested 
the frequent visits 6f Dr. Parkhurst to head- 
quarters recently had something to do with 
the determination of the Commissioners to 
force Byrnes out. 

The latest gossip on the police situation is 
this: It is rumored among the politicians 
this afterfioon that Mayor Strong will puta 
quietus on the movement of the police board 
to remove Chief of ‘Police Byrnes at this 
time. There are indiegations that the Mayor 
has heard something within twenty-four 
hours that will cause him to champion the 
cause of the Chief against his Police Com- 
missioners if they go so far as to attempt 
the retirement of Byrnes. It is intimated 
there is a game of national! politics back of 
‘the talk about the removal of Byrnes. 
Mayor Strong is for McKinley for 
President im 1896. President Roose- 
velt is fer Thomas B. Reed of 
Maine, it is said. Several Republican poli- 
ticlans in the city know that President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Reed are friendly. 
of them advised. Roosevelt that he could do 
more for his friend by going into active 
politics. than by taking office. In fact, the 
friends of other candidates are of the opin- 
ion that as President of the police board Mr. 
Roosevelt will be too busy to make many 
votes for Reed. 

But Mayor Strong, it is said, is not please‘ 
-with the movement to retire Byrnes, which 
would make Roosevelt, \as President, Chief 
of Police as well, It is known that Mayor 
Strong was not consulted about the pro- 
posed retirement of Byrnes, and that is 
‘sgaid to be another reason why he will oppose

ORTON’S FRAUD BEGAN AS A JOKE, 


Tichborne Claimant Tells How He Came 
to Call Himself Sir Roger. 

New York, May 25.—[Special.]—A cable 
from London to the New York W orld says: 

The confession of Arthur Orton, which 
will appear in the People tomorrow, takes up 
the story of his life in Austraiia. He tells of 
his meeting with one Dick Slade, who, it ap- 
pears, had lived in Engiand near the Tich: 
borne family place in Hampshire. 
It was developed in the famous 
trial that Lady Tichborne, mother of 
the missing heir, was 60 firmly 
convineed her son was still alive in spite of 
the! fact the ship Bella, in which Roger Tich- 
borne embarked in April, 1854, foundered 
with all on board, that she advertised at great 
expense in the newspapers a!lover the worid., 
She was religious and superstitious, and be- 
lheved her son had been wiraculously saved, 

It appears from Orton’s confession Dick 
Slade canfe across one of these advertise- 
ments in an Australian paper and he showed 
it to Orton, who was then a butcher passing 
undér the name of Tom Castro. Orton con- 
tinues as follows: 

While 1 was reading the advertisement the 
idea oceurred to me that would have a lapk 
with Slade. .I bad always told him and every- 
body in Wagga Wagga, and, indeed, in Austra: ia, 
that 1 was combected with a good family and that 
i was superior to the position | was_ then hoid- 
ing. Although I bad never said who I was I had 
aiways ied everybody with whom I came 
in contact to believe I was of good 
family, and that ultimately I should come into 
great riches. There was not, however, a word of 
truth in this statement. Up to this time | had 
never heard the name of Tichborve in my life. I 
did pot know who he was, what he was, or where 
he came from. nor had | ever heardof his name 
or seen him. Then Dick said: ** W ell, you answer 
tLe desoription of thé advertisenent. 

Out of mere devilment and with the object of 
baving a lark I put my hand to my bead end ap- 
aneaal moved to tears. This I only did for fun, 
but Dick took it seriously and said, * You know 
something about it, Tom.’ Then, referring to 
the advertisement, I did not say either yes or no, 
but I gave bim a sort of shake of the head from 
which he seemed to think 1 knew something more 
than I chose to say. 

Orton tells at much length how he con- 
tinued to joke until he practically declared 
to Slade he was Roger Charies Tichborne. 
Then Siade, according to Orton's story, be- 
came himself convinced. and in the mean- 
time had given him every possible informa- 
tion concerning the neighborhood of Tich- 
borne Manor and all he knew from common 
gossip about the family. Then Orton was in- 
troduced to one Gibbes, a lawyer, who, also 
apparently in good faith, entered into the idea 
that he was indeed the mi sing baronet. 

Gibbes introduced him toa Wagga Wagga 
banker named Cotee, who, like others, was 
persuaded of the truth of his story, and ad- 
vaneed him £50. £20 in cash and £30 to be 
paid tohim in Sydney. H@ gave Cotee a 
tnree-months’ bill, signing it ““Roger Charles 
Tichborne,”’ and his fraudulent claim was 
thus fairly inaugurated. In the meantime, 
Gibbes-had written a ietter to the creduious 
Lady Tichworne, saying he had identified her 
sop, and he persuaded Orton also to. write. 
The confession continues: 

The letter | wrote at Gibbes’ suggestion to 
Lady Tichborne was something like this: 

“ Wagga Wagga, Australia.—My Dear Mother: 
I have no doubt afterso many years that have 
passed you will have some difficulty in knowing 
whether it is.me that is writing to you.’’ 

Then I went on to aliude to the celebrated 
Brighton card case at the Bedford Hotel, 
Brighton, and told her I had lost £1.500 there in 
piaying cards. This was just an idea that [ got 
in my head, and I said, althongh it was perfectly 
untrue, [I bad never been to Brighton, much less 
had lever played cards there. Then I went on 
to tell Lady Tiehborne that | had a brown 
mark on my left side,. which I had, and that no 
doubt she would remember this and.oddiy enough, 
she did. The letter further said I had seme oth- 
er marks. [I think I said 1 was coffee marked. 
asked her to send me out £300 to get home with. 
I told her I had several preparations to make be- 
fore I cared to come home; that my clothes were 


‘not good enough for me tocome homein: and 


that my wardrobe was not, in fact, fit for a gent. 
1 signed the letter “ Roger Charies Tichborne.” 

So, having the money, he started with his 
wife and child from Wagga: Wagga for Sydney 
Juhe 2, 1866. The next i stallment will 
deal with his journey to New York by the 
way of Panama, what he did there, aud his 
departure for London.

Washington, D. C., May 25.—(Special. J— 
‘‘Hinrichsen and the other men who are 
wrecking the Democratic party in Illinois will 
be given the hot end of the poker, if lam any 
judge of President Cleveland’s intentions,” 
said Senator Pa mer this evening. ‘‘I have 
no authority to speak for Mr. C.eveland, but 
I have advised him to hold up al! Ilirois ap- 
pointments for the present. If Hinrichsen 
and his associates want to go over to the sil- 
ver party we cannot help it, but I do not see 
why they should take any posttnasterships 
with them. Chairman Hinrichseo has been 
abusing me because I cailed him an amateur 
politician, The fact that he boiled over on 
slight provocation proves Dim an amateur, I 
have urged our people in Illinois to puta 
stop to this silver foolishness in the bezin- 
ning, and with that end in view! have ad- 
vised the President to make no more Illinois 
appointments until he finds out where the 


people stand. 
** When the convention is over and the free 


] siiver program has been carried out the real 


Democrats of IJinois wili have something to 
say. Ifthe convention crowd attempts to 
make up a State committee of its own it wiil 
be met by a distinct organization. of the hon- 
est money Democrats. If these men in the 
Hinrichsen-Alwgeld machine go over toSthe 
silver party we cannot help _ it, 
but I believe President Cleve- 
land will make no [ilinois appointments until 
he knows who are Democrats: and who are 
members of the silver party. If they repudi- 
ate the President I don’t see how they can ex- 
pect him to recognize them.”

The 
100 visitors wandered up and down the trail 
leading to Yuba Dam, peeped into the “ root 
hog Or die ’’ saloon, gazed in wonder at the 
cabins occupied by United States Senator 
George C. Perkins before fortune smiled 
upon him, John W. Mackay, Bret Harte, and 
George Marshall, the man who discovered 
gold. With the exception of the latter all 
are originals, properly authenticated. 

But the Fangango house was the center 
of attraction, both afternoon and night. 
There is no.stage. The performers occupy 
the center of the floor and the spectators 
sit on splintery pine boards around the 
walis and enjoy one of the most novel en- 
tertainments ever given “in Chicago. It is 
typical of the days of leng ago. The lack of 
an orchestra is atoned for by Noisy Frank, 
whose lungs are without a peer in this set- 
tlement. There’s a piano—a trifie new, per- 
haps, for a mining camp, but they promise 
to shoot a few holes through it before the 
cump opens for business—and to its tinkle 
twenty-live dancers, male and female, give 
the spectators a chance to glance backward 
and see how the hardy miners amused them- 
selves of nights. The dancing is original 
and fetching. The men are almost as grace- 
ful as the women, and when a regular Mex- 
ican breakddéwn was in progress the specta- 
ters could hardly be restrained from joining 
in. Apache George does some clever work 
with the lariat and whip. Slim Jim, a 
spert of long ago, manages the dance hall, 
and is upheld in all his gunplays to preserve 
order by Jake Wallace, a minstrel who ac- 
tuatly invaded California with a banjo in 
1£53 and still has the banjo.

TALES OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOL PROBLEM, 


President Draper of the University of ILlli- 
nois Addresses the Teachers, 

President Draper of the University of TIli- 
neis discussed the educational principles of 
the present school system at the meeting of 
the High School Teach@rs’ Association at 
Hyde Park High School yesterday morning. 
He said: 

‘No city can have good Schools if they are 
to be dominated by politicians and honey- 
combed with politics. The schools must aim 
to be free from religious sectarianism and 
political partisanship. The American peo- 
ple are not ignorant of the world’s history. 
If political partisanship has intrigued to 
gain*power so has denominationalism. | It is: 
not as bad as it used to be, There is no evi- 
dence of human progress more marked or 
gratifying than the growth of religious tol- 
eration, But the American people will take 
no chances upon that question. The gov- 
ernment will not use its authority to se a 


fund for the education of the children of all 


the people and then permit any denomina- 
tion to control that fund or any part of it.”” 

The speaker discussed the question as to 
what studies should be taught in the schools, 
and contended for a course of study which 
should be consistent from the beginning of 
the primary to the closing year in the uni- 
versity. While the larger number of stu- 
dents could not rémain to finish this course 
it was well settled that such a course was 
better adapted than any other to fit them for 
the duties of life, no matter what those du- 
ties might be and no matter at what time 
they might have to leave school. Moreover, 
the policy of the schools should be in the di- 
rection of the broadest educational advan- 
tages and the most liberal learning.

LYNOHING AT DANVILLE MEETS THE 
APPROVAL OF THE PEOPLE. 


Composed. of the Prominent Men of the 
Neighborheod, Some - of Them Mem- 
bers of the Present Grand Jury=The 
Vietims Cut Down from the Bridge 
Aiter Being Viewed by Nearly the En- 
tire PopulaceAltgeld Replies to the 
Statement by the Leader of the Mob. 


Danville, lil., May 25.—|Special. ;—When 
John Halls and William Royce were thrown 
from the bridge with ropes around their 
necks the first streaks of day were making 
their appearance in the east. The news of 
the lynching traveled quickly over the town, 
and soon after it became light enough to 
distinguish objects the b.iuffs on.this side of 
the river front from the hedge to the jail 
were covered with people looking upou the 
ghastly object of the two bodies suspended 
from the high bridge that connects Danville 
and South Danville. 
lected upon the streets of South Danvilie, 
where a view of the men could be had, and 
the bridge also held hundreds of people. 

After watching the bodies swinging back 
and forth until satisfied that life was extinct 
the lynchers got into their wagons and dis- 
persed. At@:30 the bodies were. cut down 
by the Coroner and takento an undertaking 
establishment near by. They were viewed by 
tne Coroner’s jury and prepared for burial 
and then remaved to the homes of their 
parent; in South Danville. The Coroner sum- 
moned Sheriff Thompson and Deputy Sloan 
before the jury, but they claimed not'to have 
recognized any one connected with the mob. 
With this testimony arrived at a verdict was 
returned that the two men came to their 
death at the hands of parties to the jury un- 
known, 

None of the Mob Wore Masks. 

The members of the mvub wore no masks; 
they were in the jail for three hours, or nearly 
so, and the Sheriff and his deputies circulated 
freely among them all the time. No attempt 
was made at concealment, and during the day 
men were npon the street who openiy boast- 
ed of partic:pating in the lynch.ng. 

Judge Bookwalter this afternoon wanted 
to know of the reporter of a local vaper who 
were the persons present. The repcrter 
thought the court knew who they were as well 
as he, and might give the names'of the parties 
to the State’=-Atturney or the grand jury if 
he saw fit. The grand jury is at present in 
session, and it is said the matter will be 
brought to its atteation, but there is scareely 
a probability that any indictments will be 
fopnd. Some ot the present grand jurors 
were in the lead of the crowd as it marched 
down the street to the bridge with the prison- 
ers, and the police seemed as unconcerned as 
if they were escorting a holilay proces.ion 
through the streets. 

Whiie a few citizens deplore mob violence, 
the general majurity of the ; eople are in fu.) 
sympathy with the work ofithe night, and a 
good many were disappointed when they 
came down-town this morning and found it 
had taken place without their presence. A 
committee from the lynchers has offered to 
pay for the damage done to the jail, and al- 
though the iron doors tocorridors and celis 
were battered down the Sheriff does not 
think the damage will be in excess of $100. 

Ali the incoming trains brought country 
people to the city this morning in great,aum- 
bers who had heard of the work of the mob 
and Wanteu to see trdces of the same. The 
telephone pole. which lay in the jail yard 
where it was left by the lynchers, was hacked 
to pieces by relic hunters. and one man with 
a cold chisel secured a piece of the ratlroad 
iron. The wite of the Sheriff is in an ex- 
hausted condition today, she having thrice 
fa:nted while the mob was pounding down the 
doors. The mother of Halis is greatiy dis- 
tracted. Living in the edge of South Dan. 
ville she couid jook across the river and see 
the crowd around the jail and hear the blows 
of the battering ram upon.the irog doora of 
She ran through the streets of the 
village pulling her hair uatil restrained by 
friends. 


Warning to All Other Toughs. 


A publie meeting has been called to meet 
in South Danville Monday night, at which 
time notice is to be served upon all tough 
characters in tnat place to leave the country 
or ruo the risk of meeting the same fate that 
befeli Hails and Royce, The latter two had 
been given to deeds of violence. They were 
tile leaders of the vil.age desperadoea and it 
is the intention of the residents of that place 
to break up the gang. While the mob was 
breaking down the doors in the jail pickpock- 


ets workei the crowd on the outside and one 


of the members of the mob was badly siashed 
on the arm with a knife, rendering the as- 
sistance of a physician necessary. 

There is a report tonight that the parents of 
the young men lynched will sue the county 
for damages and will ‘make an effort to have 
the members of the mob indicted. It was an- 
ticipated by some that Judge Bookwalter 
would this morning call the grand jury before 
h.m and instruct them to make a searching 
investigation into the lynching, but he cid 
not. 


GOV. ALTGELD DEFENDS HIS RECORD. 


Issues Another Statement in Support of 
His Pardoning Propensity. 


Gov. Altgeld was in the city yesterday, and 
the Danville lyrching incident and the claim 
of justification on the part of the mob 
caused the Executive to make another 
statement in defense of the position he has 


taken as to pardons: 

The Republican newspaper men know that the 
records in the Capitol at Springfield show I have 
fallen far below the average of pardons and coin- 
mutations granted each year, while the number 
of prisoners has nearly doub ed and consequent- 
ly the number of applications for pardous has 
nearly doubled. For example, during tne first 
two yearsof my administration I granted 144 
pardons and commutations, bema ap average of 
72 per year, with nearly 2,400 prisoners in our 
two penitentiaries. Gov. Cuallom, during six 
years of his incumbancy as Governor. granted 
over 400 pardons and commutations, making an 
average of 74 per year, when there were jess than 
1.500 prisoners. Taking the twenty years be- 
fore the beginning of my administration together 
and there were between 1,600 and 1,700 pardons 
and commutations granted, making an average 
of 834% per year. while the number of convicts 
during ali that time averaged littie over 1,200. 

Now, to repeat, | have averaged only 72 per 
year with nearly 2,400 convicts;in other words 
my average of pardons and commutations is only 
about one-half what it was for the twenty years 
preceding my admiuvuistration if you consider 
number of convicts and the consequent number 
of, applications for pardons. .The records at 
Springfield show ail of these facts, and yet there 
are men ia the community claiming to be honora- 
ble men and baving the gali to force themseives 
into respectable society who will deliberately 
continue this lying and this vilification. It has 
long spent its power for injury and will not be 
able to injure me. The people of the State are 
beginning to understand the situation. 

$0 far as Danville is concerned it has only been 
a littie over a year since two young men were 
hanged in the Danville jail whom I had refused 
to pardon. I have not interfered in any case, ex- 
cept where the facts were of such a nature that 
an outrage was being committed. . This has hap- 
pened in several casos in istrict; some of 
the most astonishing things have been done in 
court there, things that were not simply a trav- 
esty upon justice, but en outeage, and the Gov- 
ernor either had to interfere or shirk his duty.

He Will Scon Seek the Mountains for 
Much Needed Kest. 

Washington, D. C., May 25.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Gresham is able to eat nourishing 
food, such as beefsteak, mutton chops, and 
strengthening soups, and is rapidly con- 
valescing from his pleurisy. His improve- 
ment is so marked and satisfactory that he 
probably will be permitted to leave Wash- 
ington next week for the mountainous re- 


gions of Virginia or North Carolina. Ashe- 


ville and the Virginia Hot Springs have 
been suggested to the friends of the Secre- 
tary, but it-is undecided which place will be 
honored with his presence. All fears have 
disappeared of a dangerous termination of 
his illness, and Dr. Johnston thinks “ abso- 
lute rest from business will be the best 
medicine for the Secretary of State for 
some time to come.’ Secretary Gresham's 
son-in-law, Mr. Andrews, visited him a day 
er two ago, and a story was started that the 
family of Judge Gresham had been called to 
his bedside. The only foundation for this 
story arose from the fact that Mr. Andrews 
proposes to engage in business at New York, 
and merely stopped over for a day at Wash- 
ington and had a talk with his,;father-in- 
law. He feund the. Secretary .of State so 
much improved that he did not remain here 
as long as he had intended, but left for New 
York the next morning. Thus far the Sec-. 
retary has not been permitted to look over 
any of his mail or other matters for fear of 
undotng_all the good that has been accom- 


plished by confining him to his apartments 


at the Arlington. Luckily, however, there 
is nothing of pressing inyportance needing 
his attention at present, and his advices 
from the Department of State and from the 
White House are to keep quiet and not 
worry himself in the least about routine 
business. 


ST. LOUIS STARTS ON ITS TRIAL TRIP. 


Giant Merchant Marine Steamship Of to 
Sea for a Stay of a Few Days. 

Philadelphia, Pa., May 25.—At 11:45 today 
the pioneer of the modern merchant marine, 
the giant steamship St. Louis, cast off its 
hawsers at Cramp’s shipyard and started 
down the Delaware River on its initial ocean 
voyage. As the big steamer pointed its 
nose down the stream it was greeted by all 
kinds of craft in the river. This was con- 
tinued until the St. Louis had passed League 
Island, the extreme lower end of the city. 
The .St. Louis is the largest vessel that has 
ever sailed down the Delaware River. It is 
in command of Capt. William G. Randle, 
and the crew of 400 men who sailed away 
with it today will take the big vessel on its 
initial voyage across the Atlantic. There 
are no invited guests on board the steamer, 
the men who represent the Dhilders and the 
American Line Steamship company being 
on board for business only. The St. Louis 
will anchor tonight at Reedy Island. To- 
morrow morning between 2 and 4 o’clock it 
will weigh anchor and run down to the 
capes, where its compasses will be adjusted, 
and the trial trip will be on. It is expected 
that it will remain at sea from four to five 
days and then go to New York. The con- 
tract of the St. Louis calls for a speefi. 
of twenty knots an hour, but it is thought it 
will easily surpass this speed.

BIG. SHRINKAGE IN ITS ENDOWMENT. 


Bad Financial Management at De Pauw Is 
Alleged. 

Greencastle, Ind., May 25.—[Special Cor. 
respondence.} — Washington C. De Pauw 
shortly before his death gave it as his opin- 
ion that his bequests to De Pauw University 
would net somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$1,500,000. The shrinkage that came with 
the panic caused an enormous decrease of 
values, and a recent revision of estimates of 
what the college would finally realize placed 
the sum the institution may yet expect at 
$300,000. Unless there isa change in ‘the 
business methods of the Board of Trustees 
and the Investment committee, it is asserted 
the amount that will be realized will fall far 
short of thatsum, and in any event the amount 
that will likely be realized is more likely to 
fall below that estimate than to exceed it. 

When De Pauw drew the wiil that gave to 
the university 40 per cent of all his estate 
every possible safeguard was provided to the 
end that the permanent endowment fund he 
provided should be protected from inroads on 
account of current and other expenses. The 
Board of Trustees and the various committees 
have not protected the endowment fund in 
accordance with the designs of the testator, 
the principal reason for this failure being that 
the trustees were averse to holding the De 
Pauw heira to business methods and that 
strict accountability that business sense in 
ordinary transactions would dictate, 

The record of the investment committee 
shows it was given to bad investments and 
‘*wildcat’’ loans,* There appears to have 
been greater diligence in securing assurance 
that tne oorrower was a good brother in the 
Methodist Church than in ascertaining his 
rating by Dun or Bradstreet. Money was 


loaned to certain people with doubtful secur- , 


ity and to others with no security. Something 
like $2,000 was lost in a land deal at Ko- 
komo, the methoas of which savored -trongly 
of the essevtials of a goid brick transaction. 
A $5,000 iump went to the Indianapoiix Giue 
Works. one of the concerns that miiked the 
Iudiatapolis National Bank, with Theodore 
P. Haughey as security, and of course th.s is 
u total loss. Sixteen thousand dollurs was 
loaned to an ice plant south of Indianapolis, 
the ice factory got into deep water, and a 
later entry shows the expenditure of 
$600 by the trustees for the purpose of get- 
ting the ice pond in order “in anticipation of 
a freeze,”’ 

Newland T. De Pauw was a member of the 
Investment committee, and his influence with 
the committee probably accounts for the loan 
of sums, varying from $10,000 to $15,000, 
to the Ohio Falis iron-works, the De Pauw 
plate glass works, the New Albany woolen 
mills, the Premier steel works, and other con- 
eerns in which Newland and Charles De Pauw 
were interested, all being made without ade- 
quate securitY or with no security at all. The 
methods and the capacity of th.s Investment 
committee may be inferred from the annual 
report made to the Board of Directors a year 
ago. This report showed that out of about 
$200.000 that had been invested there was 
only $90,000 listed as producing capital; 
that is to say, capital on which the interest 
was being paid. The balance of $110,000 
was classed as ‘*supposed to be goud,”’ 
doubtful,” and ‘*bad.’’ Of the total of 
$200,000 that had been invested it was es- 
timated that the loss through ili-advised in- 
vestments would aggregate $80.000. 

The institution al-o lost something like 
$10,000 through Dean Howe of the School 
of Music, After canvassing the matter 
in all its bearings it was decided, in 
order toavoid the scandal that would result 
and save the reputation of the university, to 
make good the shortage that had accrued 
irom the methods uf Mr. Howe.

‘HESING AT THE HELM. 


POSTMASTER JUGGLES MAIL ON THE 
NEW RAILWAY POSTAL OAR. 


Perfect Success of the Trial Trip in Im- 
proved Delivery =—Crowds Cheer the 
Novel Step in Mail Reform—Mr. Hesing 
Cites the Mammoth Postal Business of 
Chicago—Description of the Car and 
Plans for City and Suburban Serviee= 
Officials Who Were Present. 


The first street railway postal car to oper- 
ate in Chicago made its trial run yesterday 
on the West Madison street cable line. The 
occasion was one of much interest to Post- 
master Hesing and all officials of the Post- 
office. It will inaugurate the most extensive 
improvement in local postal service ever 
contemplated. When the system is com- 
plete Chicago will enjoy better facilities for 
the collection and distribution of mailsthan 
any large city inthe world. Mr. Hesing says 
plans are complete for extending the new 
System to every part of the city as soon as 
the trial period of ninety days is finished, 
It is contemplated to operate similar cars on 
street car lines reaching all important out- 
lying postal stations, and through the plan 
of distributing mails in transit many hours 
will be saved to the public in transmission 
of postal matter. ae 

The car is a miniature model of the ordi- 
nary railway postal car used on the fast 
mail trains. It is perfect in all its appoint- 
ments and will be manned by three men, 
who, beginning in the morning with the first 
trip of the car ‘leaving the barns, will take 
on mail from, Station E, at Fortieth and 
West Madison streets, exchanging a pouch 
at Station D, Western avenue, and receiv- 
ing one for delivery at Station C, at Center 
avenue, and the central office down-town. 
At Station C a pouch will be exchanged, one 
from Station E and one from Station D, and 
there will be received one from Station C 
for the central effice. At Madison and 
Clark streets a wagon is to be in waiting to 
take the mdil from Stations E, D, and C and 
give in return the mail just received at the 
central office for Stations C, D, and E. This 
car is to be attached to a regular train and 
will make the round trip in two hours. 
There is ample time between the central of- 
fice and all the stations, as well as between 
the stations themselves, to distribute the 
mail in transit. An hour on each trip is 
saved in the distribution of mail, which 
means a saving of one and in some cases 
eight hours in the delivery of mail. The 
mail distributed in transit will ultimately 
be distributed for carriers, so that when the 
mail arrives at the station it is ready for the 
carriers to take out immediately. It is also 
intended that distribution be made for the 
large citie# and for the main trunk lines, 


From Rogers Park to Pullman. 

Ultimately it is contemplated to run a 
postal car from Rogers Park on the north 
(Statiom Y), over the electric lines, connect- 
ing with the North Chicago Street railroad 
company at the barns on Clark street; from 
there to some point in the heart of the city 
where connection can be made with the 
South Side cable line, and connecting in 
Hyde Park with the South Chicago electric 
lines, thus making a continuous trip from 
Rogers Park on the north to Pullman and 
Kensington on the south, a distance of more 
than twenty-three miles. This line would 
serve Rogers Park, Lake View (Station B), 
North Division (Station A), the central 
office, Twenty-secend street (Station L). 
Cottage Grove Stafion (Station M), Hyde 
Park on Fifty-fifth street (Station N), South 
Chicago (Station S), Pullman Station, and 
Kensington (Station T). In addition to this, 
along this line, stations like West Pullman 
and Grand Crossing could also be served by 
means of the cross town lines. Other sim-‘ 
ilar postal facilities it is intended to give by 
running a through car to the stations in 
the Northwest and Southwest, as well as 
south to the Stock-Yards (Station K), En- 
glewood (Station O), and Auburn Park (Sta- 
tion P). 

No mail was carried by the car yesterday. 
“Dummy” pouches were thrown on and 
off at the different stations, according to 
schedule, and the trip finished on time with- 
out a hitch. 

A large crowd of officials and invited 
guests gathered at the Rockwell street 
barns to witness the start. Among those 
present were: Mark Harris, Postmaster of 
Joliet; Supt. Rapp of the Pullman company, 
who designed the new car; L. L. Troy, Su- 
perintendent of railway mail service; Albert 
Jampolis, H. R. Green, W. J. Major, Phil 
Kastler, John C. Maher, W. S. Mason, C. E. 
Salter, Joseph Suess, Ald. Campbell, and 
other city officials, several officials of the 
street car company, Postmaster Hesing, and 
his secretary, Mr. Cahill. 

Chitago’s Vast Postal Work. 

Before’ the start was made refreshments 
were served and Mr. Hesing made a speech. 
He told of the improvements made in the 
local postal service in the last two years, 
and explained the plan of operating the 
street railway mail service. In speaking of 
the magnitude of Chicago’s postoffice busi- 
ness he gave some interesting facts and 
figures. He said in part: 

“The territory under the jurisdiction of 
the Postmaster of Chicago is the largest in 
the United States, covering 187 square miles 
--four times as large as New York. It con- 
tributes one-fifteerfth of the postal revenue 
to the United States Government and is sec- 
ond to New York in the net revenue derived 
by the government from its postal service 
and contributes as much to this fund as do 
the Cities of St. Louis, Cincinnati, Brooklyn, 
San Francisco, and Pittsburg together. Its 
net profit is second to that of New York, 
while its percentage of profit is not equalled 
by any of the large cities of the country. 
The carrier delivery district of Chicago cov- 
ers 125 square miles, or more than the entire 
territory of Philadelphia, while sixty square 
miles are outside the free delivery district 
and are served by fifteen branch postoffices, 
such as Riverdale, Jefferson, Hegewisch, 
Mayfair, etc. 

“The allowance for clerk hire at the Chi- 
cago Postoffice is more than the clerk hire 
in the States of Alabama, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Florida, Georgia, Idaho, Kansas, and South 
Carolina. Our money-order business: will 
this year amount to $30,000,000, with a total 
of transactions of not less than 3,000,000. 
The carrier force at the three stations served 
by this car is 114, a number larger than at 
Minneapolis or Omaha or New Orleans, and 
a number almost as large as the entire car- 
rier force in all the other cities in this State. 
As we handle at our office 2,000,000 pieces 
of mail matter a day, it can be readily seen 
that everything which tends to facilitate 
this business, everything that would bring 
about a division of labor, and everything 
that will hurry on the mail must be greeted, 
not only by the Postoffice Department but 
by the citizens themselves, with satisfac- 
tion.”’ 

Hesing Handles the Mail. 

When thetrain left the car barns more 
than a thousand people were waiting to see 
the start.

constructed; seventh, dirt brought in upon 
wagons from unpaved streets and alleys; 
eighth, refuse resulting from feeding horses 
upon the streets. 

‘ The first of these items seems to me to 
furnish the great amount of dirt, and these 
horse droppings should be gathered up as 
rapidly as they appear upon the streets; this 
we propose doing. The second item, sweep- 
ings from stores ana offices, is atother great 
cause of eril. Itis strictly against the ordi- 
nance. The sweepings should be gathered up 
and placed ina dirtcan inthe rear of the 
store, trom whence it could be carted away 
by the scavengers, The third item, the scat- 
tering of newspapers, etc., one which perhaps 
shows more than any other in littering the 
streets, is also against the ordinance. 

“The throwing of banana peels, orange 
peels, etc., is also against the ordinance and 
can without any question be stopped. ‘ Refuse 
dropped from passing wagons can be largely 
corrected by having tight boxes and not too 
large loads. The items six, seven, and eight 
are comparatively emall, but all go to make 
up the great whole, 

Emphasize the Need of Care. 


‘It seems to me that the press of this city 
will really accomplish a great work and be 
entitled to the gratitude of every citizen of 
Chicago who is in favor of clean streets, by 
emphasizing every day if necessary the in- 
iquity of heedlessly scattering refuse upon 
the streets. Patrolmen cannot be in all parts 
of the city at ail t.in.es, and, therefore, unless 
the people themselves are disposed toe be 
cleanly, much refuse can be thrown upon the 


» Streets withuut detection.

Yully 4,000 people saw the University of 
Chicago ball team smother the Michigan 
men at Marshal! field yesterday afternoon.

LYONS GIVEN A DEATH SENTENCE 
‘AND O'BRIEN TWENTY YEARS. 


Jury in Judge Sears’ Court Brings 
These Verdicts for the Men who Are 
Held Responsible for the Death of 
Albert Mason=—Story of the Hold-Up 
and the Shvoting=Motion for a New 
Trial Made<Other News of a Local 
Nature, 

Harry Lyons was given the death penalty 
and Cornelius O’Brien twenty years in the 
penitentiary by a jury in Judge Sears’ court 
last evening at 8 o’clock. They were con- 
victed of the murder of Albert Mason, 4@ 
scenic painter, No. 130 West Van Buren 
street, the night of Feb. 9. The case was 
given to the jury at 5:30 o’clock after a trial 


lasting four days. Judge Sears waited until 
hd@ving been 


At that hour the jury announced to Judge 
Sears a verdict had been reached, and, court 
being convened, the jury rendered its find- 
ae 
O’Brien ahd Lyons were both present when 
it was announced. The former listened with 
a@ smile on his face, but the latter was pale 
and nervous and seemed about on the point 
of breaking down. Mrs. O’Brien, mother of 
the defendant, when the verdict was an- 
nounced, went into hysterics and had to be 
taken from the room by friends. — 

The usual motion for a new trial was made 
by attotneys for the’ defense and the con- 


’ vieted men were taken back to the jail. 


Albert B. Mason was set upon and robbed 
by footpads in West Van Buren, between 
Clinton and Jefferson streets, the night of 


Feb. 9. One of the men who attacked Ma- 


sen ran into the arms of Policeman White 
of the Desplaines Street Station, who had 
witnessed the assault. He was Harry Ly- 
ons, alias *“ Butch’ Lyons. Cornelius 
O’Brien, the other man, was captured after 
a short chase by Policemen Hoffman and 
Lee, also of the Despiaines Street Station. 
When caught by: Policeman White Lyons 
had Mason’s revolver in his possession. 
Mason’s gold watch and chain were found 
in an-alley, where O’Brien had thrown 
them while attempting to escape from the 
police, it was alleged.

KENT SOANS STREET BAILWAY 


FRANOHISES. 


If He Finds the Various Traction Com- 
panies Are Not Keeping Their Finan- 
cial Agreements He Will Force Them 
to Do SomProgress Made So Far in His 
Searching Investigation=Wolf's Attor- 
ney Advises Him in the Pay-Roll War- 
rant Matter—Other Municipal News. 

Commissioner of Public Works W. D. Kent 
has had compiled a statement which shows 
just what amounts are payable to the City 
of Chicago by some of the street railway 
companies under the ordinances which 
grant them operating franchises. The Com- 
missioner will investigate to see if all the 
amounts which should come to the city have 
been paid in full, If they have not the exact 
amounts due will be demanded and meas- 
ures taken to collect them. The street rail- 
road franchises provide for the payment of 
the moneys due the city at specified times, 
and it will be’'Commissioner Kent’s aim to 
see that paymerts hereafter are made 
promptly. 

The statement will be rapidly made eom- 
plete so that it will cover all the roads using 


the streets of the city. 

Under the act of April 21, 1884, Sec. 3041, 
the Chicago Passenger railway company 
agreed to pay one-half the cost of a new 
bridge at Adams street and $1,000 a year for 
its maintenance. It was to pay for widening 
the viaduct at Adams street, or if this were 
not practicable it was to defray the cost ofa 
new building. This road afterward became 
a part of the West Chicago system. 

The West Chicago Street railway compa- 
ny, under act of Noy. 29, 1880, was to pay 
for one-half the cost of a new bridge at Lake 
street and $1,000 a year for maintenance. 
The company was given permission Dec. 
23, 1889, to operate a track on Taylor street 
on condition that the Chicago Passenger 
railway company released the right to its 
share in Adams street bridge, and that the 
West Chicago Street railway company pay 
into the city Treasury the sum of $100,000 
within ten days after letting contracts, etc. 


Joint Compact of Yerkes’ Lines. 

April 30, 1894, the West Chicago and the 
North Chicago companies come in jointly 
in an ordinance where they agree together 
to pay into the City Treasury $10,000 the 
first year of the ordinance, $15,000 the sec- 
ond year, and $25,000 the fourth year, and a 
like amount every year thereafter, said 
sums to be used by the city for extending 
its electric light system. Judgments for 
land damages occasioned by the erection of 
the Dearborn street bridge had been recov- 
ered against the city, and the city’s conten- 
tion that the North Chicago company should 
hold the city harmless was denied by the 
company. In consideration, therefore, of 
the privileges granted in the franchise the 
company agreed to pay the judgments, 
amounting to $20,400 with interest. 

it was agreed as the basis of a franchise, 
July 19, 1886, that the North Chicago Street 
railway company pay $25,000 a year for the 
use of the La Salle street tunnel, payable 
semi-annually, but this was to be done away 
with when the company had made arrange- 
ments for the city’s use of a bridge at Rush 
street, and one at Wells street in accordance 
with details given by the city. 

The North Chicago company was given 
permission Dec, ‘20, 1886, to operate a single 
track in Division street. The company in 
accepting the franchise was to agree to 
pay one-half the first cost of bridges at the 
North Branch Canal and at the North 
Branch River, including piers and abut- 
ments, and to pay one-half the cost of main- 
taining the bridges. 

The entire roadway of the bridge over the 
Canal at Division street, by an act of March 
14, 1887, was to be planked and Kept in repair 
by the company. Permission was given to 
use the Dearborn street bridge, if the ordi- 
nance in reference to defraying the cost ofa 
four-track iron bridge were accepted by the 
company. Thereupon the city was to take 
at its convenience the old Wells street bridge 
and have it placed at Dearborn street at the 
cost of the company, which was also to pay 
the value of sixteen feet of stone pavement 
to property-owners in Dearborn street. 


Promise of the Wheeler Road. 

The Chicago City railway company shall 
pay to the City of Chicago upon demand 
by the City Controller a sum equal to one- 
eleventh of $250,000 until the whole sum 
shall have been paid. Thisis by act of April 
4, 1894, and is to be operative when the Lake 
Shore and Rock Island railroad companies 
shall have elevated their tracks. 

All street railway companies must pay an 
annual license fee of $50 a car, payable 
quarterly, and not later than ten days after 
the end of each quarter. 

The Chicago and Jefferson Urban Transit 
company was to pay by an ordinance passe‘! 
April il, 1892, a tax for each lineal mile of 
track equal in amount to that paid by oth@ 
companies. The first payment was fixed to 
be made Dec. 1, 1895. 

The Lake Street Elevated road is bound by 
its -franchise to pay $900 a mile yearly for 
that part of its structure from the east line 
of Crawford avenue to the city limits, and 
$1,000 a mile from the west line of Canal 
street to the east line of Market street, ex- 
clusive of viaduct and swing bridge. The 
company has to make changes in the river 
bridge at its own expense. It was to pay 
$488 annually for the use of the viaduct, 
which is 5 per cent on one-fourth its orig- 
inal cost. It has also to pay one-fourth the 
annual maintenance of the structures and 
$2,361 annually, which is 5 per cént on one- 
third the cost of the river bridge. 

These statements are fully written out and 
all the details of the franchises are given 
in full. When they are completed the work 
of seeing just hew the city stands with the 
railways will be begun.

WOLF TO STAND BY LAW HEREAFTER. 


His Attorney Advises Him on the Pay-RKoll 
Warrant Issue. 


F. 8S. Baird, the attorney of City Treas- 
urer Wolf, gave his client an opinion yes- 
terday on the question of turning money 
over to the Controller on a blanket warrant. 
It has been the custom of the Controller to 
draw a warrant on the Treasurer for a large 
amount of money for the purpose of paying 
certain pay-rolis. The object of this was to 
avoid the work and trouble of drawing a 
warrant for each man whose name was on 
the rolls. It has been customary to-pay some 
of the laborers in this way, a pay check be- 
ing made out by the foreman in charge of 
the gang or the timekeeper. Mr. Baird in- 
formed T'reasurer Wolf that the law re- 
quired that a warrant should be dtawn for 
each individual case, and that any other 
system was in violation of the statute. This 
advice was given the Treasurer after he 
had seen Controller Wetherell and agreed 
to honor warrants to cover the rolls for the 
discharged men who have been drawing 
their pay at the Controller’s office. He said 
after all the discharged men were paid he 
would insist upon the law being followed. 
The Treasurer honored a warrant for $10,- 
v0 to cover the rolls in the Controller’s 
hands yesterday morning, and the men were 
paid. There are still a large number of 
men, it is said, who have not been paid. 


Time to Remove the Battery. 


The ordinance introduced by Ald. Ballard 
ordering the removal of the Battery D Armory 
from the Lake-Front probably will meet with 
the partial approval of Mayor Swift. He an- 
nounced yesterday he did not wish to see the 
work upon the Postoffice interrupted by imped- 
ing the progress of the construction upon the 
temporary structure upon the Lake-Front. At 
the same time he does not consider it just that 
the organization that owns the Battery should be 
thrown out upon the street without being given 
ample time to secure adequate quarters. “I will

INCREASE OF 10 PER CENT IN WAGES. 


Affects 6,000 Employes of the Consolidated 
Steel and Wire Company. 

An advance of 10 per cent in their wages 
will be given the employésof the Consolidated 
Steel and Wire company June 1. Including 
those whose pay has been raised already 
6,000 workers in the five big mills of the 
company will enjoy this effect of better times 
and business prospects, for that Vice-Presi- 
dent Lambert says is the basis of the advance 
which the company makes voluntarily 
Simultaneously with the news of the advance 
which reached the jobbing trade yesterday 
came notices from the mills that after June 1 
wire nails would be sold on the basis of 
$1.15. It was accompanied with such other 
details as made dealers believe a further ad- 
vance would follow, for un.ess stories told 
are incorrect, the barbed wire and wire nail. 
makers have concluded a protective agree- 
ment stronger than any existing for several 
years. Jobbing prices of wire nails have 
jumped 10 cents this week. 

The Consolidated Wire and Nail company 
operates milis at Lockport and Joliet, ili., St. 
Louis, and Allentown and Pittsburg, Pa. It is 
the largest manufacturer of barbed wire and 
nails from wire in the world. Its daily out- 
putis 1,000 tons. In Tue Tripune a few 
days ago was told the story of theyemarkable 
change in the condition of the wire nail mar- 
ket, effected in four weeks largely by the ef- 
forts of the manufacturers aided by better 
times. When the change was in the air the 
Consolidated company determined to advance 
the wages of its men. Those in the Illinois 
mills were first given a raise, At a meeting 
of the company’s officials a few days agoa 
forma! order affecting the employés in the 
other plants was drafted and posted up with- 
out delay. Vice-President Lambert said of it 
yesterday: 

** We had no consultation with our men and 
made the advance without being asked. Its 
explanation is simple. The wire nail and 
barbed wire interest has suffered greatly 
from the hard times of the last few years. 
We sold goods often below the cost of the 
raw material. Times have changed. Prices 
of our products are higher, The prospects 
are good for business. Our men are entitled 
to some share in the probable resuits. Ihave 
never favored any other policy. My ussoci- 
ates agreed with me and go the order was 
issued.”’ 

In THe Trrsune story before referred to 
the action of tne manufacturers in declining 
to make quotations, together with their pre- 
liminary meeting in this city, a revival of 
their old **gentieman’s agreement”’ was de- 
scribed. ‘The agreetwnent, it was said, 
would be ratified at a subsequent meeting. 
That it is said was donea few days ago. tne 
usual secrecy surrounding the meeting of the 
manufacturers, The trade accepted as a cor- 
roboration of the report notices which it has 
received by wire and mail within two or three 
duys stating that tne inills will quote wire 
nails at $1.15. This sharp advance was im- 
mediate.y feit in the local trade, where whole- 
sulers were yesterday quoting nails at $1.25 
—a rise of 10 cents over prices early in the 
week. Buyers were running up and down 
Lake street, but it was said the jobbers gen- 
erally were declining to sell any considerable 
quantity of nails. They probably have more 
on hand than was represented to buyers, but 
reliable men say thesupply is limited. The 
prices made by the mills are for June delivery 
only. The custom is to make contracts at the 
current quotation for sixty and ninety days 
delivery. Except on a few occasions this has 
not been varied in the history of the trade un- 
til the present time. 

‘*Itis taken by many to mean that the 
manufacturers think they are in a position to 
limit production and possibly shove up 
prices,’”’ said a jobber, referring to the facts 
aforesaid. ‘“‘Itseems from a!l appearances 
that they have made a stronger agreement 
than ever before, At $1.15 they get a fair 
margin and the generai trade, it cannot be 
said, is damaged. The large accumuiation 
of atock which it was supposed hung over 
the mnarket has been withdrawn. The arbi- 
trary limitation of deliveries to thirty days at 
the present price ‘may mean that prices will 
be higherin July. We are not filling large 
orders for nails. We haven't got the goods.”’ 

The co-products of wire nail mills are up. 
If any of the farmers who have walked away 
with the wheat market desire to invest part 
of their profits in new barbed wire fencing 
for their farms they will haveto pay more for 
it. Barbed wire hus advanced 5 per cent.

The idea is to overcome the evil ef- 
fects of placing the beginner in crime with 
the woman deep-dyed in scarlet. The first 
step is about to be realized through the co- 
operation of Prof. Elias Colbert, who has 
given the use of a ten-roomed house at No. 
30 South Green street for this purpose. The 
transfer is made by Mr. Co. bert in the name 
of his dead wife, Sarah M. Colbert, whose life 
was devoted to innumerable charities. 

‘““Of course, the plans are much in em- 
bryo,”’ said Mrs. Lake yesterday afternoon, 
** but we hope to have the home open by July 
1. Itis to be devotea particularly to that 
class of unfortunates known as the betrayed 
women. These deserted women dare not re- 
turn home. If taken to a refuge they are apt 
to be overwhelmed with their downfall, anda 
the probable result is a step still lower. On 
the other hand, if they show a desire for a 
better life they will find the helping hand in 
this home. Ina word, it is the best kind of 
preventive work.”’ :

‘The word prophet 
was applied discriminately and therefore ex- 
cluded writera whom one might expect to 
have included, such as Dante and Shaks- 
peare. 

The speaker declared a prophet to be one to 
whom moralimport of things takes precedence 
of allelse. The prophet in literature, like 
the prophet in religion, is an innovator. The 
prophet is the exponent of no age, rather the 
exponent of eternity. On this basis, then, 
the first prophet in French literature was 
Rosseau, ‘‘almost a biank failure as a man, 
yet the first to illumine Europe with a new 
hope.”’ In the same category were named 
Victor Hugo, George Sand, Daudet, and Zola. 

Typical of Germany Lessing was name as 
patriot and prophet. Among English poets 
Southey and Wordsworth stood for liberty, 
and in our own day such writers as Carlyle, 
Ruskin, Dickens, and Mrs. Browning were 
included among prophets in literature. In 
America Harriet Beecher Stowe stands pre- 
eminent with Margaret Fuller, Wait Whit- 
man, Lowell, and Whittier as a following. 

In conclusion the speaker referred to Tols- 
tolasan example of how a prophet may 
sink into a fanatic, and eulogized Henry Gib- 
son as a unique prophet whose warfare was 
against the spirit of compromise, 

‘Lhe paper was followed by an informal 
discussion. Friday afternoon, June 14, Miss 
Ada C. Sweet, an associate member, will lead 
a conversation on * Realism in Literature.”

July wheat worked down rapidiy from an ir- 

reguiar opening to 74%4 cents; this was 21¢ 

cente below the close of the previous night, 
and 73{ cents below the high point of the 
week and onthe crop. To the people with 
dollar wheat ideas, who appear to be becoming 
more numerous every day, the decline ap- 
peared to be sharp, and they were ready 
to back their opinions with buying 
orders. At the time when wheat was 
gelling at a price which it was practicable to 
use in place of coarse grain for feed, the 
axiom was iaid down that uccidents would all 
. ein favor of the bulis. This seems to be 
. the case, as nothing but bull news is devel. 
oped, or at least nothing but bull news finds 
its way to market centers. Kiliing frosts were 
icted for the spring wheat States and the 
market simply ran away from the trade. The 
bears, who have heard nothing but stories of 
destruction of the winter wheat of the coun- 
try, were not disposed to stand long debating 
the probability of frost anywhere between 
now and tomorrow.

No Let-Up to Damage, Keports. 

~The reports of crop damage continue to be 
sensational in the extreme, and, notwithstand- 
ing the skeptical views of the commercial 

’ agencies, are having their effect in the pro- 
fessional trade. The view of the situation 
taken by a wnilling trade journal pubiished in 
the winter wheat belt was extremely bullish, 
and a prominent grain man, who has just re- 
turned. from a week’s trip among farmers in 
the central part of the State, pleaded inabili- 
ty to do himself justice in describing the de- 
struction he had witnessed in winter wheat. 

The sharp advance took a littie snap out of the 

cash wheat market, but inquiries from 

rhiifers in ail directions were received. The 
question asked everywhere at the close of the 
market yesterday was as to the cause of the 
sharp raliy. ‘The bears insisted that it wasa 
weather market advance entirely, caused by 
the prediction of frost in the winter wheat 
States. The people who openly express the 
opinion that wheat will go to $1 a bushel at

About the only bad news affecting railway 
properties this week outside the frost re- 
ports has had to do with Chicago and 
Northwestern. A bulletin was sent out yes- 
terday claiming to be officially authorized 
which represents that the Northwest divi- 
dend is to be cut down. Northwest stock, 
according to this report, is to be madea 4 
per cent dividend payer. Wall street was a 
little stunned by this announcement, but 
not long. It is one of the features of stock 
market conditions now that bad news has 
ceased to be effective to any important ex- 
tent. As soon as the bull leaders could 
catch their breath they were proclaiming 
that this proposed reduction in dividends 
was really a cause for congratulation, signi- 
fying conservative management and all 
that. Northwest stock gained on this rep- 
resentation more than it lost on the original 
news of the cut. It has since been an- 
nounced on the authority of officers of the 
company that nobody has been warranted 
to report what the directors will do as to the 
next dividend. The directors do not meet 
for nearly two weeks yet. 


Pool in Granger Stecks. 

When the raids on the granger stocks were 
most aggressive at the height of the excite- 
ment in wheat speculation it is said that over 
2°,000 shares of stock were accumulated for 
one interest in which Chicago capital is 
largely used. Two Chicago millionaires, 
one of the magnates of the Standard Oil 
trust, and a sugar capitalist are credited 
with having organized a pool able to take 
50,000 or 60,000 shares of the higher priced 
granger stocks. Henry Allen & Co. are be- 
lieved to have close relations to the work of 
this pool. That firm has been a big contin- 
ual buyer of all the conspicuous Western 
railroad stocks and is credited in inside 
circles with having had the giving out of 
big orders to other brokers. Something big 
of this kind has evidently been under way, 
though Henry Allen himself declines to dis- 
cuss the reports. 

London relations to the New York stock 
market is a subject for a good deal of guess- 
work just now. Havingmbeen at the start 
of.the rise in stocks and 4 ving unloaded in 
the advance, the foreigners are undoubted- 
ly now working for opportunities to get back 
into the market on a lower basis. They 
have attached importance apparently to the 
bad crop news which has been so abundant 
during the last week and on this account 
have held off from purchases whijch it is 
known their Wall street representatives 
have been advising. If London operators 
should suddenly come in and be active again 
the result would be worth a good many 
points to the market, for there is a large 


P. contingent here disposed to follow close on 


the heels of any London activity. We have 
intimations of a further deal in which Mr. 
Pierpont Morgan is interested on the other 
side by which American securities will be 
given additional popularity. 

The wiping out of the income tax is en- 
couraging operators in half a dozen of the 
industfial stocks, including sugar trust and 
most of the other conspicuous speculatives. 
They all claim that in order to get added 
revenue the government will find it neces- 
sary to increase tariff duties, through which, 
they argue, there will be opportunities for 
handsome profits for the various companies 
Wall street has not warmed up much to 
this notion so far, but it is being preached 
with great assiduity. If the market is to 
last, and if we are to have the manner of 
speculation which not only the enthusiasts 
are predicting, but which ts really antict- 
pated by the conservative men of Wall 
street, one thing is pretty sure—and that is, 
the biggest money will be in the low-priced 
stocks. In this list may be reckoned all the 
well-managed properties selling under $3v 
a share. 

A canvass of twenty leading commission 
firms of the Stock Exchange shows that 
there is almost a universal belief that we 
are to have from this time on an active and 
strong stock market. Most of the authori- 
ties even predict a boom. Outof the twenty 
firms whose opinions I have sought there is 
only one of consequence taking contrary 
views. That firm only goes far enough to 
say that it apprehends not weakness but 
dullness.

UNIVERSITY’S LATEST ENTERPRISE. 


Prospective Publication of Twelve Volumes 
of Assyrian and Babylonian Translations. 

It is never the great nor the greater, but 
the greatest at the Universiy of Chicago. 
The latest university enterprise to attain 
the superlative rank is the prospective pub- 
lication of twelve volumes of translations 
and transliterations of Babylonian and As- 
syrian inscriptions, with copious historical, 
philological, and geographical notes. Dr. 
Robert Francis Harper, Associate Professor 
of the Semitic Languages and Literatures 
in the university. is to be editor-in-chief. 
The introduction to the work will be written 
by President W. R. Harper, head professor 
in the same department. Other members 
of the editorial staff will be Morris Jastrow 
Jr. of the University of Pennsylvania, Rich- 
ard Gottheil of Columbia College, J. A. Craig 
of the University of Michigan, Edward W. 
King of the British Museum, Ira M. Brice 
of the University of Chicago, and three or 
four others. 

This publication, two volumes of which 
have already been issued from the Univer- 
sity Press, will have been the first scientific 
attempt to put these ancient hieroglyphics 
and hieratics into English print. The pub- 
lication was authorized by the University 
Board of Trustees at their last meeting. 

Two other attempts have been made to 
translate the Assyrian and Babylonian in- 
scriptions, one by Berch, the Egyptologist, 
and one by A.H. Sayce of Oxford University. 
The work by Sayce was also published in 
twelve volumes, but had little of scientific 
value to recommend it and went to pieces 
before the second edition was issued from 
the presses. A work is now being published 
by Schraeder of Berlin, an old teacher of Dr. 
Robert Francis Harper. Dr. Schraeder’s 
coadjutors are Jaesen, Bezold, Winkler,‘and 
Abel. The title of the. work is, ‘ Die 
Keilinschreftlichebibliothek.’’ Several vol- 
umes are already out. The work treats of 
the cuneiform inscriptions, but lacks notes 
and references, 

The originals for the University of Chica- 
zo work have for the most part been copied 
from specimens at the British Museun, 
where Dr. Robert Harper has spent consider- 
able timeein classifying in chronological 
order the material which will appear in the 
Chicago publication. Much of the Britisn 
Museum matter is included in a five-volume 
work by Sir Henry Rawlinson. Dr. Harper 
has also made use of two volumes of extra- 
cuneiform material, déscribing such sub- 
jects as the Moabite stone, compiled by Dr. 
Gottheil of Columbia College. 

‘*To the Assyrian inscriptions more than 
to any other single source,’’ says Dr. Har- 
per, ‘“‘is due the new interpretation of the 
Old Testament, and from these and other 
archeological material we expect great rey- 
elations.”’ 

When urged further as to the attitude the” 
new publication would take toward the Ohl 
Testanient scriptures Dr. Harper evaded a 
direct answer. 

‘*] do not want to start a sensation,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘ but I will say this: the effect 
will at least be liberalizing. Personally l 
am a philologist. I follow the text, regard- 
less of where it leads me.”’ 

At the beginning of this century little was 
known of the ancient capitals of the As- 
syro-Babylonians aside from the meager 
and imperfect accounts given by the Jewish 
and Greek historians. One would have 
searched his maps in vain for the exact loca- 
tion of Nineveh, the headquarters of the 
Assyrian armies which plundered the Is- 
raelites for so many years, and finally be- 
sieged, captured, and transported the in- 
habitants of Samaria. Certain theorists 
have wasted a great-amount of time in 
hunting for the lost ten tribes of Israel, 
but at the time of writing they had not yet 
been found. In the case of Babylon it was 
no better—a city, one of whose Kings car- 
ried into captivity the remnant left by his 
Northern kinsmen, the Assyrians. 

Both Dr. Robert Harper and his brother, 
President Harper, are intensely interested 
in archswological research work and fancy 
they find in these old, unprejudiced tablets 
and tombs the real solution to scriptural 
anomalies. President Harper had original- 
ly intended to make archeology his life 
‘work. It is likely, too, that Dr. James H. 
Breasted, recently returned from an inves- 
tigating tour in Egypt, will contribute sev- 
eral volumes to the proposed publication on 
Egyptian archeology.

LEHIGH VALLEY REFUSES TO JOW 
THE TRAFFIO POOL.

Will Not Enter into Any Agreement Stif- 
fening Freight Rates, Thus Making It 
Impossible to Sustain the East-Bound 
Agreement, Which Was Based on a 
West-Bound Pool Position of “The 
Tribune” Sustained by Chauncey M. 
Depew—Railroad News. 

Ever since Taz Trisunz commenced to 
hammer away at the east-bound pool and 
showed up the injury it did to Chicago busi- 
ness interests because high rates were main- 
tained from this city and from other West- 
ern points the managers of the pool 
lines have been assiduous in declaring 
the only dissatisfaction expressed with the 
pool was by Chicago shippers and there were 
no dissentions among the railroads. Who do 
those innocent and guileless railroad managers 
expect to do the kicking if not the shippers? 
Of course the railroads do not kick as long as 
they cam extract exorbitant rates. But 
the clamor that has been raised against 
the enforcement of a pool, contrary to the 
law, from Chicago alone and not from other 
points has set some of the managers to think- 
ing and some of them have come to the con- 
clusion that it is about time to get out from 
under. Several of the roads have given no- 
tice that unless the rate cutting from other 
points than Chicago is not stopped 
at once they wili withdraw from_ the 
Chicago east-bound pool. In consequénce, 
Commissioner Blanchard yesterday issued a 
cali fora meeting of the executive officers 
(Presidents and General Managers) to con- 
sider the rate situation and to devise means 
for stopping the indiscriminate cutting of 
rates now practiced at all Western points ex- 
cept Chicago. 

To add to the troubles of the east-bound 
pool the Lehigh Valley railroad refuses to 
join any pool on west-bound traflic. 

Chauncéy M. Depew in New York said 
yesterday: 

I have received a note informing me that the 
Lenigh Valley had refuseua to sign the agree- 
ment stiffening up freight rates. f course that 
knocks out all our plans, for if they do not goin 
the agreement is of no use. We have been trying 
for some time to stiffen up the rate ssituaton. 
Things got to looking loose and the Presidents 


decided to draw up a freight agreement regard- 
ing west-bound rates. I do not know now what 
will be done. 

Mr. Depew’s statement bears out all Tue 
Tripuneg has said during the last week about 
the troubles of the pool. The eust-bound 
pool was formed on condition that a pool on 
west-bound traffic be made. And as the Le- 
high Valiey’s refusal to join makes a_ west- 
bound pool impossible the east-bound pool 
can no longer be maintained.

NINE BOYS ARE PLACED UNDER ABREST. 


Police Suspect: Them of the Murder of 
Louis Klank on North Pier, 

An inquest was begun yesterday afternoon 
on the body of Louis Klank, the fisherman 
who was murdered on the North Pier early 
yesterday. Deputy Coroner Buckley swore 
in a jury, and after the remains had been 
identified at Rolston’s undertaking estab- 
lishment the jurors were dismissed, with in- 
structions to return Wednesday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, when the inquiry will be contin- 
ued. The postponement was made at the 
request of the police, who wish to be given 
an opportunity to ascertain the identity of 
the guilty parties, and to this end nine ar- 
rests were made yesterday. The suspects 
are all boys of about 17 years, and yesterday 
they were put in the sweat box by the East 
Chicago Avenue police, but without results, 

Louis Klank Jr., a son of the murdered 
mal, was present when Deputy Coroner 
Buckley commenced the inquest. Young 
Klank keeps a candy and school supply store 
at No. 321 Jackson boulevard. He testified 
that his father had been separated from his 
family for several years. 

Policemen McNally and Walsh, at the 
East Chicago Avenue Station, arrested the 
boys who are in custody, taking a number 
of them from their homes despite the pro- 
tests of their parents. The youths arrested 
are James Young, aged 15; Shirley 
Symmes, 17; John Hennessy, 19: Peter Nel- 
son, 12; Stacy Schmiski, 13; John Ableton, 
13; Charles Nelson, 14; and John Evenson, 
13 years old. 

Louis Klank, the murdered man, was 55 
years old. For years he had been a fisher- 
man on the North Pier. At 12 o’clock Fri- 
day night the old man was awakened in his 
little shanty on the North Pier by a crowd of 
boys, who were throwing his fish back into 
the lake. Klank rughed out at the crowd, 
ordering the boys to disperse. The old man 
was knocked down and stabbed in the heart 
by one of the crowd. He died in a few min- 
utes. ‘The weapon with which the cutting 
was done was a common jack-knife with a 
large blade. Besides the wound which pro- 
duced death there were two cuts whiéh 
formed a cross on Klank’s left breast. The 
youths who engaged in the murderous as- 
sault upon the old fisherman ran when they 
saw him fall, gasping for breath, on the 
pier. Besides the boys under arrest there 
were two colored youths, one of whom is be- 
lieved to have done the stabbing. Both of 
these escaped, and preparations have been 
made for their capture.

LADY BROOKE AND THE PRINCE: 


London, May 25.—[Copyrighted, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]|—Commenting upon the proceedings 
of the Memphis convention, briefly reported 
in the Times here this morning, an American 
gentleman now visiting in London (who has 
always been a hard money man_ and 
has conspicuously advocated that principle at 
home) said today for two reasons he strong- 
ly regrets the actiontaken, From a merely 
academic point of view the platform adopted 
at Memphis is true and sensible enough, but 
he thinks it politically unwise. The conven- 
tion will be recognized everywhere as repre- 
senting the administration, and therefore as 
representing one section of the Democratic 
party. The platform will precipitate a se- 
rious isstie, while neither the  reélection 
of a Congress nor a President makes 
it advisable or necessary to pronounce for 
the party or to divide the party upon it now. 

- The platform isin the nature of a threat to 
those in the party holding different views, 
~ while political wisdom demands at this junct- 
ure conciliation not coercion. His second re- 
gret is that the platform does not vigorously 
‘and emphatically put the United States in the 
very front of the movement for calling an in- 
ternational bimetallic conference. Its tone 
on this most important question is lethargic, 
expressing a mere attitude of readiness “ to 

- codperate with the other powers.”’ 

British Bimetallists Vigorous. 

The British Bimetallic League is pressing 
its crusade with great vigor. it hasa list of 
members imposing both in numbers and 
business and political prominence. Its Pres- 
ident is Henry H. Gibbs,a director of the 
Bank of England. Its Chairman of the Gen- 

~eral Council is H. R. Grenfeil. Mr. McNeill, 
the Secretary, says Mr. Lidderdale, the 
famous former Governor of the Bank of En- 
gland, is a member. 

Besides Arthur Balfour, the Conservative 
leader in the House of Commons, the league 
counts in its membership many prominent 
politicians and influential peers, including 
the Duke of Abercorn, the Duke of Fife, the 
Duke of Beaufort, Jacob Bright, Sir Lepel 
Griffin, Henniker Heaton, Lord Rowton 
(Disraeli’s formér Adjutant), young Disrae- 
li, Sir Henry James, Attorney-General in Lord 
Salisbury’s Cabinet; Henry Chaplin, a mem- 
ber of the same Cabinet; Mr. Knatchbull- 

- Hugesson, and many other members of Par- 
liament. Among the bankers and business- 
men are Charles and Alfred Hoare, Thomas 
Baring, Sir Thomas Sutherland, Chairman of 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steamship com- 
pany; Sir Samuel Montague, and many oth- 
ers. It is welhknown here the movement has 
the warm sympathy of the Rothschilds. 


Alleged Anti-McCarthyite Conspiracy. 
” An interview with William O’Brien, M. P., 
today sho serious trouble has again brokén 
cutin the ranks of the McCarthyite party. 
His statements when they reach England cer- 
tainly will provoke a hot controversy. Mr. 
O’Brien is about to be forced into bankruptcy 
at the suit of Patrick Chance, who until re- 
cently was a member of the Nationalist 
party. -The suit is for non-payment of £400 
— ($2,000), a balance of law costs incurred by 
Chance as O’Brien’s solicitor in an action for 
libel against Lord Salisbury four years ago.

Who the New Duke of Hamilton Is. 

A week after the event London journalism 
has awakened to the fact that there is a pub- 
lic interest in the character and antecedents 
of a hitherto: unknown young man, who has 
succeeded to the great political, economic, 
and social influence of the Dukedom of Ham- 
ilton, Only one of the newspapers, however, 
and that published in the afternoon, seems to 
have realized there is any importance in the 
event, But from its brief paragraph we learn 
the new Duke is in his 33d year, has been in 
the navy, but retired with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant about three years ago after he had suf- 
fered from a paralytic stroke, from the effects 
of which he has never recovered. He has 
since lived quietly with his three sisters, 
mostly in London, in a house given to him by 
the last Duke. 

The young man, it is feared, will. not enjoy 
his new honors long. In case of his death 
without issue the Dukedom will go to another 
cousin. His retationship to the dead Duke 
was very remote and vividly illustrated the 
curiosities and uncertainty of successions to 
the English peerage. He is descended from 
a brother of the great-grandfather of his pre- 
decessor. His ill-health, whatever may be 


his private character, will at least prevent. 


him from terrific extravagances on the turf, 
with women, and at the gaming tables, for 
which the unhappy tenants,of the late Duke 
had mainly to suffer. | 

The dead Duke’s body is now on the way 
home and will be deposited in probably the 
most costly private mausoleum in the West- 
ern world, 
and cost. nearly $1,000,000. It is a 
square edifice, surmounted by a round 
tower and stone cupola, with obronze 
gates, copies from those of the baptistery 
at Florence. Its builder is buried there. The 
body will lie in the alabaster sarcophagus of 
an Egyptian Queen bought in Upper Egypt. 
This was kept in the Hamilton palace many 
years. The Duke frequently lay down in the 
sarcophagus, and, finding it too small for his 
body, left directions that it necessary his 
breastbone should be sawed through so it 
might be doubied up and thus Jaid within th 
coffin, 

Lady Brooks and the Prince, 


Many peoplein London are talking of a 
singular episode connected with the last draw- 
ing-room at Buckingham Palace, The morn- 
ing of the function the statement was made in 
the official Court Circular, in the Marlborough 
House section, that the Princess of Wales 
was too ill to attend the ceremony. The after- 
noon papers all had an identical paragraph 
** on authority ’’—presumably from the Prin- 
cess—that the Princess was not ill, but would 
attenda dinner party given by the Queen at 
Windsor that evening. And she was there 
among the guests. Up to that morning the 
Court Circular had announced that the Prin- 
cess would hold the drawing-room in the place 
of the Queen. 

The contradictory paragraphs and the eb- 
sence of the Princess from the drawing-zoom, 
while well enough to travel to Wind»or, ex- 
cited curiosity and inquiry. It has been 
learned that on the day before the Countess 
of Warwiek had sigrified her intention to be 
present at Buckingham, Palace. The Countess 
was Lady Brooks before her husband’s suc- 
cession to the earldom. The Prince of Wales 
had just returned from a large house party at 
Warwick Castle, but the Princess was not 
there. The drawing-room, for the first time 
since her marriage, was held by Princess 
Louise, the Marchioness of Lorne. 


American Specialist to Work in London. 


Much curiosity and comment has been ex- 
cited in the medical circles of London by a 
news item in the Times that Dr. Allan Mc. 
Lane Hamilton, the eminent New York 
specialist on brain diseases, and the gov- 
ernment’s expert in the prosecution of 
Guiteau, has taken a residence in London for 
three months in each year, and will practice 
his profession both here and in New York. 
Dr. Hamilton corroborated this report of his 
intention today. He has leased a house in 
Chesterfield, Mayfair, in the most exclusively 
fashionable part of the city.

WEALTHIEST PEERESSIN THE WORLD. 


Lady Mary Hamilton, 10 Years Old, In. 
herits a Great Estate. 
London,May 25.—Lady Mary Hamilton,

ilton, will be the richest peeress in England 
and probably in the world. She is only 10 
years old, and has inherited the bulk of the 
late Duke’s estate. including the Isle of 
Arran, which alone is worth $5,000,000. 
The whole of the Duke of Hamilton’s prop- 
erty was at his own disposal, and the rentals 
already amount to $1,000,000 per year.

GUILTY IN. OSOAR WILDE'S OASE. 


His Appearance While Awaiting the Close 
of the Proceedings Against Him at the 
Old Bailey a Pitiable Sight—His Pun- 
ishment the Severest Known to English 
Law<Scathing Denunication to the Jury 
«Lord Alfred Douglas to Be Arrested 
if He Returns to England, 

London, May 25.—[Copyrighted, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The verdict of guilty returned 
against Oscar Wilde seems to have caused 
surprise, public feeling having somewhat re- 
acted in his favor during the trial. Sir Frank 
Lockwood, the Solicitor-General, who prose- 
cuted, said when asked his opinion at the 
House of Commons Friday night: 

**He will be acquitted, I am sorry to say.” 

A more abject, pitiable spectacle than Wilde 
presented in court could not be imagined. 
His face was haggard, his eyes sunken and 
bloodshot, his hair unkempt and tossed, He 
appeared absolutely dazed. Occasionally his 
body swayed to and fro, as if he were suffer- 
ing intense mental agony. He sat in a corner 
of the dock, with his face turned’steadtastly 
towards the witnes3-stand and the jury, avoid- 
ing with nervous terror lookipg in the direc- 
tion of the public galleries, where many men 
who had known him were sitting. Col. Stan- 
ley Ciark, equerry to the Prince of Wales, 
was present almost throughout the trial. 
Lord Queensberry and his son, Lord Douglas 
of Hawick, were also present. 

Wilde’s appearance yesterday had still 
further changed for the worst. As the crucial 
moment of the proceedings approached his

Oscar WILDE. 

The document is written throughout in 
Wilde’s own writing, which is extremely 
graceful and firm, on a sheet of foolscap pa- 
per, and is signed with a flourish. 

When the foreman of the jury delivered the 
verdict Wilde, who had entered the prisoners’ 
dock a moment before, rose and stvod with 
his arms on the rail of the dock. The silence 
which prevailed throughaut the court-room 
was really painful as Justice Wills ordered 
that Alfred Taylor should also be summoned 
before him. Then ina voice trembling with 
emotion the Justice said: : 

I never before bad such a shocking case as this 
to deal with. Twomen such as you are by the 
very nature of your crime lost to all. sense of re- 
morse for what you have done. To think that 
you, Taylor, should be the keeper of a male 
brothel, and that you, Wilde, a- maa of reputed 
culture, should be such a perverter of young 
men! There is no doubt the verdict is a just one, 
and I shall give you the full penalty allowed by 
law, and I regret itis not more severe, You are 
both sentenced to hard labor for the term of two 
years. 

Crowd s Indignation Breaks Out, 


Wilde did not look at the Judge while the 
sentence was bemg pronounced, His eyes 
rovea arcund the court-room but his face 
never changed color. Taylor smiled when 
sentence was pronounced. ‘ 

As Wilde turned in the dock and prepared 
to go back to the prisoner’s room the crowd 
cried **Shame! Shame!” This shouting 
caused Justice Wilis to rise and exclaim in a 
loud voice, ** Silence! Silence!” 

During the time the jury was debating upon 
the verdict Lord Douglas of Hawick strolled 
out of the court-room and into the 
courtyard, where he walked about, nervously 
smoking a_ cigaret.

Theatricals Dull in LondoneIrving’s 
Plea for a Knighthéod. 


Paris, May 25.—The summer months are 
never very profitable to the Paris play-houses, 
but the warm weather making its appearance 
earlier this year than for several seasons past 
theaters are already beginning to feel its sad 
effects. Some theaters close at the end of 
May, others only at the end of June. Mme. 
Sarah Bernhardt has inaugurated e new fash- 
ion and ciosed the doors of her pretty Renais- 
sance house at the end of April. The grande 
tragédienne is now performing in Brussels, 
and thence goes to London to play ** Gismon- 
da”’ at Daly’s Theater. She wiil not perform 
againin Paris until October, and at the be- 
ginning of next year she will once more make 
acallfor American dollars. During one of 
the entr’actes at the Renaissance Theater, thé 
night of the final performance of the season, 
‘**‘La Dame aux Caméliias’’ being played,.a 
short interview was had with Mme. Bernhardt, 
in which in addition to the fdcts already stated 
she said: 

Will Not Play “ Gismonda.” 

“IT shall not play ‘Gismonda’ in America 
during my coming visit. M. Sardou sold the 
play outright to Miss Fanny Davenport, so 
the latest Parisian success will unfortunately 
be omitted from my repertory. But I have 
several other interesting plays that will be in 
readiness by the end of the year, and which 
will be performed for the first time in Amer- 
ica. In the same way as piays are tried on 
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suffering obviously increased to a painfni ex- 
tent. He hada vottle of smeliing salts with 
which he occasionally refreshed himself.

Regular “ jail-birds”’ -al- 
ways prefer five years of penal servitude to 
two years’ imprisonment, owing to the easier 
conditions of the former. Wilde will not be 


permitted to see any visitor for three months, | 


but by exceptionally good conduct he can se- 
cure a slight reduction of his sentence, 

Lord Alfred Douglas said if Wilde was con- 
victed he would take a house near the prison 
until Wilde’s release, but it is now clear if 
Lord Alfred returns to England he will 
be arrested on the same charge as Wilde. 
Lord Douglas. of Hawick is an undersized 
young fellow, with extremely simple manners, 
and really seems much affected by the trouble 
between himself and his father. His right eye 
is still black and blue from: his father’s blow 
in Piccadilly. 

Severe Words by the Prosecutor. 


At the opening of the court today Sir Frank 
Lockwood, the Solicitor-General, resumed 
his address to the jury. Referring to the let- 
ters which Wilde wrote to Lord Alfred Doug. 
las, counsel suid the jury had been told they 
were too low to appreciate such poetry and he 
thanked God it was so, as it showed they 
were fore the level of beasts, [Ap- 
plausé, which the Judge promptly suppressed. ] 

Sir Edward Clarke interposed objections to 
such appeais asthe one just made by Sir 
Frank Lockwood. Sir Frank Lockwood 
warned the jury to rendera verdict which 
would prevent-** such a detestable and abom- 
inable vice to rear its head unblushingly in 
this country.”’ 

The general tenor of Justice Wilis’ address 
to the. jury was favorable to Wiide. 

During the address of Justice Wills the 
foreman asked whether, in view of the inti- 
macy between Lord Alfred Douglas and Al- 
fred Wood, a warrant for Lord Alfred’s ar- 
rest had ever been issued. TheJudge re. 
plied he thought not. The foreman then 
asked if it had ever been contemplated to iss 
sue a warrant for the arrest of Lord 
Alfred Douglas. To thie the Judge replied 
he could not say and the court adjourned for 
lunch, When the court reassembled for busi- 
ness the Judge said the suspicion that Lord 
Alfred Douglas would be spared if guilty, 
simply because he was Lord Alfred Douglas, 
was a wild idea and a matter which they 
would not discuss. The present inquiry was 
as to whether the man in the dock was guilty. 


Renders a Verdict of Guilty, 


The jury retired at 3:30 p.m. It returned 
at 5:30 p.m. and rendered a verdict of 
guilty. The announcement of the verdict 
caused a great seusation in the court. After 
a short interval the Judge called Wilde and 
Tuylor, who was convicted last week, to the 
bar and they were each sentenced. 

While the jury was out Wilde’s counsel pro- 
cured the following signed statement from 
Wilde, who was waiting in the prisoners’ row 
below the dock : 

The charges alleged against me are entirely 
untrue. Youthin every form always fascinated 
me becadse”* youth has naturally that tem- 
perament to which the artists try to  at- 
tain.

SCOFF AT THE FORMOSAN REPUBLIC. 


Washington Diplomats Take No Stock in 
the Story from Shanghal, 

Washington, D.C., May 25.—The State De. 
partment has received a cablegram froin Mr, 
Denby, United’States Minister to China, say- 
ing the Isiand of Formosa has declared its in- 
dependence, that the powers have been so no- 
tified, and that the governiment, republican 
in form, has been established in Formosa, 
This adds a new complication to the situation 
in the East. Before this government can rec- 
ognize the Formosans’ independence it must 
be shown a provisional government which car 
stand has been organized. There are great 
numbers of Japanese in Formosa, and it re 
mains to be seen what course they will adopt. 

The dispatch of Minister Denby is not taken 
seriously at the State Department. The 
United States recognizes Formosa as be- 
longing to Japan, and no matter what may be 
the form of government which the revolution- 
ists of the island may have organized arecog- 
nition of the independence of the island would 
be distinctly an unfriendly act toward 
Japan. The idea of a republican form 
of government being formed in For- 
mosa is treated with some _ derisidn 
at the department. The population of For. 
mosa is com posed of savages, reclaimed sav- 
ages, and Chinese immigrants. The latter 
are of the lowest classes of Chinese, and the 
peopie there, it is declared, would not know 
what a republican form of government was. 
It is thought more hkely an oligarchy is in 
control of the island, It is believed. the 
trouble has arisen over the fear of the inhabit- 
tants of Formosa the Japanese will take away 
the property the people have acquired.

LILY PRICE MUST TAKE A BACK SEAT. 


Dowager Duchess of ® Marlborough Re- 
ceives a Royal Rebuke, 


London, May 25.—Little by little much 
secret history connected with the last two 
drawing-rooms at Buckingham Palace is 
leaking out and is giving the gossips plenty to 
chatter about. It appears the application of 
the Dowager Duchess of Marlborough, for- 
merly Mrs. Lovis Hammersly of New York, 
who wished to be presented to the Queen on 
her marriage to§Lord William Beresford, was 
returned to her through the Lord Chamber- 
lain’s office, where such applications are filed, 
with the indorsement, in the handwriting of 
Queen Victoria, that her Majesty could only 
receive her as Lady William Beresford, and 
that she could not retain her previous high 
titie, as she has often done. Consequ utly 
the *‘ American Duchess” will, in the future, 
have only her place in pre: edenc? at court as 
Lady William Beresford, and will not have 
the right to sit on the covet d bench reserved 
for Duchesses at state balls and other court 
functions. 

The second incident which is being eagerly 
discussed by the gossips is in connection with 
the drawing-room of Wednesday last, where 
the Princess Louise, the third daughter of 
Queen Victoria, represented the Queen in 
place of the Princess of Wales, who had been 
first selected for the honor. It was said the 
indisposition of the Princess of Wales was the 
cause of her refusing to be present, but it 
would seem the health of the Princess was not 
the real eause of her absence. Among the 
names of the women to be presented was a 
certain peeress for whose company the 
Prince of Wales has showed a marked par- 
tiality. This caused the Princess to pay a fly- 
ing visit to the Queen at Windsor and her 
Majesty reluctantly consented to eall upon 
the Princess Louise to represent her at the 
drawing-room. But after this turmoil in the 
royal family the much diseussed peeress did 
not appear at Buckingham Palace, and so the 
storm is blowing over. |

London, May 25.—London had a return of 
fine weather this week and the great metrop- 
olis is overflowmg with American tourists,

rooms at the hotels and making 
things interesting and lively in the fashiona- 
bie shopping districts. Much attention has 
been attracted to the party of distinguished 
Americans which has been occupying the best 
apartments at the aristocratic Hotel Bristol 
since Saturday last. Its members consist of 
Mr. W.C. Whitney, formerly Secretary of the 
United States Navy; Miss Whitney and Mrs. 
Southgate, Mra. W.K. Vanderbilt, accom panied 
by her son and daughter; Mr. Pierre Jay; 
Mr. and Mrs. Ogden Goelet; and ex-Mayor 
Abram 8S. Hewitt of New York. The baggage 
of this party filled the hotel lobby and cor. 
ridors, and the arrival of the Americans was 
the signal for the invasion of their apart- 
ments by a small army of dressinakers, 
tailors, and shopmen who haa been lying in 
wait for the travelers,

The work of the Reichstag session: which 
has just closed was mainly of a negative char- 
acter. Inan unexpected parting attack on 
the government yesterday, just previous to 
the adjournment, Count von Kanitz re- 
proached the Ministers withthis fact. He de- 
clared the members of the Reichstag might 
as well leave Berlin empty handed as return 
té their constituencies with “ miserable pieces 
of legislation touching upon sugar and spir- 
its.”” Such results, he added, could only in- 
crease the discontent in the country. The 
government, he insisted, had done nothing 
in spite of all the promises made by the Minis- 
ters to relieve the agricultural distress, and 
he demanded that the governmeut either 
draft anew bill by autumn or accept his mo- 
tion to raise the price of cereals, 

Baron von Manteuffel said the whole Con- 
servative party subscribed to the opinions on 
this subject of Count von Kanitz. 

Dr. von Boetticher, Imperial Secretary of 
State for the Interior, in reply saia he regret- 
ted so little had been done during the session, 
“put, he added, the government had not felt 
eticouraged to prolong it in face of such 
empty benches as had recently been seen in 
the house. 

Rapid Growth of Bimetallism, 

One of the chief features of the session, 
which has not been without startling inci- 
dents, has been the rapid growth of the bi- 
metallic agitation. The bimetallic party has 
been even more successful.in the , Prussians 
Diet than in the Reichstag, inasmuch as the 
resolution of the Diet, instead of merely ask- 
ing the government to call a conference, as 
the Reichstag did, instructs the Chancellor, 
Prince Hokenlohe, much against his liking, 
to persuade the Bundesrath to so frame invi- 
tations -to..tha..monetary.. as. to 
make it plain from the start Géfmany wishes 
to bring about the general adoption of a 
double standard; | Way 

Dr. Miquel, the Prussian Minister of Fi- 
nance, however, in his speech on the subject 
in the Diet, while doing his utmost towards 
polite conciliation of the Conservatives, was 
cateful to bind the government as little as 
possible toany definite policy. Practicaily, 
however, there is no doubt the Bundesrath 
will empower the government to invite the 
powers to send representatives to a monetary 
conference. 

Finding no support for the bill advocated 
by Count von Kanitz looking to a State 
monopoly ef the sale of grain the agrarians 
regard a double ‘standard as the first of the 
big remedies which they claim the govern- 
ment owes them and they will be satisfied 
with nothing less. It is interesting to note 
that Prince Bismarck, in his recent table 
taik with the Saxon deputation, declared 
himself to be a bimetallist, saying to Mayor 
Beck of Freiberg he was obliged when ia 
office to yield his own convictions to the 
opinions of currency experts. 

Fight Against the Petroleum Combine, 


The measures to be taken in order to 
counteract the effects of the American petro- 
leum combines are still under consideration 
by the government. For one thing it is pro- 
posed t> differentiate between raw and re. 
fined petroleum in the levying of duty, so as 
to permit the establish ment of oil refineries 
in Germany. It bas also been decided to al- 
low the bringing inte the general market of 
mixtures ef Russian and American petro- 
leum, 

Steps for the complete reconciliation of 
Count von Kotze and his traducers are still 
proceeding. In accordance with the wishes 
of the Emperor, Duke Ginther of Schieswig- 
Holstein and Count von Hohenan had to call 
on Count von Kotze this week and express 
their sympathy with him. And so the great

GOULD DELIGHTED WITH NIAGARA. 


Trial Trip of the HMerreshoff 20-Rater 


Proves a Success. 


_Loadon, May 25.—The first trial trip of 
Mr. Howard Gould’s Herreshoff 20-rater, 
Niagara, took place Thursday off Gravesend. 
The Niagara, since its arrival on the river, had 
been in Tilbury docks, opposite Gravesend, 
and alongside the Prince of Wales’ Britannia 
and Mr. A, B. Walker’s Ailsa. The crews of 
the yachts last mamed assembled on their 
decks during the preparations for the tria! of 
the Niagara and eagerly watched it as it was 
made ready atid sailed out of the dock. In 
spite of the fact that the running gear of the 
Niagara worked stiffy and that ite sails 
were’ not stretched, the trial was a credit- 
able one. It showed itself to be 
especially quick in stays. 
Capt. Barr were both pleased with the per- 
formance, The latter said: : 

**We got over here in good shape, and the 
Niagara seems satisfactory in every respect. 
We can do just what we like with the boat, 
It appears to be a remarkably fast boat. But 
it does not do to be too sanguine on that 
score until it has appeared in the races, as 
every boat appears to be fast when there is 
nothing sailing against it, I am 
giad the first match is to be a channel race, 
. as it will give the boata better show and will 
' be a feather in our cap if we win, as the Niag- 
ara is barely ready for racing. In fact, some 
of the sails have not yet arrived here, and 
they all want stretching before the boat can 
be said to be in racing trim.”

TO REVIVE “ TANNHAUSER ” IN PARIS. 


Wagner's Treatment by the Parisiand Thir- 
ty-four Years Ago Is Recalled. 

~ Paris, May 15.—(Special Correspondence. } 
-—” Tannh&user ”’ is about to be revived after 
thirty-four years at the Grand Opera, and 
it is more than probable it will 
meet with a great success. When pro- 
duced in the presence of Wagner in 1861 in 
Paris it met witha reception that has re- 
mained historical, Although the Emperor 
Napoleon III. and Empress Eugénie oecupied 
the royal box, the first performance of the 
celebrated opera took place amid a riot 
the like of which has not been 
witnessed since. There are many curious 
anecdotes connected with the first perform- 
ance of “Tannhduser” in Paris. When the 
cabal first made signs of being present in dif.- 
ferent parte of the house Wagner, who occupied 
a box on the stage, mistook the rumors for sup- 
pressed applause, such as it was customary 
to greet the arrival of the royal persons with, 
‘When he was informed the Emperor bad been 
din the house some time he understood the 
battle was lost. It may be safely said no one 
~ heard the opera in its entirety on any of the 
three nights on which it was sung. After 
the third performance, notwithstanding the 
endeavors of Princess de Metternich, Wag- 
ner withdrew his opera with the perinission 
of the Minister of Fine Arts, and it is only 
_ a period of thirty-four years it is to see 
the light again in Paris. Nowadays, when 
every one professes Wagnerism, there is no 
risk of the opera being hissed, and each suc- 
cessive year brings with it another Wagner 
opera on the boards of the Paris Grand Opera.

WHY THE DANVILLE MOB STRONG 
UP TWO BRUTES.

The Enraged Citizens Believed a Jury 
Would Certainly Convict the Accused 
Parties, but Felt Equally Certain That 
the Governor Would Set Them Freee 
List of Pardons’ Granted by the Present 
Head of the State Government Showing 
Why the People Were Afraid. 


Yes, we know the jury will convict them and 
give them a severe sentence, but Gov. Altgeld will 
pardon them out. He recently pardoned three 
brutes you sent up from Champaign County for 
twenty years, and he will pardon these men. If 
Altgeld was Governor we 
would not lynch these men. But we are deter- 
mined he will never have a chance to turn them 


loose. 
This was the reply made to Judge Book- 


walter Friday night at Danville, Ill., when 
he endeavored to dissuade from their pur- 
pose the mob of enraged citizens who had 
gathered for the purpose of lynching the 
two men accused of assaulting a young girl.

ALTGELDISM BRE&DS LYNCH LAW. 

Yesterday morning a mob, made up of Ver- 
milion County farmers, broke down the strong 

doors of the Danville Jail, seized and took 
out two men who had been arrested on a 
charge of rape—and who doubtiess were guilty 
—and hanged them ‘towards morning near the 
scene of their crime. 

Judge Bonkwalter of the Circuit Court of 
that district and the Sheriff of the county ap- 
pealed to the lynchers not to violate the law 
and not to disgrace the State and the county, 
but to leave the administration of justice to 
the courts. The Judge assured the lynchers 
that the two scoundreis whose blood they 
thirsted for would be dealt with severely by 
the le w. 

The answer made by these Illinois farmers, 
ordinarily peaceful, law-abiding men, to the 
pleadings of a Judge they knew and respected, 
was a most startling one. This is what the 
leader gaid in reply: 

Yes, we know the jury will convict and give 
them a severe sentence, but Gov. Aitgeld) will 
pardon them out. He recently pardoned three 
men you sent up from Champaign County for 
twenty years, and he wili pardon these men. If 
any other manthan Altgeld was Governor -we 
would not lynch these men, but we are deter- 
mined he shail never have a chance to turn them 
loos e. 

The farmers ali cheered this grim utter. 
ance, 

These words bear painful testimony to the 
demoralizing influences of Altgeldism in the 
Executive chair. His own lack of respect for 
the law has made law breakers of others, 
who, but for him, never would have dreamed 
of interfering with the proper orderly ° ourse 
of justice. When he pardoned the Anarchists 
and in doingso attacked in bitter terms all 
the courts and Judges that had had anything 
to do with their trial and conviction hé showed 
his syinpathy with anarchistic criminals and 
his determination that they should not suffer 
while he had the pardoning power. Since 
then he has shown weekly his sympathy for 
other criminals, especially for those whose of- 
fenses were the most odious. He has set aside 
the verdicts of juries and the sentences of 
Judges to turn criminals loose. Manifest 
evidence of guiit does not have the least in- 
fluence on him. He sneered at Judges and 
juries and wenton emptying the penitentia- 
ries. The Danville lynching is the evil fruit 
of that evil policy. 

Where the courts are slow and uncertain in 
the punishment of crime, and most offenders 
slip through the meshes of the law, then lynch 
law comes into existence.’ Where the course 
of the law is reasonably sure, and where 
courts and juries do their duty, but where a 
Governor animated by a hatred of law or by 
maudlin sentimentality pardons criminals be- 
fore they have been punished fur their crimes, 
there is always a possibility of lynch law. 

There is hardly a county in this State to 
which Altgeld has not sent back some con- 
vict— murderer, forger, robber, ravisher, or 
thief—to let the people of that county know 
that it was useless to indict try, and convict 
criminals and give them sentences commen- 
surate with their crimes while he exercised 
the pardoning power. The mischievous effect 
of the presence of these emissaries cannot 
well be overestimated. Lawbreakers have 
felt safe, the officers of the law have been dis- 
couraged, the citizens have become indig- 
nant. 

These acts on the part of Altgeld explain, 
though they do not excuse, the crime of which 
certain farmers of Vermilion County were 
guilty yesterday. They hadno right under 
any circumstances to take the law into their 
own hands and lynch those two men. They 
should have reflected that the evils of which 
they compiain can last for a short time only, 
because Altgeld goes out of office in a year 
and a half—plusa month. They should have 
reflected that it is better that guilty men should 
not receive adequate punishment than that 
they should take the law into their own hands 
and inflict capital punishment which is severer 
than the law provides or any jury could in- 
flict. It is not enough to say that there would 
have | been no lynching at Danville if Altgeld 
had not just liberated some brutal offenders 
sent to the penitentiary from the adjoining 
County of Champaign. There should have 
been no lynching under any circumstances. 
Contempt for law on the part of a Governor 
does pot justify contempt for law un the part 
of private citizens, But we see that in pras- 


tical effect it did in the minds of those 


farmers. 

But if papers in other States, especially at 
the South, where so much lynching is done— 
there have been forty-two cases this year— 
begin moralizing on the growth of lawlessness 
in Hiinois, and advismg Illinois papers not to 
Awell so much on the hanging of colored 
men, it will be proper to say 10 explanation 
that what was done at Danville yesterday was 
the deplorable outcome of more than two 
years of Altgeldism, The Southern papers 
know what Altgeld is, and they will under- 
stand the case and will make no harsh com- 


ments. , 


BADENOCH’S “SALOON POLICY.” 

A local paper says that— 

Chief of Police Badenoch will no doubt receive 
censure from the radicals on both sides for his 
determination to close the.saloons after mid- 
night, but to allow them to do business in a quiet 
way Sundaya But, whenallis said, the great 
majority of the citizens of Chicago will approve 
of his policy as being the best that is practicable. 

It says further that ‘if he wiil but continue 


what he will permit and what he will incon- 
tinently suppress,” he can make an enviable 
name for himself, 

This is somewhat of a misconception of the 
duties and powers of the Chief of Police. He 
has no business to have a *'poliey,’’ in the 
sense of deciding for himself what he will and 
what he will not do. He is governed by ordi- 
nances, which he must obey. He has no dis-: 
pensing power. If an ordinance says a thing 
must be done it is hisdutytodoit. If an 
ordinance does not makean act an offense 
against the city he cannot make it one. The 
‘policy’? of the Chief of Police is written 
down plainly in the city ordinances. 

Some zealous persons have asked Mr. Bad- 
enoch to use the police force to shut up the 
saloons on Sunday, and fini fault with him 
because he has refused todoso. He could 
not grant their prayer There .s no ordinance 
which makes it an offense against the city, 
which grants the licenses, o keep open Sun- 
day. The license contains many provisions, 
the breach of one of which entails a forfeit- 
ure of the license, but Sunday closing is not 
among those conditions. There is no fine or 
other penalty imposed by the city for selling 
liquor on the first d y of the week. 

There was such a requirement fora quarter 
of a century previous to 1874, and at differ- 
ent times during that period some Mayors 
tried to enforce that provision of the saloon 
ordinance, In November of 1873 the people 
voted directly on tite question of Sunday sa- 
loons—that is: it was the sole question in- 
volved in the election of Mayur, Aldermen, 
and other officers. The open Sunday party 
had three-fifths of the votes cast and elected 
its candidates. 

Early in 1874 the Council, among whose 
members were many saloonkeepers, passed a 
compromise ordinance repealing the old one 
and providing that saloons might be kept 
open Sunday provided the doors were closed 
and the windows opening on the streets were 
curtained. That ordinance is in force now. 
It has been the law of the city fora fifth of a 
century. The Chief of Police did not make 
it and he cannot unirakeit. If on any Sun- 
day the doors of a saloon are open or.the win- 
dows not curtained it is the duty of the Chief 
to have the owner arrested and prosecuted for 
violation of a city ordinance, but the fact of 
selling on that day is not an offense against 
the city. 

There are also other ordinances regulating 
saloons which it is the duty of the Chief of 
Police to enforce. There is one which de- 
clares that they must be closed between 12 at 
night and 5 in the morning. There is one 
forbiddmg the sale of liquor to minors and 
another in regard to disorderly saloons, It is 
the duty of the patrolmen when on their beats 
to be on the lookout for and to report all 
such violations, in order that the offenders 
may be punished, The Chief of Police will 
give his men orders to attend to that part of 
their duty. 

Those who want Mr. Badenoch to close the 
saloons Sunday are compelled to admit that 
there is no city ordinance making it his duty 
to do so, but they say there is a State law on 
the subject and that he should enforce that. 
There is such a law providing that whoever 
sells liquor on Sunday shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding $200. The Chief of Police can have 
a saloonkeeper arrested under that law and 
taken before a Justice of the Peace, The de- 
fendant has a right to demand a jury. Judg- 
ing from recent experiences ‘hat jury 
would acquit, no matter what the evi- 
dence was. Or _ the defendant who 
sees fit can appeal to the Criminal 
Court and demand a trial there. And he can 
appeal from an unfavorable verdict there to 
the Supreme Court. If this were a village 
with half a dozen saloons it might be easy to 
enforce the State law. But this is a great city 
with 6,000 saloons, nearly all of them selling 
liquor Sunday, having paid the city $500 so 
they may sell seven days in the week. To 
prosecute 6,000 men—for it would be unfair 
to make any exceptions—would simply gorge 
the courts with business, and thegale of lfquor 
Sunday would go on just the same. 

The impracticability of proceeding under 
the State law is shown by the fact that those 
who want the saloons closed Sunday make no 
serious effort to use its machinery. Yet the 
courts are as open to them as to the Chief of 
Police, They can swear out as many war- 
rantsashecan. They can collect as much 
evidence as he can. There is nothing he can 
do under that law that they cannot do, So 
when they call on the Chief to stop Sunday 
liquor-selling under the State law they are not 
in earnest. What they want him to do is to 
act as ifan ordinance repealed twenty years 
ago were still in force, 

An overwhelming majority of the people 
will be perfectly satisfied if Mr. Badenoch 
will enforce the ordinances regarding saloons 
which are in force today, and which the 
saloonkeepers bound themselves toobey when 
they took out their licenses, That is the only 
** policy ” he will have, 


THE VICIOUS THIEMANN BILL. . 

The dramshop act provides that a County 
Board shall not grant saioon licenses within 
two miles of any incorporated city, town, or 
village. This isan excellent provision. Cities 
may be relied on to license saloons enough 
to quench the thirst of their inhabitants, It 
is right that on the outskirts of those cities 
or large towns there should be a wide 
suburban strip where men can rear 
their families « without having saloons 
near them to lead their -children into. 
The peace and quiet of these rural homes 
would be destroyed if the County Board had 
the same power to plant saloons there that 
Aldermen enjoy in cities. 

Acother reason for having these areas in 
which there are no sa‘oons is that manufact- 
uring establishments can be located there ata 

‘reasonable distance from liqucr. There will 
not be a saloon opposite each factory for the 
rf€n to rush into at the noon hour or when 
they are quitting work in the afternoon. 

The Thiemann bill proposes to wipe out 
that two-mile belt so that there may be sa- 
loons outside the city limits as well as inside 
them, and that there may be no place where 
a man can have a country home remote froin 
asaloon, No reason has been given why this

But while the men who got up this bill had 
only Cook County in mind, itisa general 
measure and would affect the outskirts of 
every city, town, and village in Illinois, and 
the happiness of tens of thousands of suburban 
residents would be at ‘the mercy of County 
Boards which might be dominated by saloon- 
keepers. This measure is an infamous one, 
and should not be suffered to pass. The Leg- 
islature has not many days left, It cannot 
afford to use one of them in putting through 
such a bill,for which not one human being 
has petitioned. 


A CIVIL SERVICE BOOMERANG. 

Mr. Judson Greneil of the Detroit Evening 
News hus been having a bout with the Feder- 
al Civil Service Commission and it must be 
conceded was badly knocked out, The De- 
troit man conceived the idea of getting at the 
real vaiue of the cammission by presenting 
himself as a catididate under competitive ex- 
amination for the position of Assistant Sta- 
tistician of the Agricuitural Department. 
After going through with the examination he 
came out unsuccessful. Whereupon he de- 
manded a list of the averages of those who 
had competed, The. President of the com- 
mission declined, as, it was contrary 
to the rules, Wy the Detroit 
man unwisely sailed in and abused 
the commission and its methods plainly upon 
the assumption that they were all wrong be- 
cause he had failed. In reply to his abuse 
Commissioner Roosevelt gave him the in- 
formation he was searching for and it was not 
very complimentary, as will be seen by the 
followmg stateinent: 

Twelve persons entered the examination. Of 
these six obtained an eligible standing, with 
grades, disregarding fractions, of 90, 86, 86, 80, 
80, and 76, respectively. Six failed, with grades 
of 67, 60, 57, 56, 44, and 42. Among the twelve 
examined there was only one who stood lower 
than you, your standing being a fraction less 
than 44, 

Having supplied the Detroit man with: this 
information Mr. Roosevelt then proceeded to 
pay his attention to the criticisms Grenell 
had maue. He offset his statement that there 
was ‘a rising tide of public opinion ” against 
the system by referring him to the recent 
elections in New York and Chicago. 
having declared that in the competition which 
he enter2d two-thirds of the President’s Cab- 
inet would fall down in the attempt, Roose- 
velit vigorously replied: 

The commission holds examinations for all 
kinds of positions, For instance, we hold them 
for the position of assistant astronomer. Do 
you mean seriously to imply that when we hold 
an examination for astronomer we shou!d make 
that examination one which the average Cabinet 
officer could pass? It would be a mere chance if 
apy member of any Cabinet was fitto be an as- 
tronomer, or, for that natter, an assistant sta- 
tistician. I do not suppose that any member of 
the present Cabinet or of the Cabinet of Mr. 
Harrison would be fit for either of these posi- 
tions. I know that no membor of either Cabinet 
would be as fit for a statistician as the man who 
was appointed under the assistant statistician 
examination.. In yourown case, as you bring 
the matter up, your examination showed that 
you were entirely unfit to hold the office you 
sought. « 

Greneil, having stated that any schoolboy 
had the best chance to secure the position of 
assistant statistician, Mr. Roosevelt replied 
that *‘the successful competitor was a coin- 
puter in the coast survey; the second man 
was a statistician in the Census Bureau; the 
third was a post-graduate of Cornell; the 
fourth was a fellow of the Chicago Uni- 
versity; and the fifth had been an instructor 
in the latter institution and was a practical 
accountant. It must be acknowledged that 
Mr. Roosevelt successfully vindicates the 
system by the facts which he specifies, It 
cannot be doubted that the outcome of the 
competitive examination was the securing of 
the proper man for the position, and that is 
the very essence of civil service reform. 
The unlucky editor who challenged the sys- 
tem because of ‘his own failure has only 
strengthened the argument in its favor. It is 
unfortunate for him that his foray upon the 
system revealed in a conspicuous manner his 
own deficiencies and placed him last but one 
in the list of twelve. If Editor Grenell is 
really in earnest and wants to geta position 
in the civil service he must brush himself up 
in the possible conditions which go to qualify 
him for a given position. He may be a good 
editor, but. he ig evidently rusty in the funda- 
mentals. Instead of attacking the system his 
own experiences should induce him to give it 
his unqualified approval. 


KEEP THE STREETS CLEAN, 

The clean:ng of the streets in this city is a 
difficult task to be carried out on a large scale. 
The disgraceful inequalities of the surface, 
many of them due to bad filling when tlie 
pavement was laid, and the rest caused by 
gross carelessness in putting back the ma- 
terial removed for the laying of pipes and 
conduits, make the machine sweeping process 
an awkward one, The street pavements ought 
to be put in order as fast as possible, and it 
should not be teo late to make the companies 
for whom the guttering was done responsible 


mileage that was spoiled by their employés. 
But the street sweeping must not be neglected 
till this is done. The citizens cannot afford 
to wait for reasonably clean thoroughfares 
through the years that will elapse before the 
pavements are put in good condition. 

The proposition that the people of the busi- 
ness district shall codperate with the munic. 
ipality in paying the cost of keeping that dis- 
trict clean isa good one. It has been carried 
out with great benefit in Buffalo and San 
Francisco, and found to be well worthall it 
costs. To beasucce’s here the plan should 
include: not merely the removal of filth at 
regular and sufficiently short intervals but 
alse the prevention of the deposit of a vast 
amount of jnaterial that.has no right to be in 
the thoroughfares at all. The litter that is 
swept from numerous stores intd the streets, 
the waste paper that is thrown away by pedes. 
trians, the peelings of bananas and oranges: 
that’ frequently jeopardize the limbs of 
the people who throng the sidewalks, all 
this and other rabbish ought to be Kept 
off, and this only can be accomplished by the 
aid of the police force, the members of whieh 
should be made to lonk after these and other 
sanitary matters, asdo their brethren in the 
big cities of Europe. It should be made 
their duty to look out for infractions of the 
ordindnces against dirt as well as for breaches 
of the peace and offenses against good order.

tification as to their duty. 

The officers detailed to attend to the most 
busy corners way find enough to do in attehd- 
ing to the persons and vehicles, but all others 
have ample time to observe litter, rotten or 
broken sidéwalks, the existence of dangerous 
holes or obstructions, and other things whieh 
are attended to by special inspectors, if at all, 
and generally not looked after by any one on 
behalf of the city. They should be properly 
instructed, and then required to look out for 
any and all violations of such ordinances as it 
would be well to group in a comprehensive 
memorandum for their guidance, includ- 
ing the condition of the street paveinents, 
the sidewalks, and the alleys. There 
then would be little trouble in enfore- 
mg those ordinatices, for the average 
citizen is much more deeply impressed 
by a visit and a request from a_ police officer 
than by that from a visitor in plain clothes, 
and the great majority of the people in the 
business district would be perfectly willing to 
comply with all requirements when they 
found others wére expected to doso. They 
would have an abidmg reason for helping 
personally to keep clean if they had to pay 
extra for the serv'ce as performed by othérs, 
and every man would have an interest in call- 
ing attention to groas violations of propriety 


j and decency in this respect by his neighbors. 


Reform of the personal habits in the dis- 
position of filth will be a slower process in 
the great residence areas, but it should not 
be given upas hopeless. There are many 
thousands of citizens who are careless in this 
matter simply because they see that others 
are so, and understand their own unaided ef- 
forts would do little if any good. They would 
hail with joy the institution of a system 
under which all citizens would be encour- 
aged, and the dirtier ones compelled to do 
their part towards keeping the thoroughfares 
and buildings reasonably c.ean and avoid in- 
flicting a nuisance on their neighbors. Of 
course there is no real inducement to in- 
dividual effort in the absence of an adequaté 
scavenger service, That provided, a mud- 
erate amount of missionary effort probably 
would suffice to work a great alteration in 
the appearance of the city. and change 
popular neglect intoa general regard for the 
ordinances, the aim of which is to bring 
about exterior cleanliness in Chicago. 


WHAT MAKES AN ACTRESS? 

An actress who enjoys considerable popu- 
larity was before a New York court the other 
day, whither she had been pursued by a Bos- 
ton dressmaker whe was naturally eager to 
coliect her bill. In the course of the former’s 
examination she was asked by the lawyer for 
the prosecution if she owned any jewels, She 
replied thatshe had some diamond garter 
buckles, She was asked their value and 
whether they were necessary in her business. 
She replied, ‘* They are absolutely essential.’’ 

In this answer the actress in question sub- 
stantially explained the low conditions which 
obtain upon the dramatic stage today. Time 
was in the history of the American theater 
when women made their way upon the stage 
without the mefetricious assistance of dia- 
mond garter buckles or jewels of any other 
kind, Therr progress towards success was ac- 
complished by hard study, long experience, 
familiarity with the stage, and brains. They 
wentup the ladder step by step. They had 
no need of jewels, guy dresses, or personal 
adornment of any description ; in other words, 
they were not a necessity, as they are now as- 
serted to be. Costuming was as graceful, 
artistic, and taking then as it is now, but it 
was regarded asonly an accessory of the 
general personation; not the indispen- 
sable feature or the card with which to draw 
the public or to advertise the wearer, The 
actress in question undoubdtediy was right 


“when she said her diamond garter byckles 


were indispensable to her business, though it 
was tantamount to saying that without them 
and the display of limbs they necessitated she 
would be a failure. In her case diamond 
garter buckles are doing the acting, not the 
woman who wears them. This is the 
case in almost every theater and opera-house 
in this country, and it is sufficient to 
account for the low tone of theatrical and 
operatic performances. There was an Italian 
operatic season in this vity recently. The 
male performers in the troupe stood upon 
their merits. The female performers were 
judged by their dressing. Those with the 
most jewels and best-fitting gowns carried off 


the most applause and were the favorites of 


the bejeweled and much dressed occupants of 
the boxes. There are scores of women upon 
the stage today who have not an iota of 
talent, but who are popular favorites because 
of their diamonds and gowns or because of 
their personal charms, 

For this the people themselves are respon- 
sible. If they want this kind of thing man- 
agers are not to blame for accommodating 
them, and giving them actors who can’t act 
and singers who can’t sing. The public is 
further responsible for the low tone of stage 
performances and the worthless character of 
the stuff which is produced. There isnot to- 
day on the stage in Chicago a representation 
which does not depend either upon the per- 
sonnel of the performer or the character of the 
stage spectacle, and su long as the people are 
content with this kind of thing there 
will not be. Until the popular mood 
changes, diamond garter buckles, fashionable 
gowns, living pictures without gowns," scan- 
dals, and divorces must be relied upon as 
drawing cards. Itisa low standard of per- 
formance, but apparently the people like it, 
and as long as they like it the managers will 
not make any change. It is not so much the 
performers who need educating as the people 
who go to eeé thém. 


THE CAT IN THE MEAL TUB, 

The House has passed a bill, introduced by 
a Chicago member, increasing the pay of 
judges and clerks of election from $3 per 
day to $5. Its passage through the Senate is 
said ta be assurai. It is to be hoped that this 
isa mistake; The officers in question are 
paid well enough now. They are getting 
wages which satisfied them in flush times, 
and they ought. to be satisfied with them now 
when times are hard. The idea at this time 
of increasing any man’s compensation 70 
per cent isabsurd, furthermore, the city has 
to foot all these election bills. This increase 
in pay will add over $50,000 annually to the 
expenses of the city, which has no money to 
spare. 

There is another provision in this bill which 
calls for explanation. It is that “ official 
ticket-holders,” as well as judges and clerks, 
shall be paid $5 a day for their services. 
Who are these ticket-holders? No such _per- 
sons are paid now, noris there any mention 
of such individuals in the present election 
law. Undoubtedly tite persons who would 
claim the money were this bill to paes 
would be the challengers who are admitted 
inside the polling or registration booths 
as the official representatives of political par- 
ties. The election law provides aiso that each 
candidate may “by certificate in writing 
signed by him” designate one person for 
each election precinct in which he is a candi- 
date to be present at the canvass of the bal- 
lots. Each of these watchers would claim to 
be an “official ticket‘hulder” and demand 
his $5 a day, ; | 


Whatever, money these challengers or | 'f 


watchers pes now is paid han by political 
committees or by candidates, This expense 
should not be saddied on the taxpayers. The 
latter have relieved political organizations of 
the heavy expense of printing tickets and pay- 
ing ticket peddlers. That is enough. The 
campaign funds must attend to the remain- 
der. 

If this bill ware to pass, the day after the 
next election about 20,000 men, or twenty 
from each precinct, would present themselves 
at the office of the Election Commissioters, 
announcing that they were official ticket- 
holders and demanding*their $5 apiece. All 
the bummers of all political parties would 
‘* strike ’’ the city for $5 or more each elec- 
tion day. Chieago would be bankrupted 
speedily, 

This bill is for the benefit of these fellows 
even more than itis for that of the election 
judges and clerks, It isan attempt to sneak 
hundreds of thousands.of dollars out of the 
City Treasury, and the Senate should defeat 
it without ceremony.

FREE-SILVERITES THE AGGRESSORS, 

The apostles of free silver monometallism 
profess to be deeply aggrieved at the opposi- 
tion displayed by the remainder of. the com- 
munity to the carrying into effectof their 
scheme for driving all the gold out of circu- 
lation and bringing the country down to a de- 
based silver monometallic currency. They 
pretend to be hurt because the friends of hon- 
est money tell the truth about the inevitable 
results of “free coinage at 16 to 1,” 
that upon its adoption the silver would 
circulate only at its bullion’ value, 
and that nothing but the power of the 
Almighty could make it otherwise. But they 
never have anything to say about the fact 
that they are the aggressors, that they are 
making a deliberate assault upon existing in- 
stitutions and conditions, that they are not 
satisfied with the law of 1878, which now has 
stood for seventeen years, and which acknowl- 
edged gold to be the standard of money 
values, the same go!d dollar that was adopted 
as the unit in 1834, in the time of President 
Jackson, that they are trying to get this unit 
kicked out by the establishment of unlimited 
coinage under which silver will be the only 
one of the two metals to circulate, and that 
only at its actual bullion vaiue. 

The free silverite fellows never say any- 
thing in their speeches or editorials to admit 
that they are making a deliberate assault 
upon the welfare of the community which 
holds different views, nor do they hint at the 
immense mischief they propose to inflict 


for the benefit of thirty-three thousand who 
are directly interested in silver. They do not 
admit that in arguing for this monstrous 
wrong they are the aggressors and the trans- 
gressors against the peace and prosper- 
ity of the Nation. In their eyes it 
may be a Jight thing to change the standard 
of values for seventy millions of people, on 
tens of billions of property that has been 
measured by the present standard, and alter 
the value of other billions of debts and credits 
that have been established by reference to the 
gold unit. They seem to have no regard to 
the gravity of the effects that must result 
from adopting their proposition, which is that 
the new 50-cent unit shall take effect not 
only upon agreements made in the future, 
but upon existing contracts as soon as 
they can force a law through Congress, and 
some of them even have the hardihood to de- 
mand that now current contracts for a spe- 
cific payment in gold shall not be exempted 
from the rule that obligations must be paid 
on the new basis ofa debased currency unit. 
They hope and expect to witness the destruc- 
ion of many billions of property values by a 
single stroke of the pen when the President 
shall sign their bill to change the: money of 
account to one the unit of which they demand 
shall be 37114 grains of unsupported and un- 
protected silver.

No fut- 
ure event can be more certain; for there 
would be nothing to hold them up to an arti- 
ficial purchasing power of ‘* potatoes,” or 
any other product, when they are cut loose 
from the supporting, upholding force of gold, 
under the present laws. In no part of the 
earth are 371% grains of silver in a dollar 
worth the 232-5 grains of gold in a gold 
dollar. No man in his senses will give more 
than 12 grains of gold at present for 
the bullion in a _ silver dollar. The 
News is supposed to. know enough to 
know that.

It is estimated that in the large cities of the 
country there are twelve saloons to every church. 


In February, 1893, the Pirst Christian 
Chureh of Swansea, Mass., was 200 years old;

A white ribbon choir of 500 voices com- 
posed of members and associate members of the 
British Woman’s Temperance Association will be 
one of the features of the World's W. C. T. U 
convention. 


The Rev. Dr. E, Winchester Donald, who 
sneceeded Phillips Brooks as the rector of 
Trinity Church, Boston, is to preach the com- 
mencement sermon at the Tuskegee, Ala., Normal 
and Industrial Institute. 


A census recently taken in New York shows 
that in the district bounded by Fifth, Canal, 
Essex, and Mercer streets, having nearly 95,000 
residents, there are seven churches and 563 
liquor saloons, or one church to eighty saloons. 


The Presbyterian Missionary Board is in 
arrears financially on last year’s business, to the 
amount of $176,000. This isa loss of $74,000 
from the receipts of the previous year, and is 
about one-fifth of what has bap the average in- 
come. 


The Rev. A: W. Mason, who died the other 
day in Minneapolis, was next to the oldest Uni- 
versalist minister in the United States, having 
been ordained in 1834. The oldest is the Rev. 
Lucius R. Paige of Cambridge, Mass., who was 
ordained in 1825. 


The first Sunday of June is Whit Sunday, 
on which is celebrated the descent of the Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost. The Society for Promoting 
Christian Unity asks pastors to preach on that 
day on the need of closer union among churches 
and Christian workers. 


Church union is progressing in Great 
Britain. The Free Church Congress just held in 
Birmingham brought forward the fact that the 
various evangelical churches represented have 
formed councils for federations in over 150 Brit- 
ish centers of population. 


The ministers of Mount Vernoa, O., have, 
in view of the increasing laxness regarding di- 
vores, passed a resolution giving public notice 
that they “‘deciine to marry divorced persons, 
except the innocent parties where the divorce is 
granted upon scriptural grounds.’’ 

Tne Episcopal fund of the diocese of New 
Hampshire, amounting to more than $50,000, 
is largely invested in Western securities which 
now yield little or no income, and the Episco- 
palians of the diocese are wondering how the 
salary of Bishop Niles will be raised. 


The address of Bishop A. M. Randolph of 
the Southern Diocese of Virginia, in honor of 
the 100th annual council at Chariottesville last 
Thursday, was devoted principally to the church 
of the colonies of Virginia. He elaimed that if 
the Episcopal Church batl remained an estab- 
lished church it would have died. 


Archbishop Farrar made over $40,000 out 
of his three books: “ The Life of Christ,” * The 
Life of St. Paul,” and “ Early Days of Christiani- 
ty.”” He was only acomparatively unknown curate 
when one of his sermons attracted the attention 
of a publisher, who immediately commissioned 
bim to visit Palestine in order to write a biog- 
raphy of Christ. This was how his gift of writ- 
ing was first discovered.

SOCIETY TAKES TO RIDING. 


Women’s Wheels Are the Most Difficult 
to Obtain, 


WHAT SEVERAL MANAGERS SAY. 


Will the bicycle riders to come content 

themselves with se ond-hand wheels, or will 
they acceptal w-grade machi:e? Thatisa 
question that s worrying a great many Chi- 
ca oans who desire to become devotees to the 
wheel. In Chicago at present it is next tu 
im: ogs.ble to obtain a high grade wheel, es- 
pecialiy for the women. The great craze has 
exhausted the supply, not only in Chicago, 
but ail over the United States. In New York 
it is impossible to obtain a wheel fors veral 
weeks after the order has been give . In 
Chicago the .nanufacturers are all the way 
jrom six weeks tos x months behind the de- 
mand and are refusing orders to supply job- 
bers. 
There are many reasons for this inordinate 
demands The lack of supply of women’s 
wheels is due, to a great extent, to the timid- 
ity of the large majority of women as to 
wearing bloomers or knickerbockers. The 
manufacturers had expected that the wdémen 
this year would all ride the diamond framed 
machine, on which bloomers can te used. 
Besides, there is a difference in the cost of 
construction of $5in the diamond framed 
As a con- 
sequence, when a woman now waats a whee! 
of the high grade she has to wait, unless she 
has some pull with the manufacturer. 

From all over the country comes the word 
that manufacturers cannot fill orders. In the 
East it is worse even thanin the West. The 
wheels are shipped from the manufacturers 
to the jobbers and retail men by express, and 
wher they arrive in New York City the pur- 
chasers are waiting with the money ready to 
buy the wheel. 

Society Is Riding Wheels. 

Society has taken to ridimg wheels. In 
many instances in Chicago the upper class is 
riding a wheel and the coachman exercising 
the horses. Exclusive clubs have been formed 
and they want nothing but the highest grade 
wheel, The early season also had a great deal 
to do with the rush for wheels. Wheelmen 
were riding in March this year, while in many 
years fhe season did not open until the latter 
part of April or the lst of May. Prices have 
come down and wheels have been sold on the 
easy payment pian. All of these things have 
tended to increase the craze, 

‘We are betweea -3,200 and 3,500 wheels 
behind our orders,’’ said the manager of oue 
of the largest high-grade wheel concerns in 
the United States. ‘' May 1 we had sold twice 
as many wheels as we had in the correspond- 
ing period last year. We are further behind 
with the wheels. for the women than with 
those formen. There are many reasons why 
this isso. The first is the women have taken 
to the wheel this year with greater zeal than 
we had anticipated. Last year we manufact- 
ured women’s wheels at a ratio of 100 to 
1,000, but this year we increased the ratio to 
500 to 1,000, and.yet we did net anticipate 
the increase enough. We are running over- 
time at the factory and are working a large 
force. People of every station of life are rid- 
ing this year. Those who were opposed 
the bicycle two years ago today are enthusi- 
asts.”” 

Unusual Derhand for Ladies’ Wheels. 

L. M. Richardson in speaking of the great 
demand said: ** We are at the present time 
between 2,000 and 2,500 wheels behind 
orders, and have turned down business for 
1,500 whegls within the last two weeks. 
Weare shipping on an average of 150 ma- 
chines shipp and this does not begin to meet 
the demand. The orders for wheels for wom- 
en have piled up faster than those for men. I 
attribute this great demand to the fact that 
the publications have taken it up and favored 
bicycling, and physicians have recommended 
the use of wheels. Then, the wheels are 
cheaper this year than they were last. The 
uniform price of $100 fora high-grade ma- 
chine has had more to do with the mcrease in 
business, perhaps, than most anything elee. 


. One of the stroag elements that go to make 


up this demand is the close winter. When 
there is an open winter when wheelmen can 
ride continuously there is no particular boom 
in the spring. The demands have been larger 
> the high-grade wheels than on the cheaper 
class. 

At a certain factory one day last week 
orders were received for 1,400 wheels, while 
the factory has a capacity of less than 400 
wheels a day. Another factory is working 


. night and day‘ and still cannot catch up to 


> 


the demands made upon it. It manufactures 
8,000 wheels ayear and at the present time 
is making daily shipments by express. 

* We can only say that we have not been 
able to meet the demands made upon us,”’ 
said Manager F. W. Gerald. “ There isia 


. great demand for all classes of wheels, but 


the higher grade wheels are being bought by 
the better class of people as fast as they can 
be turned out. 
than it is here. For instance, there was a 
consignment of six wheeis there one evening 
and there were over a dozen people waiting 
for them at the.store, Every wheel is being 
shipped by express. The wheels manu- 
factured one day are received the next day 
end are delivered on standing orders as they 
come in. We have orders on ladies’ wheeis 


‘now which cannot be delivered for zix weeks 


to come.”’ 

At another factory it was the same old cry. 
The manager said that the women’s wheels 
were in greater demand than those for men 
and they were further behind in the supply. 


Selling Double Last Year’s Amount. 


Kg We have solid double the amount of wheels 
this year than we did at a corresponding 
period last year,” said the manager. “ We 
are further behind on ladies’ wheeis than on 
any other, The ladies have taken to cycling 
very generally this year. While ladies have 
taken to bloomers to a great extent we ex- 

ted more of them would ride the diamond 
frame, but, on the coutrary, only a sinall pro- 
portion have taken the diamond frame and 
are still using the drop frame. We have 
been obliged to turn down orders for some of 
the largest concerns in the country, and it will 
take us along time to catch up to those we 
already have. I attribute this craze to sev- 
eral causes. One has been the low rate of 
prices. A first-class wheel can be gotten this 
year for a much lower price than a poor wheel 
would bring last year. Then the public is 
gettmg familiar with the good uses of the 
wheel, Traveling men are using them in 
making their towns. They don’t have to 
wait for their trains, and when the trains are 
used they can check their wheels in the bag- 
car, and it saves a great deal of time 
or ae in making towns not reachel by 
railroads. The eariier season also has a great 
effect upon this demand.”

In New York it is ae greater among the better ciass of people, 
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I have found it harder to obtain ladies’ wheels 
than any others. That is natural, for the 
manufacturers get as much money for a 
man’s wheel and the cost is about $5 less to 
make it than it is to make the woman’s wheel. 
Here is a telegram from Seattle, Wash., tell. 
ing us to send a wheel and telegraphimg us the 
money in payment for it. I am afraid the 
man wili have to wait awhile.”’ 


Howl at the Retail Stores, 


At the retail stores there is a howl, They 
cannot obtain machines for any kind of 
money and they are receiving them by express 
and delivering them on standing orders. 

Mr. Thorsen, in speekmg of the big de- 
mand, said: “If we could get 10,000 wheels 
today we could sell them. We handle five 
different makes and find it impossible to sup- 
ply.the demand. Everybody is riding them. 
Old Iadies and old gentlemen, people who but 
a short time ago would not tolerate the idea, 
now think they are indispensable, The higher 
grade wheels are bought because the better 
element of people is riding. A short time 
ago it-was the lower class, but now society 
has taken up the fad and society démands the 
best wheels. One of the largest wholesale 
merchants in Chicago told me four or five 
years ago that he never would allow any of 
his family to use a safety. Yesterday that 
same man told me that he now had four wheeis 
et the house and the coachman is kept busy 
exercising the horses. 

Manager G. T. Robie has this to say: *' We 
are between 700 and 800 wheels behind our 
orders. If we would not take an order until 
next August it would not botner us. Our 
wheels are light, high grade wheels and it is 
impossible for us to supply the demand. 
There is a panic in the material in which we 
manufacture machines. We cannot obtain 
it and consequently cannot make the wheels. 
The people are buying the better grade and 
they are paying cash. Of all the machines we 
have sold we have not written the 150th 
lease as yet. Of those we had written the 
people are coming in and taking up their 
paper before it is due. As for wheels for 
women it is impossible to get them. It is 
worse in the East than it is here, and our Bos- 
ton man writes us that he is discouraged. 
We have returned neurly as much money as 
we have taken in on account of not being 
able to obtain the wheels. There is another 
innovation that lam giad to see, and that is 
the business-men are getting wheels with the 


h.gh handles, and in a short time the hump- 


backed scorchers will be a thing of the past. 
The decent appearance of the business-men 
will make the hump-backs ashamed of them- 
sel ves.”’ 

Manager Charles H. Sieg complained bit- 
terly of the lack of supply. “We are away 
béhina in our orders, especially as to ladies’ 
wheels. We have been up to the present 
time, but expect within a short time to catch 
up on our ladies’ wheels. There isa démand 
of 400 wheels a day, and at present we are 
not so far in the hole that we cannot get them 
out. The high-grade wnheei is in unusual de- 
mand, especially those adaptei. fer women. 
It is really in the high-grade wheels that we 
are running behind. This year the demand is 


they us'ng the wheels in preference to their 
carriages.”’ 


TREAD AND GEAR ARE IMPORTANT. 


Physical Danger in Riding Some Classes 
of Machines, 

Tread and gear are the two subjects which 
are ever uppermost in the conversation of the 
cyclists. Few of the new crop of cyclists un- 
derstand what is meant by gear. The wheels 
of a bicycle are each 28 inches in diameter. 
As the driving sprocket, which is attached to 
the crank axle, is enlarged or lessened in size, 
the gear-is increased or lowered. In order to 
determine what gear is Stted to any given 
machine all that is necessary todo is to find 
the num ber of teeth in the driving spfotket, 
multiply it by the number of inches ig the 
diameter of the rear wheel, and divide the prod- 
uct, which is in inches, by the mumber of 
teeth in the rear sprocket, The quotient gives 
the exact number of inches to. whizh ma- 
chine is geared. It necessarily follows that 
the higher the gear the more difficulty is ex- 

rienced in propulsion. The advantage of a 

igh gear is really only experienced when 
traveling befote the wind or on Jevel road- 
ways. , 

There is physical danger in the use of high 
gears by those who are not rcbust in health 
or strong in limb. Evena few inches makes 
a great deal of difference with one’ well. ac- 
customed to the exercise of dyc! The ten- 
dons in the knee are subje ‘to severe 
strains and soon leave the rider witti'a feeling 
of numbness in the knee eap,* Which spreads 
downward through ché calf of the leg into the 
foot. As soon as the knee aches it shomlid be 
regarded by the novice as a sign that t 
requires to be lowered. Hardy ‘' 
eafely use high gears and aré lof their 
ability to travel over all sorts of guriaces and 
in all sorts of weather them, but e@ 
enced riders, who have got bravely. over the 
fever of riding with a high i Pe epabes. 
one which only moderately tixes the powers. 

& machine geared to fixsy fe inches is 
about right for a man of Maturé s. Boys 
and girls who are yet in the formative ie 
of life should not ride machines geared as 


high as this, but should use a gear as low or 
lower than fifty-four inches, otherwise their 
limbs are likely to be subjected to exvessive 
strains and the bone formation will not be 
regular in shape. Women as a class ought to 
be satisfied with a machine geared to sixty 
inches. Of course, there are some of the 
fair sex who ure stronger than the others who 
can use a gear far in excess of this, All that 
is here written applies tosuch flat lands as 
are to be found in the vicinity of Chicago. 
There are portions of this country, such, for 
example, as St. Louis, where the working of 
a machine geared to sixty-four inches is re- 
garded as exceedingly trying even to the 
strongest of riders, for the country around 
there is hilly. Itis not uncommon to find 
practiced road riders in Chicago using 
seventy-two-inch gears. ‘Tandems for road 
work will stand gearing to eighty inches and 
upwards and not inconvenience the riders in 
the least. 

Tread is variously defined. Actually it is 
the distance between the innermost points of 
the feet as they revolve upon the pedals. 
Some makers insist upon saying that the 
tread of a machine is the distance measured 
over ita crank axle. A few years ago it was 
no uncommon thing to find the tread of a 
machine upwards of seven inches. Last season 
there was a popular demand for the narrow- 
ing of the tread. Some makers complied 
with the prevailing inclination, but others 
merely narrowed the wicth of the bottom 
bracket without actually diminishing the 
width of the tread itself. Une maker, how- 
ever, has now accomplished the marvel of 
making a road machine with a tread no wider 
than four inches, and there is unmistakable 
approval of this narrow width of tread. The 
danger of narrowing the tread of a bicyc’e is 
that the frame of the machine may be w2ak- 
ened at the spot where it is essential 1t should 
be strongest. No harm can come from the 
narrowing of the tread, however, if the mak- 
ers will only preserve a proper distance be- 
tween the bearings on the crank axie, which 
distance must be proper, first, in order to 
have easy running purts, and next in order to 
afford proper support for the tubes leading to 
the crank bracket.

Entries close in Eigin, Iil., June 8 at 7 p. m. 
The course will be from the start on St. 
Charles street, corner of Watch street, Elgin, 
over the regular century course to St. 
Charles, cross the Fox River at St. Charles, 
and continue down the road on the west side 
of the river through the towns of Geneva and 
Batavia to the fini<h at Lake street, corner of 
Gaiena, in Aurora, a total distance of twenty. 
two miles, The time limit is to be fifteen 
minutes. - 

The two time prizes will be $60 and $40 
diamonds. A wheeilis expected for the race 
prize and Morgan & W. tires, Palmer tires, 
B. F. Goodrich. tires, cyclometers, cimax 
wire saddie, and a Bridgeport * Search Light ”’ 
lantern as other prizes have been securéd by 
donations.

Prizes Offered Are So Small That They 
Cannot Be Considered. . 

Since Johnson’s expulsion from the league 
every cyclist is talking of all the fast men be- 
coming professionals. No matter what the 
cracks may say they are not going to desert 
the league unless they can plainly see more 
remunerative occupation on the track as pro- 
fessionals. As matters stand today in Amer. 
ica there is no inviting prospect held out to 
those who are being tempted to race for cash. 
In the East O. S. Bunneil, who was prom- 
inently identified with the last Cash Prize As- 
sociation, has again come to the 
front with.a professional league of his 
own, but . value of the stukes to 
be won is sv inconsiderable that they 
excite the ridicule rather than the admiration 
of the racing men. The first meet at which 
revived protessionalism will blossom forth 
this year will bein Phiiadelphia Decoration 
day. The events will be run in conjunction 
with amateur races. The first prize in the 
mile race for novices is $10; the second is 
$5. The first prize in a one mile handicap 
race is $20, the second $10, the third $5, 
and the ‘fourth $3. The same awards are of- 
fered in a five-mile handicap race. In order

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HE undue arrival of warm weather 
took the anglers by surprise, and the 
last week has seen an exodus of the 
followers of Izaak Walton to the lakes 
and rivers of Lllinois and Wisconsin. 
The lovers of fishing for sport, who 

had only begun to think of the season’s fish- 
ing, were brought to a sudden realization 
that the time for uncovering tackle 


them. Fishers for trout may find 1,000 
miles of streams in the Badger State alone. 
Then there is Illinois, in certain places of 
which may be found almost as good fishing 
as in the fishing regions of Wisconsin. 
Among the yet undrained fishing places in 
Wisconsin are the ** Lakota fishing grounds.”’ 
This takes in a chain of iukes in Forest and 
Oneida Counties. The latter county has 
probably more lakes in it th any. other in 
Wisconsin, which is saying a good deal. This 
region is reached by the Ashland division of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad. 
The train carries you to 
from where you go to the 
that peculiar style of conveyance with which 
summer pleasure seekers are familiar: a

was at hand. The railroads report 
an unusual number of early anglers 
going tothe lake regions of Wisconsin to 
catch what the law allows. In Illinois the 
lovers of the sport have been casting their 
lines here and there for the last few weeks, 
but the warm weather resuited in bringing 
out many who do not think of fish- 
ing until the early part of June at 
least. The advance guard are beginning to 
come home laden down with their catches 
and an unusually long string of tales of the 
new wonders at the lakes in the way of mon- 
sters, which, of course, they unselfishly left 
behind for the later arrivals. Many parties 
of prominent Chicagoans have left the cares 
of business and skipped off for a few days’ 
visit to the scores and scores of lakes, brooks, 
and rivera located within a few hundred miles 
of Chicago, many also going to the Eastern 
streams for good trout fishing, including the 
resorts in Canadian waters. ip: 

If the early reports are to be taken as an 
indication of what may be caughtduring the 
summer, the fishing season is not to bea dis- 
appointing one, Ali kinds of fish aresaid to 
be plentiful and the average size and weight 
of the catches good. Bass, pike, pickerel, 
trout, and in fact all kinds of fi-h that are 
caught within a fair radius of Chicago 
are plentiful. Regarding muskellunge, the 
pet of every angler, reporteare also’excellent, 
although it is too early to judge the abund- 
ance of this fish, the season not haying opened 
yet. June 1, itis thought, will seé an army 
of anglers in the fishing regions stich as has 
not been equaled in former years. ©

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four or five seated buggy persistently called a

these lakes are North Twin Lake, South 
Twin Lake, Pioneer Lake, Long Lake, Good- 
all Lake, and a number of others. . 
These takes are full of fish of the species 
known to Wis@onsin lakes, including the 
shark-like muskellunge.. This fish is espe, 
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ten pounds, a forty-pounder being considered 
a pretty good catch. = . 

The largest muskellunge caught at this 
resort last year weighed forty-four pounds 
and was caught by a woman, Mrs. H. D. Ste- 
vens of Chicago, The next best catch was also 
by a Chicagoan, Louis F. Swift. The weight 
of his fish was 28%¢ pounds. ~ 

The Wisconsin fishing season does not open 
until June 1, after which nearly all. species 
of fish known to the Wisconsin lakes and 
streams may be caught. 

Though thse grounds-ate said to give en- 
tire satisfaction to the angling public visit- 
ing then, there are atill others perhaps bet ter- 
known Jakes in Wisconsifi a little nearer to 
Chicago. . To lovers of black bass, trout, and 
pike fishing Darlington, Wis., is an elysium.* 
There the Pecatonica River. skirts the town 
and in a three minutes’ walk from the 
hotels. Biack bass and pickerel are plenti- 
ful. In one morning before breakfast lust 
week a fisherman caught, right in town, five 
beautiful bass and an e'ght-pound pike and 
bad them back to the house as his morning 
meal. All along the river, within 
a radius of ten miles of ‘the 
city, black bass and pike are found, 
while six miles out of the city, in Otter 
Creek, trout are easily obtained. Boating 
and bathing are good, the mineral spring 
water furnished through the water-works is 
shown by analyt:cal chemists te be as good as 
any on earth. Thescenery is beautitul, and 
accommodations for anglers of the best. 

Among the more celebrated fishing grounds 
of Wisconsin are Lake Delavan, Oconomo- 
woc, Brown Lake, all of them near encugh 
to Chicago to make a comfortable day-trip a 
possibility. One may leave Chicago Satur- 
day night and begin to fish with the rise of 
the sun Sunday morning. leave for home on 
the evening train and arrive in Chicago Sun- 
day night. But fishing stories have perhaps 
made these lakes too famous to need win 
mention of them here. A good day’s catc 
of tish may be had out of either of them. 

The rivers of Wiscousin are also celebrated 
for their fishing. In them may be caught 
small-mouth bass, pickerel, and other va rie- 
ties of fish: At Burlington, on the Fox River, 
the fishing for small-mouth bass is especially 
good. 

However, if you do not wish to you do not 
have to go out of the State to fish. Illinois 
abounds in good fishing grounds also. Fox 
Lake has long been famous for its base, 
pike, and pickerel. Muskellunge is also 
said to havé been found there, but the 
specimen was dead. A guide found it 
on the shores with a load of buckshot in its 
head. In the vicinity of Fox Lake are also a 
good many other good places for fishing. 
Connected with Fox Lake by channels ure 
the Nippersink, Grass Lake, Pishtakee Lake, 
and Lake Petite. In any of tnese waters are 
to be found fish in plentiful number. 

Then there are the’ I!linoie River and the 
Kankakee River, both of which will afford a 
day’s good sport. Many of the Chicago 
anglers say they prefer the Kankakee River 
to any river or lake in the country when fish- 
ing for bass. In the interior of Illinois is also 
to be found some good fishing, notably in the 
vicinity of Princeton, Hennepin, and, in fact, 
all along the Llinois River.

NO EASY TASK TO RIDEIT 


Guenther Holds the Record of 
6:50 for the Distance. 


JOURNEY IS WORTH TAKING. 


Views of Some of the Most Interesting 
Points to Be Seen, 


ROAD SURFACE UNUSUALLY FINE, 


Let no cyclist imagine that it is an easy 
task to ride over the Elgin-Aurora century 
course. But let none imagine that because 
the way is difficult the journey will aot repay 
him or her who undertakes it. Itis a singu- 
larly attractive road—one of the most 
p cturesque, in fact, which leads out froin 
Chicago. 

It is thirty-eight miles to Elgin. From 
Elgin to Aurora is, roughly calculating, 
twenty-two miles more, and from Aurora 
.back home is forty miles. The riding is good 
throughout the journeys It is an -all-day rice 
for experienced tourists, but for those who 
are accustomed to the exercise of cycling it is 
habit to cover the course inside of eight or 
nine hours. The reco for it stands at 6 
hours and 50 mimutes, made by Guenther, 
one of the best known long distance riers 
herea bouts. 

Strangers who have heard so much about 
this Elgin-Aurora century course have an idea 
that itis easily traversed. Nothing of ‘the 
kind, Itishiliy and exceedingly trying in 
spots. 

Four views of the course are presented in 
this page—one showing the entrance to Dua.

of Eigin, These views by no means exhaust 
the scenic attractions of the way, but they aie 
excellent types of what the traveler may ex- 
pect to encounter. 

The road leading through Dunham’s stock 
farm is about half a mile in length. The ‘@rm 
itseif is one of the largest of its kind in tne 
whole country. On itis construeted a mas- 
sive stone house, It is well worth the tourist’s 
while to delay fora critical inspection of the 
place. The farm is near St. Charies. Rather, 
it is near Wayne, which town is owned by Mr, 
Dunham. The roadway seer. in the sketch 
between Geneva and_ Batavia ie part of. the 
Fox River pike. Itis the finest part of the 
course—like a boulevard. The country here- 
abouts is undulating. That section of tne 
way in the neighborhood of the first big hill 
three miles south of Elgin is newly graveiet, 
From one end of the eourse to the other the 
road surface is unusually fine.

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Tangle of Litigation=Recent Sales and 
Leases=New Structures Planned. 


Real estate transfers for the week just 
closed, as recorded in the County Record- 
er’s office, foot up a total‘of $2,865,402, as 
compared with $2,978,794 for the correspond- 
ing week of 1894, and $2,613,953 for the pre- 
ceding week of the present year. The ex- 
pectations of the hopeful are not being real- 
ized, at least not to the extent that the in- 
quiries during recent weeks led brokers to 
expect. The transfers are for the most part 
outlying property and each individual trans- 
action is smallin amount. The down-town 
property and that in the residence and semi- 
business districts remains a drug on the 
market. As has been said in this column 
previously prices are well maintained, not- 
withstanding the lack of interest manifested 
by capitalists and by other purchasers. 
There is a wide disparity in the views of 
owners and prospective purchasers, Own- 
ers seem inclined to hold out for the values 
established during the boom, while men 
with money are asking a considerable re- 
duction before they will be willing to tie 
their money up in fees and leaseholds. Itis 
the old story, and the owner who is forced 
to sell must make certain concessions be- 
fore he will be able to find a purchaser. On 
the other hand the man who starts out to 
buy in a certain locality might as well make 
up his mind to pay a fair price if he is to se- 
cure that for which he is looking. 

Many ef the sales which are being made 
fail to find a place in the record of transfers 
as printed in the papers, and even the well- 
posted broker down-town is not able to un- 
derstand the whole significance of this mar- 
ket. In the list of transfers printed only 
those sales are given in which the consider- 
ation amounts to $1,000 or more. There is 
a host of smaller sales, which is nearly as 
great in point of numbers as the larger 
sales, and in nearly every instance it is the 
record of a purchase by a well-to-do work- 
man who has in mind the owning of his own 
home. These sales are of small lots in the 
less desirable of the outlying subdivisions, 
and they range in amount from $1,000 down 
to $200 and even $100. They are perhapsa 
better criterion of a return of general pros- 
perity than are the other sales. So long as 
workshops are in operation and working- 
men are securing certain returns for their 
labor there is activity in small transfers 
and in buildings of the cheaper class. 

Building at a Low Ebb. 

Francis J. Norton, in speaking of the 
building situation, said: 

** Not for several years has building activ- 
ity reached such a low ebb as.it has at pres- 
ent. In the suburbs and outlying districts 
there is of course a certain amount of small 
work going on, and there are also a few 
office and business buildings in the down- 
town and semi-business districts. There 
seems to be a general stagnation in the 
building line, and the amount of building is 
50 per cent less than it has been at this time 
of the year during several years. Prelim- 
inary work has been done for a large amount 
of new buildings, but those who are closely 
connected with the building business know 
that litle of it will ever reach the stage oz 
actual operation. I am convinced property- 
owners are not fully aware of the present 
low prices of money, labor, and material, or 
they would take advantage of the favorable 
circumstances, and an increase in building . 
operation would be the result.’’ 

Money seems to be a drug on the market. 
There is little demand for loans, and capital 
has gone begging in Chicago to find a safe 
investment which will bring a fair return of 
interest. The price of money has not gone 
down as much as it would seem to be the 
case where a falling-off was shown in the 
demand, and loans are bringing from 5 to 7 
per cent, according to the desirability of the 
property upon which the loan is made. Oz 
down-town property, where the margin of 
security is large, money can be still secured 
at less than 5 per cent, but in the general 
market 5 per cent is considered a minimum 
rate. One firm which deals in mortgage se- 
curities had a request for $30,000 worth of 
paper, and only $12,000 could be secured ata 
fair rate of interest. 

There continues to be a good amount of in- 
quiry for property, and there are several 
deals under way with good present assur- 
ances of their being closed. There have been 
so many disappointments in the past, how- 
ever, that the brokers who have received 
these inquiries and who have been carrying 
on the negotiations do not place the same 
reliance in them that wasdone formerly. In 
THE TRIBUNE of last Sunday mention was 
made of a State street holding which is 
under negotiation. The piece: referred to 
was the Pardridge property, Nos. 112 to 116. 
This property has a frontage of sixty-four 
feet at the corner of the alley leading in 
from State stret, and hasa depth of 143 feet. 
The asking price for this property has been 
$1,000,000, and offers have been made ex- 
ceeding $800,000 and refused by Mr. Pard- 
ridge. The negotiations which are now 
under way are more promising than those 
of the past, and it would not surprise real 
estate men to see the deal closed. 


This Deal Is Being Pushed. 

The project of the building of an office, 
hotel, and theater building combined on the 
property adjoining the Great Northern Ho- 
tel is still talked of by those interested. D. 
H. Burnham & Co. have made preliminary 
plans for the building: such as it is proposed 
to erect, and the Great Northern Hotel peo- 
ple and certain capitalists who are inter- 
ested in the project have been figuring hard 
in an attempt to interest others. The leases 
which it is neces8ary to purchase have not 
yet been secured, though there is more 
prospect now of the matter coming to a suc- 
cessful end than there appeared to be some 
time ago. The one principal thing lacking 
at the present time is money. If sufficient 
capital can be secured the deal may go 
through. The plans as prepared by D. H. 
Burnham & Co. call for a combined hotel 
and office building, with a theater between. 
The hotel part would be that on the Quincy 
street. frontage, and it would be connected 
with the Great Northern Hotel, giving more 
than 200 additional rooms to that property. 
The office building will be on the Jackson 
street frontage and with different design 
from the Quincy street, the intention being 
to have the latter built in conformity with 
the Great Northern. The theater would oc- 
cupy the central court, with an entrance 
from Jackson street. P 
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GORE HOTEL IN LITIGATION. 


Possibility of the Property Being Sacrificed 
Under a Foreclosure Sale. 

The Gore Hotel property, owned by the Gore 
estate and Patrick J. Heffron, is likely to go 
to the holders of a mortgage upon the prop- 
erty unless a considerable sum can be raised 
by June 19. Two Eastern women, Mrs. 
Gardiner of New York and Mrs. Peyton of 
Boston, hold a mortgage on the property 


» secured by a trust deed, and by order of 


court the property will pass irrevocably into 
the hands: of these two women on the date 
named unless it is soonér redeemed by the 
parties in interest. . The trust deed was 
given to secure a loan for $125,000, which its 
from one-third to one-quarter of the actual 
value of the property. 

In the fall of 1887 Patrick H. Heffron and 
James J. Gore had almost finished the 
eight-story building known as Gore’s Fire- 
proof Hotel, on the west side of Clark street, 
between Jackson and Van Buren streets. 
Contractors and subcontractors and work- 
men were demanding their money. Mr. 
Gore had already put up as much as he could 
and he and Mr. Heffron determined to make 
a loan to meet their most pressing obliga- 
tions. Heffron, in whose name the legal ti- 
tle to the leasehold stood, made a trust 
deed running to Horace E. Hurlburt as trus- 
tee to secure payment of his note for $125,- 
000 and covering the ground fronting 100 
feet on Clark street and running ¥0 feet 
back to Open Board of Trade premises, 
and technically known as Lots 15 and 16 of 
Block 115 of the original Town of Chicago. 
It was a first lien on the property, subject 
only to the payment of the ground rent to 
the owners of the fee, Henry and Albert 
Keep. The Keeps had, May 1, 1883, executed 
a lease riinning for ninéty-six years from 
that date of Lots 14, 15, 16, and 17 of Block 
115, the 100 feet of Clark street frontage 
which the Gore Hotel covers and the corre- 
sponding 100 feet of Patific avenue front- 
age, which is covered by the Chicago Open 
Board of Trade Building, for an annual 
rental of $14,000, which was not only with- 
out revaluation but .contained a clause to 
the effect that the lessee might have an ex- 
tension of fifty years more after the expi- 
ration of the ninety-six years at a rent of 
$21,000 a year, and Doth leases were on rec- 
ord in the name of Heffron. 

Mr. Hurlburt easily disposed of the $125,- 
000 note to a money lender in the East, for 
it represented only half the estimated cost 
of the building, The interest was paid 
promptly until two years ago, when default 
was made. The holders of the notes fore- 
closed and March 19, 1804, a master in chan- 
cery of the Circuit Court sold the Gore Hotel 
building and leasehold to Mr. Hurlburt, rep- 
resenting the holders of the notes, for $146,- 
747, which was the aniount due upon them, 
with interest and foreclosure charges. At 
that time nobody supposed for an instant 


‘that there would not be a redemption. 


The Open Board of Trade Building in the 
rear—a far less productive property—had 
been mortgaged for $125,000, and so valuable 
was the property that in 1888 a second mort- 
gage, or trust deed, was negotiated covering 
both properties and ledséeholds for $181,536, 
that amount representing balances still due 
to contractors for the building. This trust 
deed ran to Lyman J. Gage as master, who 
foreclosed and sold in March, 1804, the ex- 


ecutors and trustees under Gore’s will buying 


in the Whole for $95,000, subject to the two 
$125,000 mortgages on the Gore Hotel end 
and the Open Board end of the property re- 
spectively.

STOCK MARKET CLOSED AT THE TOP. 


Week Ends with the Highest Prices of the 
Year in Stocks.

It is 
evident that West Side is ‘to earn this year 
considerably more than the present dividend 
rate, although it would seem like anything 
but conservative management if the divi- 
dend rate is increased. In the case of the 
North Side there are excellent unds for 
the general belief that a melon is to be cut. 
The surplus is there and the company’s earn- 
ings are at the rate of over 1T per cent, and 
some division of either the extra earnings or 
the old surplus seems pretty well assured.

He Replies to Miss Willard. 

New York, May 22.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In a recent issue you published a statement from 
Miss Frances E. Willard defending Lady Henry 
Somerset in regard to some charges made by me 
at Chickering Hall. Miss Willard said these 
statements were made after Lady Henry had 
left this country. On the contrary, they were 
made while she was still in New York 
City, and she was challenged to reply to 
them. In my capacity as Secretary 
of the International Land Congress at 
Paris, 1 had occasion to see a great deal of the 
hereditary European landlord, and to observe 
with what gusto he or she would throw himself 
or herself into reforms that did not involve the 
givi up of any special privileges. This I 
found was exactiy the position of Lady Heary. 
She was perfectly willing to advocate the wiping 
out of the saloon, but was not wiliine to advyo- 
cate the abolition of the nobility of England, or 
to help the movement in England against hered- 
itary landlordism. Either of these reforms 
meant the taking away from Lady Henry of 
some, if not all, of the special privileges 
which make her rich and powerful, and which 
give her thousands of pounds of money to devote 
to the war on the liquor interests. I simply 
called attention to the fact that Lady Henry had 
plenty to do at home in reforming the laws there, 
without coming over here to tell.us Republicans 
how to reform ourselves. The law of entail in 
England. she says, prevents her from keeping her 
property free from thedisreputable. Well, there 
is a law she can weli spend some time in reform- 
ing. Lady Henry Somerset should commune a 
while with Tolstoi, who said of just such as 
those who belong to her class that they will do 
anything for the poor except get off their backs.

Status of the Telephone Decisions,

the Berliner patent on the telephone. On the 
contrary, it is favorable to the plaintitf, the 
United States. From information received by 
me | find that what the Circuit Court of Appeals 
bas really done is this: It, has remanded the 
case back to the circuit with instructions to 
both plaintiff and defendant to file new briefs in 
order that the lower court can render another de- 
cision. Now ifthis new decision is in favor of 
the Bell company the United States, as piaintiff, 
can appeal tothe United States Supreme Court, 
where the very point in dispute has already been 
decided in the case of Milier vs. The 
Eagie Manufacturing Company. If the Cir- 
cuit Court is unfavorable, to the 
Recess they cannot again go to the 

Sourt of Appeals, having elected to go there on 
the same case once before, nor can they, | am 
told, goto the United States Supreme Court, 
having accepted, as defendants, the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals as their court of last re- 
sort. I may be wrong in this, but a very able at- 
torney says common custom has about estab- 
lished this rule. 

The point decided by the Supreme Court, to 
which I refer, is this: The court held that when 
an inventor, having put in an application and 
specifications for a patent, takes out a patent for 
a portion of his invention, it destroys the validi- 
ty of the original appiication. Berliner put in his 
claims in 1877, and patented a portion of these 
ciaims in 1880. According to the United: States 
Supreme Court’s devision his early application 
for a transmitter is nil. The public need not be 
alarmed. Competition in the telephone business 
will go on.

The Hero of Chickamauga. 

The monument, instead of being chiseled 
stone, is a vast, irregular rock-faced mass 
of granite, weighing 33,000 pounds, and left 
precisely in the shape in which it left the 
quarry, with the exception of a portion of 
one face, carved and polished in the shape. 
of a shield, bearing the inscription: ‘‘George 
Hi. Thomas Post, No. 5, Department of Illi- 
nois, G. A. R.”” The stone has been named 
“The Rock of Chickamauga,” in honor of 
Gen. Thomas. 

Only five veterans have been buried in this 
lot, and the rule is.to put. no names on their 
graves, which are distinguished by numbers 
carved on small stones. The post has just 
‘had manufactured an elaborate bronze 
grave-mark. But it is not for use in this 
lot. The address at the dedication of the 
monument will be delivered by Gen. John C. 
Black. The George H. Thomas Post has 
been for several years the largest post in 
the Grand Army, its membership numbering 
1,200. Among its members in years past 
have been Gens.

From the laudable action and example of 
four noble women Decoration. day has 
grown into an institution or holiday of pecul- 
iar significance and great national impor- 
tance. 

Qn the 13th day of April, 1862, just one 
year after the fall of Fort Sumter, Mrs. 
Sarah Nichols Evans of Des Moines, Ia., with 
the wife and two daughters of Chaplain May 
of the Second Michigan Volunteers, decorated 
the graves of a number of soldiers at Arling- 
ton Heights. In May of the next year the 
service was repeated, and in the year follow- 
ing they decorated the graves of soldiers 
buried at Fredericksburg. These tender and 
devoted floral obsequies to our dead heroes 
soon became contagious and other women in 
various parts of the country, inspired by their 
patriotic example, soon followed in their foot- 


steps. 

The Grand Army of the Republic took up 
the matter and in response to a universal 
sentiment issued a general order or procla- 
mation designating the 30th of May to be 
observed for this special purpose, a copy of 
which, containing the first clause of the order, 
is here given:

honored patriotic dead. Military companies 
with battle-rent flags will pafade the streets 
to the inspiring strains of martial music— 
‘the ear-piercing fife, the soul-stirring 
drum ’’—and thoughts will be carried back to 
‘‘ali the. pride, pomp, and cirenmstance of 
glorious war,’”’ when these brave defenders of 
their country’s flag fell fighting for it.

The dedication of the Confederate monte 
ment at Oakwoods Cemetery the morning of 
May 30 will bring to Chicago the most dis- 
tinguished assemblage of officers of both 
the Union and Confederate armies that Has 
ever been together in the West. The citizens 
of Chicago have made ample arrangements 
for their entertainment,one of the features of 
which will be a reception and reunion which 
will go a long way in more firmly cementing 
the fraternal bonds of the North and South. 
In that reunion there will be no North, no 
South, but a pure American sentiment and 
patriotism under the Stars and Stripes, 
There is to be no display of the Confederate 
colors. And while the citizens of Chicago are 
nobly doing their share in this great event 
the people of the South are giving a helping 
hand.

‘Sometimes I remained ‘at’ St.. Xavier's 
for months at a time, visiting the camp only 
Saturdays and Sundays, and then often the 
sisters miade for mé-a great iced caké: to 
carry to the Fifteenth Veteran Reserve 
Corps Band, which occasionally stopped, at 
my father’™ orders, and serenaded us on 
their down-town trips. 

** I often went into the prisoners’ quarters 
with my father, and my heart ached for the 
home-sick ‘ Johnnies,’ as they were called. 
They wore butternut clothes and in the win- 
ter they cut holes in the middle of their 
brown or gray blankets, thrust their heads 
through, and so made themselves overcoats. 
I remember. hearing how one of the prison- 
ers had escaped and being glad for the poor 
fellow. He was employed in the sutler’s 
shop in the prison camp—all the clerks were 
prisoners—and one evening his fellow-clerks 
put him in an empty sugar barrel and rolled 
him into the ecart which had called to haul 
the empty barrels and boxes away. When 
the driver was about a half-mile out of 
camp he heard a slight noise, and, looking 
behind him, saw the escaped prisoner just 
getting out of his barrel. The horse stopped,

In the summer of 1863 Col. C. V. DeLand 
of the First Michigan Sharpshooters was 
placed in command, and at once set to work 
to improve the sanitary condition of the 
camp. He laid sewers and drain-pipes and 
built a fence surrounding the camp some 
twelve feet high, with a narrow walk or 
platform on the outside some three or four 
feet from the top for sentinels. During the 
latter part of this y@ar large assignments of 
‘prisoners were received, améng them many 
soldiers from Morgan’s and Hood's com- 
mands. These were in general in much bet- 
ter condition than the previous arrivals, 
and the camp was in better Sanitary condi- 
tion, but in spite of precaution and such care 
as could be given to the sick, pneumonia. 
consequent upon the change of climate. and 
camp fever raged, and the deaths averaged 
from six to seven a day. 

It was during November of this year that

ers removed the boards from the floGr of 
their barraeks and digging down a few feet 
ran a tunnel under the fence and one by 
one silently crept through and out and fled 
Into the darkness when the sentry’s back 
was turned.

One of the legacies of Camp Douglas is St. 
i Mark’s Episcopal Church at Cottage Grove 
avenue and Thirty-sixth street. During the 
war a barrack building was erected in the 
camp by citizens in which religious services 

were held until the post commander was 
obliged to use it for hospital purposes. The 
chaplain, the Rev. Edward B. Tuttle, ap- 
plied to the government for funds to build a 
chapel, and secured $2,300 out of a fund of 
$60,000 accumulated by savings in the Con- 
federate hospitals, called ‘the prisoners’ 
fund.’”” A number of prisoners were detailed 
to build the chapel, receiving presents of 
clothing for their labors. At the close of the 
war, which occurred soon after the chapel 
was completed, services were continued by 
Mr. Tuttle for the benefit of the people living 
in the vicinity of the camp. All the build- 
ings in the camp were sold at public sale, 
among them the chapel, which Mr. Tuttle 
tried in vain to secure for church purposes. 
At the entrance to the camp was a small, 
substantial building which Mr. Tuttle pur- 
chased and fitted up with seats, lamps, an 
altar, and a bell. 

The bell that was used on the chapel in 
Camp Douglas to call Confederate prisoners 
to religious services is the same that is now 
in the steeple of St. Mark’s Church, where it 
has been in use ever since th war. It is high- 
ly prized by some of the older members of the 
congregation, among whom is Chief Justice 
Fuller. The Rev. E. B. Tuttle secured the 
bell for the church, which he started after 
the camp broke up. The present rector of 
St. Mark's, the Rev. William White Wilson, 
served for a short tim® as a-drummer boy in 
* the war. 

There are many Chicagoans who can tell 
interesting reminiscences about old Camp 
Douglas. Col. Sweet was Miss Ada Sweet’s 
father, and during the time he had. com- 
mand she was,a constant visitor at the 
camp. Recalling memories she says: 

**In the fall of 1863 Col. Sweet, the com- 
mandant, brought his family to spend the 
winter with him at Camp Douglas, and we 
remained with him at the camp most of the 
time until the war ended in the spring of 
1865. We lived in the barracks fitted up for 
officers’ quarters, at the east end of the 
parade ground, near the gate, our front 
windows facing the north. There was a 
long row of suites of rooms, all one story in 
height and joined by halls, so that if one 
family wanted to give a eard or dancing 
party at any time all the host or hostess had 
to do was to knock on thé wall, say a few 
words, and the invitation would soon be 
sent to the end of the row. In a few min- 
utes the room would be full of ‘fair women 
and brave men,’ and the children of the 
row, tucked safely in bed, would be going 
to sleep to the sound of music and dancing 
feet. On more quiet evenings, :while the 
cards were being shuffied. we heard, half 
awake, the long-drawn notes of ‘the bugles 
and roar of the drums at taps. Early in 
the dark winter mornings we Were half 
aroused by reveille. We had words to all the 
bugle! calls, and were sometimés enough 
riot at reves to mutter ‘ I can't get ’em 

! can’t get*em up!’ before we dro 
red again into the deep sleep of early —.

“Often we heard the wailing fifes and

gate to its last resting place. 

‘How the poor prisoners were buried I 
do not -know, but it was of course without 
music or show of any kind. ‘Few and 
short’ are the words said at any soldier’s 
funeral, and no matter what was done or 
left undone for Northern and Southern alike 
their bodies were decently laid at last not far 
from each other, ‘under the-sod and the 
dew,’ and the place was marked forever a 
soldier’s grave. Their resting place was 
well known to me and was never passed by 
us in our jolly walks and rides without that 
swelling of the heart which even in child- 
hood greets a tragic presence.” 


The Monument Described. 


In June, 1891, Gen. John C. Underwood 
was authorized by the Ex-Confederate AS- 
sociation of Chicago, as a committee of one, 
to raise funds with which to erect a monu- 
ment over the remains of Confederate sol- 
diers lying buried at Oakwoods. 

A generous response from the magnani- 
mous citizens of Chicago met the appeal for 
subscriptions, and the sectional animosi- 
ties and individual hatreds that formerly ex- 
isted as the necessary outgrowth of civil war 
having become blunted by time, the South- 
ern men and other good citizens of Chicago 
who honor courage and fortitude and pos- 
sess sympathy for the unfortunate, have, 
in their liberality and broadness of thought 
and heart, subscribed $10,000 for the pur- 
pose, 

The monument was built by the Southern 
Granite company, of “ Pearl’ grafiite from 
its quarries at Constitution Hill, Ga., an] 
for closeness of grain, beauty of texture, 
and susceptibility of receiving a brilliant 
and everlasting polish is unsurpassed. The 
memorial presents a dignified and imposing 
appearance, the correct proportions being 
noticeable in the chaste yet simple design, 
as follows: 

The lower base or platform is fifteen a 
six inches square, upon which are laid thfee 
other bases, and on the front of one of them, 
cut in raised and polished letters or bold out- 
lines, are the words: ‘‘ Confederate Dead.” 
The upper base is adorned with a series of 
rich moldings, and on the front of 
one of them, cut in raised . and 
polished letters of bold outlines, are 
the words: ** Confederate Dead.” 
The die of the monument is made of one 
rassive stone, the dimensions being six 
fect one inch square by two feet ten inches 
high, and has reéntering angles which are 
filled with groups of clustef columns termi- 
nating in richly-carved Romanesque caps. 
On the front side, north face, the following 
inscription is worked in incised letters upon 
a polished panel: ‘‘Erected to the rhemory 
of the six thousand Southern soldiers, here 
buried, who died in Camp Dougtas Prison, 
1862-5.’’ On the other three sides are placed 
artistic bronze nels.

BRIEFLY SKETOHED. 


How His Love for Music Developed at a 
Tender Age«Chronicle of His Career in 
English Sadly Lacking—Tuneful Nam- 
bers That Made His Name Famous the 
World Over — Mile. Calve to Appear 
Next Season in a New Opera by Masse- 
net=Dr. Kienzl’s Opera, 


For one who has contributed so much to 
the pleasure of the general public compara- 
tively litthe has béen written of Von Suppé, 
whose death was chronicled at Vienna last 
wee k. In biographical works in English 
the data at the best are brief, and in some 
works, those of the most pretentious de- 
scription, quite unworthy of account. The 
really exhaustive work on musical biogra- 
phy, one which can compare fully with the 
German works of the same description, 
would seem yet to be written in English. 
This fact becomes the more strongly im- 
pressed with the death of a man like Suppé. 
The serious composers are given exhaustive 
attention.. The fact remains notwithstand- 
ing that, were a little less space devoted to 
the reproduction of more or less irrelevant 
pictorial matter concerning them, and the 
pages given to men of lesser note but of 
genuine merit in-their especial fields, the re- 
guilt would be more information. 

The full name of Von Suppé was Frances- 
co Szechiele Ermengildo Cavaliere Suppé 
Demelli. His birthplace is variously re- 
corded as Spilato and a ship in the Adriatic, 
and the date April 78, 1820. His early edu- 
cation Was undertaken at home. It was 
purposed that he should devote himself to 
the service of the State. Music, for which 
he displayed a strong predilection, was en- 
tirely discouraged. At the age of 11 he sur- 
prised his father by playing a serenade on 
the flute, which he had studied surrepti- 
tiously. 

After this the ban was removed and music 
became a part in his educational plan. Hig 


study of harmony began at the age of 13.) 


Two years later a mass of his composition 
Was sungin Zara. Although desiring to de- 
vote himself to music, he was forced to un- 
dertake a university course at Padua. About 
that time he met Bellini, and studied with 
him, a fact which strengthened Von Suppé's 
original determination. The death of his 
father compelled him, owing to family cir- 
cumstances, to. begin the study of medicine 
at Vienna. He supported himself by giving 
lessons in Italian. During this period he 
persisted in the study of harmony. When 
the way became clear to a musical career he 
obtained the post of alternate director at the 
Josef-Stadt Theater, without salary. Soon 
afterwards he was cailed to the post of di- 
rector at Pressburg, then to a point in Baden, 
and finally to the Theater on the Wien. 
After a time he became director of the 
Carl Theater. From setting couplets by lo- 
eal writers to music, some of which found 


their way across the water, he advanced to | 


greater composition. ‘‘ Gertrude and Vir- 
ginia’’ and the musical comedy ‘‘Paragraph 
2”’ were his first attempts in this direction. 
The latter piece attained a popularity that 
resulted in its production in Berlin. From 
this point on operettas and other pieces of 
musical character followed in quick succes- 
sion and became part of the repertory of 
German theaters. Von Suppé’s thirtieth 
year of service in music was celebrated in 
Vienna in 1871. The jubilee took somewhat 
the form of that recently accorded Strauss. 
Subsequently Von Suppé continued his work 
at the Carl Theater. With ‘“ Fatinitza ”’ 
he made a happy hit and the music journeyed 
the circuit of the globe. As a composer he 
Was unusually prolific. As early as his jubi- 
lee year, 1871, his compositions numbered 
20. Aside from a long catalogue of printed 
works by Von Suppé there are many still in 
manuscript. One of his operas, ‘“‘The Knight 
of the Green Island,’’ together with several 
other-works, is the property of the Artists’ 
Society of Vienna, and remains as such un- 
printed. 

Von Suppé also wrote a number of works 
of sacred character, among them an ora- 
torio, *‘ L?/Estremo Giudizio,”’ brought out 
at Zara in 1860. As director of orchestra 
and composer of popular melodies which 
held high piace in public esteem, through his 
overtures of which ‘* Poet and Peasant ’”’ 
is an excellent example of its kind, but 
most of all as the composer of “‘ Fatinitza ”’ 
and ‘‘ Boccaccio,’”’ Von Suppé will be hap- 
pily remembered. The entire number of his 
compositions considerably exceeds 1,000.

Calvé under the management of Abbey & 
Grau next season comes the intelligence of

country, Massenet’s ‘‘ La Navarraise.’’ In 
the central figure of Anita Mile. Calvé 
would seem likely to give a portrayal per- 
haps’ stronger in passion and forcéfulness 
than that of Carmen. It is written upon 
more somber lines, with a stress inspired 
evidently by ‘‘ Cavalleria Rusticana.”’ But 
a stress more melodramatic and conse- 
quently more suited to Mile. Calvé than 
Mascagni’s opera. It is this phase of the 
work which must go to compensate for the 
grace and comedy charm with which she 
infuses Merimée’s creation. ‘* La Navar- 
raise,”’ it will be recalled, was originally 
written for Mile. Calvé and planned to dis- 
play her dramatic powers. The book by 
Jules Claretie and H. Cain finds, in a sense, 
a@*counterpart in the Biblical narrative of 
Judith and Holofernes. The work is brief, 
requiring but fifty-five minutes for perform- 


ance, is divided into two acts, and contains 


- the now customary intermezzo, which in 


this instance takes the form of a nocturne, 
The opera opens With the defeat of the Roy- 
alist troops by the Carlists at Bilboa, and 
affords a setting at once picturesque and 
stirring. 

The rattle of musketry and the roar of 
cannon are numbered with the realisgic ef- 
fects of the work, which the eminently con- 
servative London Musical Times mentioned 
as an ‘‘ explosive’’ opera. The most trust- 
worthy of the London critics upon the pres- 
entation of ‘‘ La Navarraise’’ at Covent 
Garden last season placed it, however, far 
in advance of any other work by Massenet., 
The composer, recognizing the importance 
of giving the drama freé course, has set the

“The Evangelist’ is the title of a new 
opera which recently received a first per- 
formance at the Berlin opera.

While the Berlin 
critics are divided as to its genuine merits, 
the severest allow to it moments of Irresisti- 
ble power. From the outline of the two acts

WALTER DAMROSCH AND HIS PLANS, 


Determined to Give Better German Opera 
‘ Next Year, if at All. 

To a reporter for the New York Sun regard- 
ing:the next season of German opera Walter 
Damrosch said: 

I have really not much to say yet further than 
that | have become an operatic conductor and 
have made a great deal of money out of it this 
season, and ani by no means reiuctant to run the 
risk uf losing it next year. As far as I have made 
any plans they refer to a season outside of New 

ork. I was thoroughly convinced on my trip 
that the possibilities are great in the various 
large cities for acompany artistically managed 
and made up of the best artists. Our success was 
greatest in Boston and Chicago. 

The conditions on which I can secure the Met- 
ropolitan Opera-House next year are practically 
prohibitory, but I do not see that it is indispens- 
abie for my company to sing there. There is not 
ht of changing Carnegie Mu- 
sic Hall into a theater. It is too admirably 
adapted for concert purposes, and the directors 
dave never entertained the idea of altering it. 
Next season, whether I a German opera in 
New York or in the big cities of the country, I 
am determined not to do it unless it can be 
better done than it was this year. It was neces- 
sary in order to assure the public that I was de- 
termined to get the best, to secure several art- 
ists for my company who were valuable 
mainly from the fact that they had great

CRUVELLI MEETS QUEEN VICTORIA. 


Once Famous Songstress Whose History Is 
a Curious One. 

Among the notable people who wore pre- 
sented to Queen Victoria during her recent 
stay at Cimiez was the Baroness Sophie 
Vigier, whose history is a curious one. 
Forty years ago, says the London World, 
she was more celebrated, but not less dis- 
tinguished, than she is now under the name 
of Sophie Cruvelli. Born at Bielefeld, in 
Westphalia, 69 years ago, of parents named 
Cruwell, she made her first appearance as a 
vocalist at Venice in 1847, undertaking, 
among other parts, that of the prima 
donna in Verdi’s “ Attilla.” Engaged 
soon afterward for Londun, she made a 
striking success as Leonora in “ Fidelio,”’ 
and as Norma. She also was heard in parts 
not usually assigned to the dramatic soprano 
—those, for instance, of Lucia and Linda. At 
the ThéAtre des Italiens of Paris she elec- 
trified the audience the night of her first ap- 
pearance by her impassioned delivery of the 
cavatinain *‘Ernani,’? which had never be- 
fore been sung as she sangit. The tenor on 
this occasion was Mr. Reeves; the manager, 
Mr. Lumiey. who had brought over both 
Reeves and Cruvelli fram Her Majesty’s

Cruvelli passed from the TbéAatre des 


Italiens to the French Opera—* Académie 


Im périale de Musique,”’ as it was then called.

from which were presented to the poor. 


CHANGES IN ORCHESTRAL MUSIC, 


London Makes Sweeping Charges Against 
Modern Audiences. 

‘* The change from oid conditions is pro- 
digious—we might almost say portentous,”’ 
says a recent review in the London Tele- 
graph. ‘* Never, itis true, since cogductors 
began wielding a baton, has the question of 
their individual qualities been lightly esti- 
mated. The amateurs of fifty years ago at- 
tached as mnch importance to the presence 
of Michael Costa at the head of an orchestra 
as now we do to that of Hans Richter; but the 
eircumstances are very different, partly asa 
result of the complex nature of modern 
music, which calls for an individual inter- 
preter, who is said to play upon the mem- 
bers of the orchestra. as a pianist 
upon the mechanism of his instrument. 
Present conditions may arise from aggra- 
vation of an always existing tendency to set 
the musician before his art, and to worship a 
personality. -Take careful note of an audi- 
ence when they are supposed to be hearing a 
work performed ‘ under the baton’ of some 
eminent orchestral chief, and the conclusion 
must needs be that they are simply 
watching the conductor’s motions, or, at best, 
not giving the music that, undivided attention 
apart from which it does very little good. 
This is one of the evils attaching to the rise of 
the modern conductor, with his absolutism, 
with his binding obligation to achieve new 
‘readings,’ and iin all ways to satisfy 
public curiosity regarding, not the 
music, ofr the com poser as seen 
through the music, but himself. This sea- 
son, whoever is chief among the eminent con- 
ductors dwelling among us might be * pulled ” 
up the Thames by as many subordinate poten- 
tates as manned King Edgar’s barge on the 
Dee. It has been lamented that in such a 
crew no Englishman would have an oar. The 
native conductor is ‘nowhere’ as compared 
with the Levis and the Mottls of the conti- 
nent.”’ 

Until the final paragraph no new phase of 
the acknowledged situation is given. The 
sweeping assertion that no Englishman can 
be reckoned among the subordinates of Levi 
and Mottl, must, however, from so conserva- 
tive a source, come as a surprise—at least in 
the sense of the confession in which it is in- 
tended. Particularly after the condescension 
with which American musical undertakings 
are generally viewed by English critics.

DRINK IS TO BE DOOMED IN ENGLAND, 


Dr. Mark Thompson of Chicago Engaged to 
Test the Gold Cure, 

Dr. Mark M. Thompson of the Thompson 
Institute, West Monroe street and Hoyne 
avenue, has been invited by Lady Henry 
Somerset to go to London in June and there 
put his vichloride of gold cure to a test in 
the Ideal Inebriate Woman’s Home, which 
she has just established. 

‘** Lady Henry Somerset,” said Dr. Thomp- 
¢on yesterday to a reporter for THE TRIB- 
UNnB, “ has projected a charitable inebriates’ 
home on a colossal’ scale. It is located in 
Deer Park, a beautiful farm thotisands of 
acres in extent, not far from London, I 
do not know much aboutit. There is to be 
a large and well equipped building adapted 
to the wants of wealthy patients and ten or 
more cottages for poor women, Each cot- 
tage is to accommodate five women patieftts, 
who will be given a generous patch of 
ground to cultivate, partly for their own 
subsistence and partly to defray the other 
expenses of the establishment. A system 
of premiums and promotions will furnish a 
stimulus for them to do their best. The 
idea is that the retirement, the beauty of the 
surroundings, the freedom from tempta- 
tion, and the medical advice of Sir Henry 
Ward Richardson, who is called the med- 
ical counsel of the institution, will reform 
their drinking habits. 

“When Lady Henry was in this country 
lately she interested herself in finding some 
system of inebriate cure, of which there are 
a dozen or more, to adopt in her institution. 
After canvassing the field she invited me to 
rueet her in New York, in company with 
Miss Frances Willard, and there make pro- 
posals for going to London and testing my 
treatment in her Inebriate Woman’s Home. 
She said the only trouble she found in adopt- 
ing my treatment was that it wasa secret, 
and would be sure to excite the opposition 
or the English physicians on that account. 
But when I told her that I would willingly 
put them in possession of all of my dozen or 
more formule and instruct them in the 
method of treatment she was overjoyed and 
said that settled it. She then told me that 
the Christians in England had been long 
praying for exactly such a man and such a 
system.

ART GOSSIP. 


The Chicago Architectural club opened its 
eighth annual exhibition at the Art Insti- 
tute Thursday evening with a reception, 
which was well attended but not crowded 
at any time. ‘The exhibition includes all 
sorts of plans, working drawings, and per- 
spectives, decorative ideas, metal work, 
sculpture, stained glass and china, which 
latter seems a little out of place side by side 
with fourteen-story steel frame corstruc- 
tion drawings, and plans for State Capitol 
buildings. «As a whole it is interesting and 
up to the high standard set last year. There 
is more that is purely architectural and less 
in the way of fabrics, furniture, metal work. 
and other decorative features. Among the 
noticeable exhibits are those of D. H. Burn- 
ham & Co., Adler & Sullivan, and Shepley, 
Rutan & Coolidge of Chicago; Richard M, 
Hunt, James B. Lord, and Ernest Flagg of 
New York: Wilson Byre of Philadelphia, 
the work of men from the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts, Paris, L. Henry Morgan, H. Hornbos- 
tel, J. Friedlander, Fred M. Mann and John 
Van Pelt, perspectives and drawings by 
R. C. Spencer and many others worthy of 
mention. 

The elevations for the skyscraper Winne- 
bago, by D. H. Burnham & Co., to be erected 
on the northeast corner of Dearborn and 
Van Buren streets, show an artistic gothic 
structure with horizontal sky line, and give 
promise of the best solution of the high 
building so far projected. It will havea rich 
doorway with sculptured spandrels and or- 
namental upper stories and cornice. The 
severe lines of the gothic run up some ten 
stories without a break, finishing in arches, 
The problem of the high office structure is 
almost impossible to solve artistically on 
account of the enormous area of window 
space required, naturally reducing the wall 
space, and the unavoidable monotony of 
repetition, all arranged with the idea of a 
— of utility with a minimum of 
cost. e commercial overcomes the beau- 
tiful and we have fine buildings but not fine 
architecture, Utility must be the governing 
element, but we ought to have beauty and 
grace, too, 

The plans for big buildings in this ex- 
hibition show a welcome advance in this 
direction, and the plate-glass foundations 
of a few years ago are disappearing. Adler 
& Sullivan’s enormous Guaranty Building 
now going up in Buffalo shows a wealth of 
ornament which covers the whole exterior. 
It is in terra-cotta, and an interesting dis- 
play of soine of the details is made in one of 
the smaller rooms. Mr. Sullivan has won 
international renown for his » ornament, 
which is new, intricate, beautiful, and al- 
lows an indefinite application to all sorts of 
surfaces. It has great variety, beautiful in 
flow of line, and is full of vitality: Wilson 
Eyre's suburban architecture is picturesque. 
His 74 looks as if it had been built fifty years. 
He has a way of connecting house, yard, 
sheds, and stables in a most delightful ram- 
bling sort of way that looks cozy and home- 
like. The work of the Beaux Arts students 
shows up well and gives a good idea of the 
thoroughness and quality of student work 
abroad. Americans who have studied in 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts of Paris have 
formed themselves into the “Society of 
Beaux Arts Architects,’ and the gold medal 
design of a #mall theater by Fred M. Mann 
of Boston ig shown in Room 27. Pond & 
Pond show a church and a residence in 
Evanston, which are serious and well de- 
signed. Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge, the stic- 
cessors of Richardson, show a study for west 
front and ‘porch of Trinity Church, Boston. 
The towers are a success and the porch is 
ornate and in style, although it seems to be 
done in a slightly smaller’scale. It shows a 
different hand, but may add to the charm 
the old cathedrals have by being done at 
different periods. They have also a per- 
spective of the Second Presbyterian Church, 
St. Louis, in the Romanesque style, besides 
two residences. 

The exhibit -by Edmund M. Wheelwright 
ovgeht to be bfought to the notice of the 
Board of Education, for it shows that school 
buildings can be built that have a style to 
them and at a reasonable cost. They are 
mostly in the colonial style and are simple, 
chaste, and sensible. His work has been 
much praised in the Hast. If the project 
designed by F. L. Wright for the “‘ Chelten- 
ham Reach Pleasure Resort’ is ever car- 
ried out Chicago will have an interesting 
place for pleasure-seekers. The idea is 
beautifully rendered by C. A. Corwin and 
Hugh M. G. Garden. There are five draw- 
ings from the last Illinois Chapter compe- 
tition exhibited, including the elevation by 
Elmer C. Jensen, which won the gold medal. 
Mr. Hi. M. G. Garden’s elevation is good, 
but the plan seems somewhat unsuited for 
the purposes of a museum. C. E. Birge 
also shows a creditable rendering. The 
First Baptist Church by Patton & Fisher 
is compact and serious and suggests a fine 
interior. They have plans, elevations and 
prospective, of the Chicago Academy of 
Sciences. Dwight H. Perkins shows his 
successful ‘‘Steinway Hall,” and Freder- 
ick W. Perkins a ‘‘ Country Residence.”’ 

Among the most beautiful renderings of 
residences are the three or four delicately 
done and beautifully eolored cottages in 
Room 27. They show modern treatment 
and are artistic as compared to the hard, 
dry perspectives of but a few years ago. 
There are others, by other draftsmen, 
which teem to be too bright and too colored. 
An effect of strength is gained perhaps, but 
at a considerable loss of charm and atmos- 
phere. Mr. Spencer’s drawings of a ceil- 
ing, a cross, a doorway, and a floor were 
done while abroad on his Rotet traveling 
scholarship ‘and are exhibited now in the 
hope that the plans on foot for a similar 
traveling scholarship from Chicago -nay 
be encouraged and to show how well sucha 
student employs his. time. These four 
drawings are remarkable for their accuracy 
and fidelity to the model and are much ad- 
mired by all who see them. A. R. Ross has 
also a large number of well drawn archi- 
tectural details. Richard M. Hunt of Ad- 
ministration Building fame has a stately 
New York residence, and Ernest Flagg 
drawings, and elaborately rendered ones, 
too, of the new Corcoran Gallery in Wash- 
ington, the proposed Tilden Library, and 
a monument to William Cullen Bryant. 

In decoration O. D. Grover has two of a 
series of designs for the dome of the Black- 
stone Library, S. S. Beman, architect, which 
are strong, simple, and fresh in color, and 
conceived in a true decorative spirit. They 
should have been placed higher. Charles 
Holloway exhibits his sketch for the decora- 
tion in Steinway Hall, and Reade & Linden 
show interior decoration schemes. R. W. 
Bock’s relief for the cover of the catalogue, 
which is poorly reproduced, is good both in 
design and execution. W. T. Partridge, in 
his pencil drawings, exhibits a splendid 
technique.’ H. A. MacNeil has the four re- 
liefs for the Marquette Building portal in 
bronzed plaster. A good deal has already 
been saidin praiseofthem. They are spirit- 
ed in composition and well modeled. Tif- 
fany and Lamb of New York have charac- 
teristic work, but the latter’s chancel decora- 
tions in mosaic seem too bright in color. 
The draughtmanship of P. T. Weber is first- 
class and is seen in the plans of D. H. Burn- 
ham & Co. Mr. Weber has also plan ele- 
vation section and perspective of plans for 
the Washington State Capitol. 

The St. Louis Art Association has just fin- 
ished its first exhibition. Judging by its at- 
tractive little catalogue and the reports of 
friends it must have been a success.

T had not been exactly the piping times 
of peace, but rather the times ofa 
fierce and not altogether bloodless 
abolition warfare. The names of Ger- 
ritt Smith, William Lloyd Garrison,

There had been “ rank abolitionists ” and the 


tarring and feathering of’the same. 

There had been bitter feud between the 
North and the South, and the North was 
accused of aiding runaway slaves. There 
had been a mysterious “ grape-vine tele- 
graph” and an “underground railway ” 
whose central office was known to be Bos- 
Yon, and whose.most important transfer 
station was Oberlin, O. There had been 
“squatter sovereignty "’’.and a “ bleeding 
Kansas.” 

“There had been an old man at Harper’s 
erry, lying riddled with bullets, with his 
sons dead at his side, calmly commanding 
his little handful of men and professing un- 
swerving faith in the justice and ultimate 
guccess of his cause. Anda few days later 
there had been this same Old Ossawattomie 


Brown stopping on his way to the gallows 
to kiss a little slave boy and then passing 


on to his execution—for to be ahead of the 
times has been the crime of crimes since 
long before the days of Calvary. 

There had been an intensely partisan spirit 
characterizing the two sections of the coun- 
try which it is difficult, after the lapse of 
years, to realize; for the chasm which once 
yawned deep and dark between the North 
and South has been filled in with dead issues, 
charitable forgetfulness, and generous deeds 
till a new generation can scarcely believe 
that on its now fast leveling brinks once 
waged the most resolute and persistent war- 
fare in which philanthropy, unmixed with 
religious zeal, has ever engaged. 

Men had not learned as yet that nobility 
and worth knew no distinction of North or 
South: that kindliness and love made no note 
of Mason and Dixon's line. Politics in those 
da¥s had been a high chess game, whereoi 
the pawns were men carved in ebony, not, as 
now, the spoils of office.

: In the houses of the village husbands were 
giving and receiving parting advice, which 
eame in broken sentences. Maidens and 
their lovers were vowing lifelong and death- 
less fidelity.

In the village, when the train pulled up at 

the depot, there were young men bidding 
farewell to their sweethearts and husbands 
parting from their wives; one with a care- 
less kiss and ‘‘ Well, good-by, Kate’’; an- 
other with broken words and scarce re- 
pressed tears; others with white face and 
tight-compressed lips which dared not trust 
themselves to: words. 
’ And there were others whose dear ones 
were not with them, who had not thought it 
fitting that strangers should witness their 
partings, and who stood by, stern and si- 
lent, trying to stifie the agony within them. 
” The train pulled out of the station. Hand- 
kerehiefs waved from the crowded platform 
of the rear car till it was lost to sight around 
the bend, and the soldiers were gone to meet 
their fate. 

And then girls with tear blinded eyes, and 
Women with pinched «faces and hard- 
shut teeth turned away to their 
harder fate of waiting and watching, 
of suffering many times the bereavement 
which could come but ohceif at all. There 
rose before them visions of hospitals and 
Southern prisons, of dying messages, and 
lists of killed and wounded. And as they 
walked sadly homeward along the village 
street, or rode through the night along si- 
lent country lanes, life seemed too hard and 
empty and the world too wide and desolate. 

The moon still rode serenely in the hea- 
¥vens_and poured its mystic light down on the 
quivering leaves of the maples. But the wind 
of the October night seemed like a warning 
prophecy of things to come as it stirred the 
leaves, now softly, now gathering volume, 
shaking them from their branches and send- 
ing them in a shower to the ground. 

For nature, too, like people, has her moods. 
In spring she blends all sounds into a ju- 
bilee.

In midsummer the very insects in the 
grasses join in her full strident, triumphant 
chorus:

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The long struggle was ended. The hatred 
which burnt in Northern bosoms had ceased 
to augment with the first blood spilled, for 
these were men and not tigers, and the sight 
of carnage, instead of whetting their appe- 
tites, smote their hearts with grief that the 
blot of slavery could not be wiped out other- 
wise, 

With each succeeding victory the flame 
had sunk lower and lower. When Lee sur- 
rendered it had smoldered in ashes, gen- 
erous men everywhere sympathizinge wit 
the brave General in the coe of his Bory 

And then suddenly, fanned by the breath 
of assassination, it had blazed out afresh 
with deMoniac strength and fierceness, to 
subside again slowly through the years of 
antes asian with many a spark and sput- 

ey. 

The boys in blue marched gayly home, wel- 
comed alike by friend and stranger. At the 
depot of the little village the people of the 
country far and near had gathered to give 
them greeting. Some, whose boys were 
coming home, and some whose boys would 
never come; some who were full of impa- 
tient expectation, and some: who expected 
nothing; women in gay attire with smiling 
faces, and women in black whose eyes were 
red with weeping.

Then a grief-worn woman touched the skel- 
eton’s arm and said: ‘“‘You were in prison 
with my husband.

Or did he suffer 
like this?” And he answered: ‘‘He—he—no. 
The guards shot him when he had been there 
three days,’’ knowing God would pardon the 
humane falsehood. . 

A woman whose only son had been among 
the “missing "’ two years before sought a 
soldier of his regiment to ask: ‘‘ Was there 
no trace—no clew whatever? Could he pos- 
sibly have fallen into the enemy’s hands 


he have lost his mind and be wandering 
somewhere, not knowing who he is?’’ And 
he made reply: “‘Icannottell. I think not.’ 
And she went home, to start at every com- 
ing footstep for yet ‘more years to come, 
hoping against despair that some day it 
might be the footstep of her boy. 

Through it all the old man bent over his 
cane, scarce moving. A stranger asked 
him Kindly: “For what are you waiting?’ 
He slowly raised his head, and, gazing to- 
ward the mound by the church on the hill- 
top, answered: “‘Nothing,’’ and turned away. 

The war was over. And the world went 
its way again, seemingly much as usual. 
For the busy army of bread-winners must 
march on, although many have fallen from 
its ranks by the wayside. 


CROUCH REMEMBERED HIS BENEFACTOR 


Affecting Story Recxlled by the Monument 
Dedication, 

A man who is well known in Chicago told 
this story to a reporter for Tur Triscnz yes- 
terday: 

**The dedication of the monument to the 
memory of the Confederate dead, who lie 
buried in Oak woods Cemetery, reminds me of 
an incident of the civil war in which one poor 
fellow narrowly escaped bemg one of those 
whose deeds are to be commemorated by the 
erection of that shaft. His name was William 
T. Crouch. He wasa member of the com- 
mand of that dashing raider, Gen. John H. 
Morgan, whose deeds of daring occasioned 
not only uneasiness, but serious troyble dur- 
ing the early part of the war. At the time 
Morgan’s command invaded Ohio in July, 
1863, Crouch was captured with the other in- 
vaders and was started toward Chicago and 
Camp  Doug!as. was at Lafayette, 
Ind., when the captured Confederates 
passed through that city. The long train 
of box cars which contained the prisoners 
stopped in thecenter of the city for several 
hours to secure provisions and water. Crouch 
thought he saw an opportunity for escape and 
made a bold dash for freedom. He succeeded 
in getting about 100 feet from the train 
when he was discovered by one of the guards, 
who sent a bullet after him, but Crouch kept 
ov running and was soon out of sight. At 
that time it was not known that the shot took 
effect, and his comrades cheered him go 
heartily that it was feared there would be a 
general attempt at escape, but extra vigilance 
on the part of theguards prevented any far- 
ther breaks for liberty. When the train 
moved away toward the north a detail 
was ieft with instructions to re- 
capture Crouch and take him to 
Chicago. Two days were devoted to search 
for the missing man, but no trace of him 
could be discovered, and the guard was about 
to goon without him when he voluntarily 
surrendered. During the time of his absence 
he had been concealed in the cellar of an 
Irish washerwoman on the hill above the 
city, buta badly shattered arm—the bullet 
fired at him having broken his elbow—forced 
him to come from his concealment, He was 
taken toa hotel and Dr. Chestnut was called 
to attend him. He was placedina bed in a 
room in the reur of the hotel office, where the 
doctor amputated his arm, the elbow having 
been so badly shattered that it would have 
been impossibie to save it, 

** A few hours after the operation I went to 
see him. The surgeon, with whom I was in- 
timately acquainted, said the poor fellow 
needed some delicacies, such as oranges, 
lemons, etc., but had no means of procuring 
them, and needed an attendant as the weather 
was warm. Calling the clerk of the hotel I 
gave him some muney, and told him to see 
that Crouch was supplied with whatever the 
doctor would permit him to huve, and that I 
would furnish money if it should be needed. 
He was a stranger in a strange land, and a 
sufferer, and I thought it was only an act of 
humanity, yet the editor of a partisan sheet 
charged ine with giving aid and comfort toa 
rebe}, and bitterly denounced the act. On 
the toliowing day the editor was soundly 
pummeled by somebody for his denunciatory 
article. 

‘*A few weeks after the surgical operation 
Crouch so far recovered as to be abie to travei 
and was taken to Chicago and imprisoned 
with his comrades at Camp  Dougias. 
Through proper interveution he was thereaf- 
ter discharged, as he was ho longer in condi- 
tion to be a belligerent, and went back to hia 
sunny Southern home.: At that time I had 
no expectation of ever again seeing him, as 
our ways were widely diyergent. 
* At the close of the war 1 became a resi- 
dent of Greenville, Tenn., where [ engaged 
in the practice of law. In 1869 I was counsel 
for the defendant in a replevin suit for a gray 
horse, in which the parties were ers vs. 
Rush, the lutter being then’ the Sheriff of 
County. uring the progress 
of the trial a witness for the 
laintiff was called to tiw stand whose name 
T had not distinctly heard. soIsaid to him: 
‘Whatis your name?’ Quickly turning his 
face toward me he was about to reply, but in- 
stead of answefing mMé arose, and turning to 
Judge Giilenwaters, said: ‘Judge, you must 
excuse me a moment. I know that man,’ 
and almost rushing to meembraced me with 
hig arm and a haif and sobbed ge loud that 
he could be heard throughout the court room. 
He and I understood wh) he Wasso affected, 
buf the court and people failed to compre- 
He was William T. 
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which was given by Mr, Cro 
that wads husky from the emotion which had 
possessed him when he diseovered my pres- 
ence. His story was told in such an affecting 
manner that there was not a dry eye in the 
court-room, and it-wag some time before 
resumed.”

The first glimpse of the long, wavering 
line of rock glistening in the sunlight, over- 
shadowed in places by dark, purple masses 
of smoke, was had from Lockport. This 
quiet little town in itself has much that is 
picturesque. Old-fashioned houses abound; 
flowers and shrubbery fairly run riot in the 
pretty yards. It perhaps needs the fra- 
grant lilacs and sweet blossoms to offset the 
unpleasant odor from the Illinois and Mich- 
izgan Canal. Little but decaying warehouses, 
rotting boats, and caved-in embankments are 
left to tell the tale of the once important wa- 
terway that fifty years ago set Chicago and 
the whole Desplaines Valley wild with great 
expectations, Expectations, too, that were

for many years to be more than realized. 
Fast packet boats—as packet boats go—and 
freight boats crowded ‘the canal. But all 
has changed. I know not what the com- 
manders of the various stone-loaded craft 
may think of their waterway today as they 
literally plow their way through the con- 
gxlomerate mass, but I do know what the 
landlubbers think. 

The canal makes a turn at the upper end 


~of the town, stretching out like a long, nar- 


row ribbon until it turns again and is hidden 
by a-fringe of willows; Through the trees 
the channel embankment shows, and over 
tree-tops the derricks reach out their long 
shackled arms. 

‘ine Drainage Canal is divided into sec- 
tions of about a mile each. The sections 
from Chicago to Willow Springs are let- 
tered, and thence southward are num- 
bered. While the route and depth of chan- 
nel from Lockport to Joliet are pending a de- 
cision by the State Legislature, contracts 
have not been let for pushing the work be- 
‘yond the present Lockport section, num- 
bered 15. Indeed, it is perhaps hardly likely 
that for the presentat least anything more 
will be done than to widen and deepen the 
Desplaines River, allowing the drainage to 
pass through the Joliet basins and on down 
into the Illinois and Mississippi Rivers. 

The Desplaines River here winds through 
beautiful woods, breaks out into flowered 
meadows, dips under a long irregular arched 
stone bridge, turns and turns again past 
low-roofed cottages and stone walls half 
hidden in tangled growth; then under an- 
other long, low bridge, this one rustic in its 
railed and shaky undulations. The beauty 
of the scene is delightful and almost restful. 
Not quite. The ill-smelling water from the 
smaller canal breaks the spell, as here it 
mingles with the until now pure clear Des- 
plaines. 

Shrill whistles, ,louder and louder; warn us 
to get out of the way of a blas@ just as we 
climb the wide embankment or spillway that 
ends Sec. 15. The next instant workmen 
come running, leaping, scrambling over and 
down this embankment. We join the stam- 


_pede—the negroes shouting and laughing, 


the Swedes and men of other nationalities 
somewhat wild-eyed, Irishmen 


sistent in a retreat. We rush across a neg- 
lected potato field, climb over a. broken 
down stone fence, and each man places the 
biggest tree he can find between himself 
and the scene of the expected blast. Ex- 
cited comments are made. One negro in 
particular grows excited beyond control. He 
darts into the open, waves his arnis, dis- 
claims any fear on his part of blasts shoot- 
ing, or any other direful possible catastro- 
phies, and is only silenced by a second and 
last warning from the steam whistle. With 
an unexpected agility he returns to his shel- 
ter. A sharp, loud explosion follows the 
last whistling. Above the mass of smoke 
and dust great stones shoot into the air. 
Higher and higher they mount until it seems 
as though they must have some motive 
power within themselves, so easily can the 
eye follow their flight. : 

In this blast, fortunately, there was but

little scattering of rock. The men are’fully 
alive to the danger incurred in each explo- 
sion, and have many stories to tell of hair- 
breadth escapes by themselves and compan- 
ions from fiying stones. Only the night be- 
fore one of the men in a neighboring section 
was killed in this way by a stone. Though 
he tried to dodge it, it embedded itself so 


’ deeply in his chest that when withdrawn his 


life went with it. Nor are they all of a mind 
as to the best way to avoid the uncertain 
missiles. Some of the men at the last mo- 
ment jumped away from the trees where 
they had sought shelter and anxiously 


_peered into the sky, holding their hats aloft 


to shade their eyes, in readiness to dodge 
should occasion require. 

It is surely a picturesque and unique group 
as the men in their blue blouses and varied 
garbs stand ankle-deep in sweet-wood flow- 


'ers and long grass watching with anxious 


expectancy. I fancy it would recall to a 
Soldier an advance skirmish line, though 
the shooting is all from one central point. 

It was pleasant to hear the men praising 
the forethought and care to protect human 


‘life and “treat the men decently,” as they 


expressed it,that is shown by the contractors 


' around the great pipes of broken stone a 


on this section. Not that any proof was 
shown that it was not so in other sections, 
but here, in any event, the men stood as 
volunteer witnesses to kind and humane 
treatment and swore their ‘‘ bosses ’’ would 
get that much better work out of them for it. 

The men return to work upon a few short 
whistles being sounded, and once more the 
great basin is swarming with busy work- 
ers. Sec. 15 marks them first break in the 
long regular channel, widening out so as to 
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shanties line the canal. Colored men and 
women lounge at the doors and hang out 
the windows, the women generally with 
pipes in their mouths. Cleanliness is not 
apparent. 


Both Romeo and Lemont afford excellent 
opportunities for inspection of the channel, 
as at these points the work is at an advanced 
stuge and the great cantilevers, derricks, 
and hoisting machines are in active 
operation. ‘The channeling machines are an 
interesting feature also, as they noisily cut 
deep grooves on either side, marking the 
boundary line as they go. From Willow 
Springs south the work for the greater part 
is in rock, the earth work extending from 
this point north to the Chicago River. Clay 
pockets are a curious feature frequently 
found in the rock sections. Irregular in 
shape, they dip down from the surface fif- 
teen or twenty feet or more and again are 
found in the rock itself, far underground. 


There is that in Lemont which might be 
expected in a town where large numbers of 
laborers live and congregate. The quarries 
in the neighborhood largely help in populat- 
ing this district, Saloons and unenviable 
amusement places with their inevitable con- 
sequences flourish. If a body is fished out 
of the canal or found stabbed or shot to 
death along the roadside it is not likely to 
arouse any unwonted surprise. All things 
considered it is perhaps rather to be won- 
dered at that there are not more crimes 
committed than have been reported. 


The rambling and patched cottages of the 
more settled labor element, while poverty is 
often only too plainly in evidence, make at 
least a picturesque note in the medley. Ir- 
regular stone walls, broken boards, sticks, 
stumps, and the like fence off bits of made 
ground, suggestive of the “ old country. 


Attractive picnic grounds are just below 
Willow Springs overlooking the channel. 
In strong contrast to this pretty spot, where 
the rich green grass is nearly hidden by 
bright wild flowers, as wretched a little col- 
lection of shanties or shacks have sprung

form a “ windage basin” in which large 
vessels may be turned around. The control- 
ling works are here and will consist of 
gates, or movable dams. The flow of water 
from the main channel into the tail race, 
which is to deliver the outflow in the Des- 
plaines River, will be controlled by these 
ates. 

e While the plans for the controlling works 
have not yet been decided upon by the 
Board of Trustees, the problem in course of 
solution is an interesting and important one. 
From this basin to the upper basin at Joliet 
the fall is about forty-two feet and the dis- 
tance only a little over four miles. There 
are fluctuations in Lake Michigan by vary- 
ing slopes of water surface, and provision 
must be made to meet these fiuctuations 
within a range of five feet above datum and 
eight feet below, or an extreme oscillation 
of thirteen feet, as explained in the report of 
the board, 

Shanties of more or less pretension, all 
guiltless of paint or superfluous ornamenta- 
tion, dot the surrounding woods. They have 
here a much more comfortable appearance 
than many in neighboring sections. 

Midway <is the suggestive name given to 
the rather pretentious quarters of the con- 
tractors in the adjoining section. Clean, 
airy rooms, tempting looking tables,. and 
comfortable quarters for at least part of 
the working force are courteously shown. 


| A statement is here made, not without just 
| pride, that their section—No. 14—for April 
| broke the record for excavation of solid 
| stone with derricks and inclines, 86,000 cubic 


yurds, I believe, being the amount. Of this 
one derrick is credited with 17,500 cubic 


yurds. 
A pond at one side tempts many anglers, 
mostly negroes. Fish seem to be plentiful, 
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up as ever disgraced an otherwise lovely 
spot. 

"Daseeves Russian Poles occupy the place 
by squatters’ rights, working perhaps two 
or three days a month, the balance of the 
time being spent in dissipation. Card play- 
ing, drinking, and fig! ting are the principal 
features. A short time ago in a drunken 
méleé one of their number was terribly cut. 
Upon the arrival of the police, who had been 
called by an eye-witness, the victim was 
found under one of the bushes where he had 
been dragged and left, while his companions 
were coolly playing cards, utterly oblivious 
to his near presence. 

The river diversion here is lined with fine 
spreading trees. Waving reeds and long 
grass half hide the small boats that are 
moored and grouped along the shore. The 
distant line of rocks and dirt, cranes, canti- 
levers, and buildings fill in as a background, 
This same stream, further north, with more 
distinctness, shows its artificial origin, flow- 
ing in shallow channel with rock bottom, a 
well marked diversion. 

North of the diversion great plows with 
many horses attached break the soil. The 
bulky machines at the same time gather up 
the loosened dirt and by an endless belt run 
it out through a trough, where it falls into 
waiting wagons which are driven alongside. 

The gypsy-like camp where the men and

and as we look back and note fishermen, 
small islands, buildings, and all prettily re- 
flected, the effect is not without its artistic 
side. 

Picturesque in a greater and muclrdirtier 
and more forlorn degree are the laborers’ 
quarters across the channel. Winding 


group of low buildings blocks the way. Work- 
men are just finishing their midday meal. 
Many long tables in a large room accommo- 
date the men. The company store is across 
the way. It is all like a Western mining 
camp, each building located to suit the own- 
er without regard to present or possible fut- 
ure neighbors. Around the crooked alleyway 
a wagonload of dynamite passed, the negro 
driver astride one of the four mules that 
composed the team. 

It would seem impossible for one not to be 
affected by the natural beauty of the Des- 
plaines Valley, through which the Drainage 
Canal runs, at least from Willow Springs 
scuth. There is nothing that suggests 
grandeur, but a quiet, restful beauty that is 
perhaps often passed as commonplace by 
the valley residents as they travel to and fro 
on shopping trips, familiarity breeding, if 
not contempt, at least neglect. But there 
bave been many to sing its praises, com- 
mencing with the early explorers, Joliet, 
Marquette, and others. 

Here at Midway, though, it is interesting 
indeed to watch the men of many nations 
in their homely quarters; to see them stream 
to their stations, over broken rocks, across 
great fissures opened by blasts, and down 
into the channel; to watch the little cars and 
buckets loaded, one to go up a steep incline 
by pulley, run along a tram road at the top 
of the pile of rock and dumped at the end; 
the other to be quickly hoisted by the lars- 
est machines of their kind in the world; to 
listen to the noon blasts that boom out 
along the channel as from an artillery en- 
gagement. Yet for one at least the pretty 
meadows, the blossoming hillsides, comfort- 
able looking farmhouses dotting the land- 
scape cannot be shut out from the mind, 

The little railroad station at Romeo is 
suggestive of a siege and active bombard- 
ment. Thick planks of various lengths 
cover the roof, extending far enough to pro- 
tect the windows from fiying stones. Poor 
little Roméo, with its winding roadway and 
decaying warehouses, though attractive 
for an etcher, is at present doomed to bitter 
things. Where prosperous and peaceful 
farmers were wont to trade and enliven the 
little village in swapping horses and stories 
now drunken foreigners hold sway. Saloons 
and their frequenters of the worst class 
have brought disgrace and made crime ram- 
pant, until now, I am afraid, the name is 
likely to suggest all that is undesirable and 
become synonymous with wickedness. 

Along the willow-lined road that led out 
of town drunken men lay; drunken men and 
women were quarreling at the saloon doors; 
drunken men reeled across the fields. 

North of the town rows of rough board 


their teams are quartered are bright and 
lively scenes, especially so in the early 
morning, when getting under way for the 
day’s work, and in the evening it is hardly 
less exciting. The men and teams are wel- 
comed by the camp attendants and barking 
dogs. Occasionally, too, long-horned goats 
may be seen joining the throng, furnishing 
boisterous amusement in their own peculiar 
way. 

Many of the séctions are working night 
and day shifts. The work at night presents 
a weird and strange sight. Electric lights 
are strung along on poles, casting deep

shadows. It if easy to imagine the ponder- 
ous lifting machines, as they raise and 
swing their great arms, belonging to some 
curious race of genii enslaved by the pigmy 
creatures who slowly move here and there 
in the giant-like chasm. 

The magnitude of this great enterprise to 
be properly appreciated must be seen by 
one’s own eyes. From Robey street, Chicago, 
where the channel connects with the Chica- 
go River, to Summit, where the river diver- 
sion commences and where a spillway has 
been provided as a safety-valve to allow sur- 
plus water to flow toward Chicago instead 
of down the valley, to the great Windage 
Basin at Lockport, one will find a work of 
intense interest, marvelous not only as to 
magnitude, but as to the incredibly short 
time occupied in what has already been ac- 
complished. mae G

In civilized countries the average age at 
which women marry is twenty-three and a 
half years. 
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OR years a gentleman of prominence 
during the war made a practice of 
asking every naval and military 
commander -of both the Northern 
and Southern service whom he met 
to jot down in his own words what 

he considered the funniest and the saddest 
incidents arising from the great conflict 
that had come under his observation. The 
greatest men in the Nation complied with 
the request at various times and some of 
the stories have been put together by the 
collector and are now published. The last 
story in the collection came from Gen. Sher- 
man only a short time before he died. Each 
is reproduced exactly as written: 


Gen. Grant’s Saddest and Funniest, 

“Tt was in a field hospital, within whose 
canvas walls many of our brave boys lay 
wounded and dying; among them were two 
comrades who were more nearly like Damon 
and Pythias than any other two men I ever 
knew. They had been born and bred in the 
same town, had enlisted at the same time, 
and had never been separated for a moment 
since they first donned Uncle Sam’s blue 
uniform. I am sure that either would glad- 
ly have laid down his life for the other. They 
had both been slightly wounded before, the 
one having received a bayonet thrust in the 
left arm and the other having had the index 
and middle fingers of his right hand shot 
away. Now as they lay side by side, how- 
ever, their injuries were of a much more 
serious character. The surgeon looked very 
grave, and he turned from one to the other. 
and the gravity of his expression deepened 
as he concluded his second examination. 
Then, as was his custom—far he held it a 
physician’s duty always to inform a patient 
of the true state of his case—he told them 
plainly, but not without feeling, that they 
both had but a few moments to live. 

* *All right,’ said one faintly but firmly, 
‘we will die together, as I always hoped we 
would.’ 

‘*T want to go if Tom goes,’ murmured 
the other. ‘Give me your hand, dear old 
boy,’ he continued, and he reached out his 
left hand toward his comrade. The 
dying man grasped the extended hand, but 
finding it whole and unmaimed he cast it 
away front him, saying, ‘No, no, not that 
hand! I want the one that was partly shot 
away on the battlefield.’ 

‘“‘His comrade extended his wounded hand, 
and Tom, his eyes fast glazing in death, 
clasped it and felt for the stumps of the 
missing fingers. 

‘**This is the hand I want,’ he exclaimed. 
and raising it to his lips his spirit passed 
without a struggle. His friend, by great ex- 
ertion, raed his head and looked at his 
comrade. Seeing that he was no more he 
uttered a loud cry and the two friends were 
reunited. 

“There was no better, more fearless, or 
more loyal soldier than old Jack Dubbin, but 
he had one fault, and that was an overween- 
ing fondness for the whisky bottle, or rather 
for its contents. He had a boon companion 
whose name I never knew, but every one 
called him Uncle Si. While in camp. old 
Jack was taken ill of a fever, and despite 
the unremitting attention of Uncle Si, died. 
The corpse developed an unusual rigidity 
after death and a strange tendency to fly up 
into a sitting posture. Accordingly on the 
night before its burial it was stretched out 
upon a board at full length, resting upon 
two wooden trestles, with its head and feet 
tied down by ropes. Old Uncle Si insisted 
upon watching the remains of his dead 
friend. Shortly after midnight he became 
very thirsty and stepped out to a neighbor- 
ing sutler’s to procure a drink. During his 
somewhat protracted absence two stray cats 
found their way to the tent containing the 
remains of old Jack. When Uncle Si re- 
turned he was naturally indignant at see- 
ing these felines sitting on the corpse—one 
at the head, the other at the feet.

Gen. Joe Johnston’s Yarns. 

“Perhaps the most touching incident 
arising in connection with the war that I 
now recall came to my notice on a railway 
train which also bore as a passenger the 
pretty young wife of a brave young soldier, 
who by daring bravery had secured promo- 
tion from the ranks to a Confederate Cap- 
taincy. The wife was a Pennsylvania girl 
whom he had met while visiting in the North 
and whom he had married and taken to his 
Southern home just before the breaking out 
of the war. He was one of the first to en- 
list in the Confederate army, and to devote 
himself more completely to the cause he sent 
his wife at the first boom of the guns at 
Fort Sumter back to her parents in Pennsyl- 
vania to remain until the great struggle 
was ended. Now, in 1866, five years after 
their separation, she was on her way South 
to rejoin her husband and place in his arms 
their 4-year-old daughter, whom he had 
never seen. It was not long before all the 
passengers on our car knew the romantic 
story of the pretty little woman and her 
beautiful child, and there was not a man 
among us who did not feel a tenderness for 
and a protecting interest in both. There 

‘er was a woman whose heart was more 
fulfof love and joy. She could do nothing 
but talk of the Captain and wonder if he had 
changed so that she could not recognize 
him, or if he wouldn't be able to recognize 
her. ‘Then she would fall to wondering if 
he would know his little daughter if he met 
her in the street by her resemblance to him- 
self, which, as he had never set eyes on her, 
did not seem probable. Throughout that 
long day’s ride we all entered most heartily 
into that dear little woman’s hopes, fears, 
doubts, and joys, and shared them to such 
an extent that we were quite as anxious to 
see the Captain as she was. ° 

‘We reached our journey’s end, and be- 
fore the train had fairly stopped a tall, ele- 
gantly proportioned fellow of 27 came bound- 
ing into our car. The little woman gave 
such a scream of joy as I never can forget, 
and in less time than I ean tell it was stand- 
ing in the car aisle clasped inthe young sol- 
dier’s manly arms, and tears of joy unutter- 
able coursed down two beautiful young 
faces as their lips met. For my own part, 
my own eyes were so full of blinding moist- 
ure that I could see nothing when the proud 
and happy young wife and mother led her 
husband for the first time to the place where 
their little child lay sleeping. 

‘“‘In one of @he early battles ef the war, in 
the hottest part of the action, I felt my coat- 
tails pulled by a young fellow whom I rec- 
ognized as having been employed in a tobac- 
co factory prior to his enlistment. 

“ «Why are you not fighting in your place?’ 
I asked angrily. 

“* Well, I just wanted to tell you that if 
you don’t mind I think I will take my time 
off today.’ 

Made Admiral Porter Laugh and Cry. 

‘“ at the deathbed of my friend Col. H.I 
witnessed what I think was at once the 
most touching and dramatic inetéent of the 
whole war. It was some years after the 
termination of the great conflict, and the 
Colonel had long employed as the children’s 
governess a young Southern lady of great 
beauty and refinement, and as I stood with 
his wife by his dying bed he called this girl 
to him, told her how he had killed her father 
—a Confederate Captain—in a hand-to-hand 
fight, having recognized her by her resem-

No 
matter how thick and black disaster low- 
ered upon our arms, the Colonel never saw 
anything but brightest hope and absolute 
surety of success in the near future. In 
fact, he might, not inappropriately, have 
been styled the Caleb Balderstone of the 
Confederate army, for just as the original 
Caleb was always representing his master 
as being in the most affluent and prosperous 
circumstances, and inventing the most in- 
genious lies to make it appear so, the 
Colonel constantly represented the _re- 
sources of the Southern people to be limitless 
in the same clever fashion. At length, when 
Cefeat stared us plainly in the face, and my 
surrender to Gen. Grant was inevitable, a 
young officer delicately hinted to the Colonel 
that perhaps his confidence in the ultimate 
success of our arms, which was still as 
boastful as ever, was perhaps a trifle over- 
weening. The Colonel looked at him fora 
moment with an expression in which con- 
tempt, anger, horror, and amusement strug- 
gled for the mastery. Then, with hands 
uplifted, hair standing on end, and eyes 
mashing fire, he roared out at the discom- 
fited Lieutenant in the voice of a Stentor: 
‘Dam up Niagara Falls with tissue paper; 
bottle up the Atlantic Ocean in a whisky 
flask; paste ‘‘ To let ’ on the sun and moon:

Many of 
the negroes hailed the coming of the 
Yankees, bringing the freedom of the col- 
ored people with them, as a certain indica- 
tion of the immediate approach of the jude- 
ment day and the end of the world. Conse- 
quently there was great religious excite- 
ment among the darkies, and by many of 
their preachers protracted or revival meet- 
ings were held. The incidents that occurred 
at some of these meetings beggar descrip- 
tion. I remember on one occasion the 
preacher tried his utmost to induce one big 
buck to come to the ‘ morners’ ’ bench, but 
without avail. At length, losing all patience, 
he exclaimed: ‘By de wholly apostle, the 
word ob de Lohd shall done smite dat man,’ 
and suiting the action to the word he felled 
the buck senseless to the ground by a tre- 
mendous blow on the head, delivered with a 
ponderous volume of the scriptures.’’ 


NOT A VICTIM OF WITCHES, BUT FAIRIES, 


A New Explanation of the Strange Tragedy 
in Tipperary. 

An Irish correspondent of the London 
Spectator writes to inform the readers of that 
paper that the English papers seem to have 
missed the real point of that horrible chapter 
in the history of superstition—the murder of 
Mrs. Cleary in the County of Tipperary. She 
did not fall a victim to the belief in witch.

In Munster, when a child appears delicate, 
or ayoung woman consumptive or hysterical, 
the conclusion often is that the child or the 
woman has been carried off by the fairies to 
be madea playmate or nurse to the young 
fairies, and that a fairy substitute resembling 
the person taken uway is deposited in its 
place which gradually declines and ultimate- 
ly dies, The belief is ‘that if the changeling 
be tortured by fire its fairy parents wili hear 
its cries, rush to its aid, carry it back to fairy- 
land, and at the( same time restore the real 
person, who will be found sleeping calmly in 
the bed. 

Cleary and “the neighborsa’’ evidently be- 
lieved that the bemg they tortured was not 
C.eary’s wife, but achangeiing. He addressed 
her: *‘In the name of God, are you meg oe 
Bolana?” (her maiden name) believing that 
thus adjured the being would confess it was a 
fairy. He said when he set fire to her: ** You 
will soon see my wife come down the chim- 
ney,” believing that the fairies'‘would snatch 
away the tortured fairy and restore his real 
wife.

would be Mrs. Cleary riding on a gray horse, 
and that if any one rushed forward and cut 
her bonds with a black-handled knife (a po- 
tent weapon agaliist afl evil spirits) she would 
at once be restored to the world. In the 
** Tales of Terror and Wonder” it was thus 
that Fair Janet rescued Tam Lin from the 
fairies. She sat at Giles Cross on Halloween, 
at the “‘ murk and midnight bour,”’ when she 
sees the fairy host go by: 
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ON’T be alarmed, Monsieur, 
you won’t miss your. train. 
I’ve taken passengers to the 
station for fifteen years and no 
one ever missed a train, sir, 
never!’’

** No use looking at your watch, sir; there 
is something you don’t know and which 
your watch can’t tell you—the train is al- 
ways fifteen minutes late; there never was 
an occasion when it has not been fifteen min- 
utes late.’’

‘*SALLY LUNN” HELPS THE DEADLY WORK

When All the Men Are Dead the Lawyers 
Fight Over the Estates. 


OL. VINEY PICKING’S big plantation 
adjoined that of Gen. Bigelow Tre- 
layan. They had been bosom friends 
from childhood, as their fathers were

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TRICKS OF TRE TRADE 


How the Noted Mr. Hutchinson Profited 
by Being Considered an 
Eccentric Man. 


SPRINKLING A HAT SAVES A BIG FORTUNE. 


Five Thousand Dollars the Price of a Shine 
Taken at the Wrong Time. 


IMES like the present, when the Chi- 
cago grain markets are fluctuating 
wildly and a fortune may be made or 
lost within an hour, are almost always 
attended by incidents so extraordinary as 
to be scarcely credible. There is a trader on 
‘Change who made a vow last week that he 
would never again have his boots blacked. 
The price of a shine has not gone up with 
wheat and the regular quotation is a nickel, 
but the shine in question cost this trader in 
the neighborhood of $5,000. It came about 
in this way. He was thinking that his boots 
needed a brlshing up, but he was watching 
a short line of wheat which was to be bought 
in if the market advanced to a certain figure. 
It was a figure that no one thought would be 
reached that day, but this trader was a trifie 
nervous over it, so he hesitated about going 
over to the blacking stand. As bad luck 
would have it another trader happened 
along and sald, ‘* Charlie, let’s go over and 
get a shine.”’ 

“No,” responded Charlie, facetiously, “‘l 
haven't got the price.” 

“'That’s all right. If you'll go and geta 
shine with me I'll pay for it.” 

Charlie took him up and while they wefe 
getting the shine the market, with one of 
those freaks not unusual during the last 
week, made a sky-rocket upturn and staid 
just a quarter of a cent over the figure at 
which Charlie ought to have bought to save 
a loss of nearly $5,000. He may retrieve 
himself if the market ever declines, but up to 
date he has $5,000 charged up to shine ac- 
count. 

Several years ago there was a long dry 
spell along about the time when corn needs 
a big drink every day. The price of the 
cereal kept mounting upward, and at last 
reached a poirit where a certain bear trader 
who had sold large quantities for future 
delivery before the advance began was 
about at the end of his rope. Margins had

been called on him several times, and anoth- 
er cent advance meant ruin, because he could 
not secure another dollar. The drought 
continued, but the bears were sniffing the 
air every minute with the hope that rain 
would come. There were predictions of 
showers, but the actual water held back. 
This bear trader knew that something must 
be done or he would ‘go broke’”’ before 
the day was over. 

Suddenly a happy inspiration seized him. 
He quietly slipped out to the wash-room 
and, avoiding the notice of any one, sprink- 
led his old white felt hat with water. Rush- 
ing into the corn pit he flourished the 
sprinkled hat wildly over his head and 
yelled: 

*“She’s come, boys. 
rain. Look at that hat.” 

There was a tremendous rush to sell corn. 
iverybody thought the drought had been 
broken, and there was no time to question 
the evidence so suddenly sprung. Corn 
broke a cent, and the trader who knew how 
to make rain without any dynamite was 
saved from being a ruined man.

Among the many drubbings given the boys 
on ’Change by B. P. Hutchinson was a nota- 
ble maneuver of his the morning of the day 
that the great Harper collapse came out, in 
June of 1887. Wheat had experienced some 
such a boom as is being Witnessed at present, 
and everybody had a craving to buy wheat. 
The Harper crowd were famous bulls and 
it had become the fashion to keep along 
with them. Early in the day Mr. Hutchin- 
son, by some unknown means, obtained a 
hint of what was to happen—namely: that 
the Harper people were to give out and the 
market burst into tatters, carrying the price 
down and down. So far as is known no one 
else in Chicago knew what was to happen, 
and whether Mr. Hutchinson dreamed it 
out or not is amystery. 

He came into the pit with a serene smile 
on his face soon after the opening, and tak- 
ing handfuls of his trading cards out of his 
pocket he passed them around, telling the 
boys they could have all the wheat they 
wanted—just to put it down on his card and 
never mind about the price. The crowd 
took it as a good joke, an eccentricity, and 
proceeded to buy all the wheat they could get 
onto the cards. A few hours afterward the 
collapse came, the market tottered, and at 
last reeled over like a drunken man down 
into the depths. After that the boys fought 
shy of Mr. Hutchinson when he offered his 
trading cards around the pit. 


March 7, 1879, a bogus telegram from New 
York came near wrecking one of the largest 
deals in wheat on record in Chicago. Jim 
Keene had accumulated a line of wheat ag- 
gregating over 3,000,000 bushels and had 
raised the price up to a figure over 96 cents. 
He was operating principally through J. K. 
Fisher & Co., members of the Chicago 
board. On the date named ‘* Archie’’ Fisher 
received the following telegram: 

‘‘ Sell whatever wheat, March or April, the 
market will take without declining more 
than three cents. KEENE,”’ 

Fisher was surprised at the order, but act- 
ed on it as imperative, and soid nearly 
2 300,000 bushels of wheat, breaking the 
market. He had scarcely accomplished this 
before a second telegram came in from 
Keene asking what was the matter with the 
market and what had caused the break. 
Fisher at once ‘‘ tumbled ” to the fact that 
something was wrong, and no one but him- 
self saw the second telegram. The market 
was in a ferment, and Fisher for a timeina 
terrible state of mind. However, he quit 
selling in any quantities and let the market 
take its course. After the close of ’Change 
he went quietly to his intimate friends, 
Dows & Co. and Baker & Co., and gave them 
orders to buy back all the Keene wheat the 
next day. Of course the whole proceeding 
was to be kept a profound secret. 

That night “ Archie” Fisher went to a 
dinner party and smiled as i¢ nothing had 
happened. After the dinner party he went 
to the club, and those who were studying 
him to probe the secret of the strange turn 
in the wheat deal never got one suspicion of 
the terrible anxiety under which he was 
laboring. 

The next morning Fisher went into the 
market and made a great furor, pounding 
the price with small lots. The crowd thought 
that the Keene wheat was still coming out, 
and ‘every one was still on the selling side to 
be in line with Keene. Meanwhile Henry 
Norton of Dows & Co. and Mr. Cobb of 
Baker & Co. were quietly buying wheat 
right and left. At the close of Change 
nearly 3,000,000 bushels had been bought for 
Fisher at a lower figure than what he had 
sold it at by mistake, and the error was re- 
trieved more than fully.

One Young Chicago Lawyer Who Lights 
Street Lamps for Exercise.

&<¢ again?” said the officer on the 
beat at Thirty-ninth street, near 
Cottage Grove avenue. *“ Are 
you stirring up the animals 
again?’’ 

“Shure, an’ I am. Aw, but they’re a 
shlapey lot in th’ marnin’! Aut that’s what 
fetches ’em,” and the small, stooped man 
with the well-developed Hibernian accent 
shook a stocky stick which he carried in his 
left hand and dashed along the street ata 
dog-trot, without waiting for further con- 
versation with the officer who had accosted 
him. 

A huge ring of keys jingled at each step. 
and kept merry time to the man’s hurried 
gait. Before Patsy had gone half a block-he 
darted up the steps of a boarding house, ap- 
plied a key, and was soon losttosight. But 
he was out again in a twinkling, and cut 
diagonally across the street to a cottage, 
and again his bunch of keys secured him ev- 
try. Another short interval and. he slipped

his restless way. . 

Many people in this locality know the 
unique vocation of the little man, but many 
more do not, and a passing glimpse of him 
has been a puzzle to numberless unfortu- 
nates who are compelled to rise in the very 
early morning before the first street cars 
start. For twelve years this stooped, wrink- 
led, jolly little Irishman has followed a call- 
ing the existence of which is known only to 
the few men who have occasion to need his 
services and those who come in personal 
contact with him. 

His general headquarters are at the street 
car barns, where he bunks, Four o’clock of 
every morning, rain or shine, finds him out 
upon the street, armed with his big ring of 
keys, his trusty stick, and, in the season of 
long nights, with a dark lantern. 

if his task should once go undone hundreds 
of early passengers on the grip cars would 
feel the effect of such a failure, for Patsy is 
the alarm clock for scores of conductors 
who take the first cars out of the barns. 
However, there seems to be small chance for 
such a contingency, for Patsy is far more 
reliable than any alarm clock yet invented, 
and it is safe to say that a general failure 
on his part would shake the faith of the con- 
ductors in the reliability of the sun, moon, 
and stars. 

Chicago is pre@minently the city of grip 
cars and another species of night-worker 
connected with the great grip lines may also 
be said to be peculiarly a Chicago type. He 
is the cable repair man, and may be seen as 
soon as the cables stop running at about 
midnight. There is scarcely a corner around 
Which the cable makes a turn where these 
men, in groups of four and five, may not be 
seen working with their tripod hoisting pul- 
leys and flaring torches from midnight until 
broad daylight. A group of these workmen, 
squatting in the middle of the street, work- 
ing screw-jacks and drills by the light ofa 
half-dozen torches, presents a striking sim- 
ilarity to an Indian encampment, and but 
little imagination is required to conjure the 
frame of the tripod into the likeness of the 
bare poles of a wigwam. 

The active operation of the Chicago Uni- 
versity revives in this city still another 
class of those who gain their livelihood by 
honest work while the great mass of honest 
people are enjoying their sweetest hours of 
slumber. This night-worker skirts danger- 
ously near to both twilightanddawn. Heis 
armed at evening with a torch-tipped rod, 
but his guiding light is ambition and his 
motto ‘‘Excelsior.’’ In other words, he is 
the student lamplighter, and the dream of 
future achievement always sheds a halo 
over his darkest path as he zigzags from one 
lamp to another, lighting or extinguishing 
thém, as the case may be. The number of 
students who worked their way through the 
old Chicago University by this means is 
legion, and their honorable race is being re- 
vived from. among the attendants upon the 
new and greater institution. 

Among the students who followed this pro- 
fession during the closing days of the old 
university was a young man who is now a 
member of a prosperous law firm in the Chi- 
cago Opera-House Block. Should some of 
the clients of this thrifty and ambitious 
young lawyer chance to arise early enough 
and make a careful scrutiny of the lamp- 
lighter in a vertain district they would proba- 
bly be greatly surprised, and if they held 
fastidious ideas concerning the difference 
between the dignity and respectability of 
manual and professional labor they would 
doubtless be severely shocked, for they 
would recognize in the lamplighter none 
other than the prosperous young lawyer. 
He likes the exercise and has no scruples 
against adding $30 a month to his legal in- 
come, and has consequently not yet reached 
the place where he chooses to relinquish the 
old lamplighting beat which furnished him 
the “‘sinews of war” for his university 
course. What city besides Chicago can boast 
of a man who is at once both lamplighter 
and lawyer, and prosperous in both voca- — 
tions? 

Each lamplighter has a route of from 100 
to 105 lamps and receives from the gas com- 
pany employing him one cent a night for 
lighting and extinguishing each lamp. His 
duties are defined and his hours governed 
by a book of rules furnished by the gas com- 
pany. 

The late night hours, in the minds of the 
sober, early-retiring populace, are intimate- 
ly associated with vice, crime, and dissipa- 
tion; but a brief acquaintance with those 
who are compelled to turn night into day in 
order to earn their bread and keep the great 
wheels of metropolitan life running smooth- 
ly will bring a distinction into the common 
judgment passed upon those who are seen 
returning to their homes in the gray of the 
morning hours.

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N the city’s pay-roll they are called 
detective sergeants; on the street 
they are known as “fly cops”; 
sometimes the entire squad is dig- 
nified with the title of ‘* the secret 
service.’”” And secret they are, for 

not one of them was ever known to admit 
that he knew a thing beyond the score in 
the balli/game or the result of the races. 
Beyond an occasional reference to various

the everyday citizen knows little of the 
detective force. He regards it as more or 
less of a necessary evil—one which must be 
endured until there is such a sweeping 
change in municipal methods that the whole 
department,. root and branch, will be swept 
away. ‘To him a city detective is an able- 
bodied man who, in settlement for political 
work, is given a roving commission to do 
nothing and draw from the city’s treasury 
for doing it. In some few isolated cases he 
is right. But in the great majority. he is 
wrohg, for with few exceptions the city’s 
detectives earn every cent they get. Nearly 
all of them could step from their headquar- 


ters in the City Hall into some private 


agency and be paid as much as they now 
receive. But they stick to the police force 
because they have been on it for years, and 
hope in time that they will be promoted toa 
lLieutenancy or—a dim possibility—to an In- 
spectorship or the position of Assistant 
Chief. 

Almost as little is known of the headquar- 
ters of the detective department as of the 
men themselves and the work they do. Yet 
it is in the very heart of the city, in the 
south end of the City Hall, and nine-tenths 
of the people who enter the big building pass 
the doors which, they think, hide so much 
mystery. Any one can see “ Jack’’ Shea— 
by rank an Inspector of Police and Chief of 
Detectives—any time he passes along Wash- 
ington street between Clark and La Salle. 
His office is on the ground floor, and a big 
plate-glass window opens upon Washington 
street. Close to this window is the roll-top 
oak desk at which he sits and figures on how 
he can best use his men. There is nothing 
mysterious about this room, nor in the room

at the other end of the suite—Room 5 it is 
called—which the public is invited to enter 
and tell its tale of woe, but between these 
two lie the rooms around which the mystery 
hangs—rooms from which .men in citizen’s 
clothes are constantly coming, and which 
other men enter by twos, threes, and small 
squads, It is the men who go in that de- 
light the heart of the small boy who hangs 
about the corridor. He watches them and 
speculates as to which‘are detectives and 
which the prisoner, and what the latter has 
done to cause him to bearrested. Anarrest 
by a policeman in uniform does not cause 
half the excitement that a capture by a 
** plain. clothes ’’’ man does—not even if the 
prisoner in the first case is a murderer and 
in the second nothing but a small boy pick- 
pocket. 

But in spite of the cloud of mystery and 
romance in which the life of the detective 
is enshrouded by the ordinary citizen to the 
detective himself life is as monotonous and 
ordinary a routine as if he spent his time 
carrying a hod. The only excitement he 
.gets is speculating on when pay-day will 
€ome, and when it doesn’t come for two or 
three months, as frequently happens early 
in the year, figuring as to where he will get 
car fare and money to pay fora lunch. 

If it is not his night in the station or he is 
not on street duty the detective can go home 
.like an ordinary mortal. But he has to be 
on hand at roll-call, promptly at 8:30 in the 
morning. Then they are told of what is ex- 
pected of them, and those who have been 
remiss in their duty are told so very plainly 
by Shea. Any officer who has once been 
** roasted ’’ by the “ chief ’’ will tell you that 
he doesn't want to go through the ordeal 
again, for the big detective is as expert in 
heaping ridicule and censure upon an of- 
fender’s head as he is in the use of his fists, 
and many a man can tell how he uses the 


- latter. 


After roll-call comes the ‘‘ show-up.’”’ Then 
the prisomers who are in the cell§ in the 
basement of the City Hall are brought into

the big squad room and placed in a long 
line against the wall, where all the detect- 
ives can see them. The names of the pris- 
oners and some of their aliases are called 
off, and a short dissertation is given by 
Shea or one of the commanding officers as 
to the capabilities of the thief in any partic- 
ular line. Then the prisoners are ques- 
tioned and cleverly “ roasted.’’ This last 
plan has been found particularly effective, 
for when his temper is roused by ridicule 
many a thief who would otherwise go free 
is led to make damaging disclosures regard- 
ing his deeds. 

After the “show-up” the men go about 
their regular work. They all travel in pairs. 
Some of the detectives have regular duties, 
Among 
these are the men who regularly make the 
rounds of the pawn shops to search for 
stolen goods, the men whose sole duty it is 
to recover stolen horses, others who watch 
the banks and depots and other places where 


' people with money are likely to be found, 


and where as a consequence the thief is 
sure to gd. Perhaps a score of the men will 
be on duty in some one of the courts where 
they have been summoned as witnesses 
against criminals on trial; others will be de- 
tailed on special cases complaints of which 
have been received during the night. Of 
those that are left a few will be kept in the 
station on reserve duty and the others sent 
out to patrol the busiest thoroughfares and 
watch the crowds of shoppers for thieves 
and rogues of all kinds. 

By this time the routine of the day’s work

Lieuts. Haas and Wood, and the clerks and 
stenographers settle down to the monotony 
of answering correspondence in regard to 
criminals and listening to the stories of theft 
and swindle told by the people who find their 
way into the office. But while this is the 
time of monotony. for the policemen, it is a 
period full of odd sights and stories for the 
ordinary layman. 

Matters had been running along quietly 
for an hour the other day. The only com- 
plaint that had Gome was one made by a 
woman. 
was sure it had been stolen. She thought it 
might have been taken on the street car as 
she was coming from her home, or possibly 
in the crowd of shoppers on State street. 
There was also a chance that it had been 
stolen in one of the half dozen big stores she 
had beentin. In addition to this there wasa 
possibility that she had dropped it on the 
etreet or left it on some counter when exam- 
ining goods. The pocketbook contained $1.32, 
some samples of dress patterns, and a child’s 
gold ring. Lieut. Haas heard the story and 
promised to do his best, though he did not 
hold out any hope of a return of the missing 
property. Then the woman explained that 
the pocketbook contained all the money she 
had with her, and consequently she was 
without car fare with which to get home.

PERQUISITES OF THE HAUGHTY JANITOR 


How the Autocrat of Your Flat Manages to 
Make a Living and Something More. 

If statistics were obtainable on the sub- 
ject it is reasonable to believe that a fair 
percentage of the people in Chicago who 
moved out of one set of flats into some other 
the first of the month are wishing they had 
the *‘ old janitor ’’ back again; that is to say, 
the janitor of the flat which they left. 

For there are janitors and janitors. Nom- 
inally the proprietor of the building is ‘‘boss’’ 
and responsible for its management, but 
practically the question as to whether mar- 
ried life in a flat is a success or a failure de- 
pends upon the functionary with whom you 
come immediately in contact or upon whose 
good or ill will it depends whether or not 
the lines of your household shall be laid in 
pleasant places. There are always little 
things to be done or undone, such as taking 
off a door where your wife wishes to hanga 
portiere or shifting the refrigerator from 
the kitchen to the back porch, making a 
new key or repairing a lock, turning on more 
heat in the winter time, or seeing that the 
garbage is removed promptly in summer. 
By the readiness with which he meets these 
requirements his good standing as a janitor 
is determined. If he neglects you it will do 
no good in nine cases out of ten to bother 
the landlord about it nor the landlord’s 
agent, because the interest of both in you 
practically ‘ceases—until May day. ap- 
proaches again—when you have given ap- 
proved references and signed the lease. If 
you do succeed in getting a hearing of your 
complaint from either the agent or the land- 
lord the janitor can usually set up overwork 
at the particular time you called on him as 
an excuse for his failure to attend promptly 
to your requirements, and as you have no 
means of disproving his statements you lose 
your case, and your last state is worse than 
your first because, having taught you this 
wholesome lesson en the folly of rebellion, 
his misrule, so to speak, is thereafter more 
rigorous than ever. 

There is only one way to secure satisfac- 
tory service from the average janitor, and 
that is to fee him judiciously. If your neigh- 
bor is less diplomatic than you are his gar- 
bage may be left to breed diphtheria, which 
will be as dangerous to your premises as to 
his, but on the whole your position will be 
much more endurable than if the tip is neg- 
lected. The janitor in this respect stands 
in much the same relation to the tenant 
that the sleeping car porter does to the trav- 
eler. He is expected to get tips when he is 
hired and his compensation is fixed on this 
supposition. He is furnished’a residence. 
usually in the basement, for himself and 
family, and receives a moderate salary. 
aa he makes beyond this he makes by his 
wits. 

If he is shifty there are various sources of 
revenue open to him, For one thing he is 
usually handy with tools and can do odd 
jobs of repairing for the tenants. If keys 
beyond the allowance are wanted he makes 
them and gets 25 cents apiece for them. One 
of the first things he does is to introduce 
himself to people who are moving in and 
offer to get any service that may be wanted 
for housecleaning or putting down carpets. 
If ‘he is enterprising he includes servants 
for permanent positions for general house- 
work and so constitutes himself a kind of 
employment agency. From each of those 
who get work of this sort he receives a smail 
commission. 

In the winter time if one of the tenants 
wants a cheerful grate fire either for the 
picturesque effect of the thing or to supple- 
ment the heat furnished by the fireman— 
which, being supplied on the syndicate pian, 
is not suited to all tastes—the janitor can 
always let you have the coal and he charges 
a liberal advance on the current market 
quotation. He is presumed to get the coal 
from his own bin, but there is a tradition 
that much of it comes from the bins of ten- 
ants who have stocks of theirown. No mat- 
ter how large the demand may be he is al- 
ways equal to the emergency. 

When you get ready to move away he calls 
to express his regret at the fact and adds 
that if you have not engaged a man to move 
you he has a reliable one to recommend and 
can also send you equally competent help 
for cleaning windows and tacking down car- 
pets in your new residence. So that, in the 
expressive phrase of an eminent Kentucky 
editor, he ‘catches ‘em comin’ and he 
catches 'em goin’,’’ and so manages as a rule 
to make a good living and lay by something 
for a rainy day: besides.

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RIDE AT CHICKAMAUGA.

HE objective point of what is known 
as the Chickamauga campaign was 
Chattanooga; which is the southern 
gateway of the Alleghanies. Rose- 
crans had crossed the Tennessee, 
successfully maneuvered the enemy 
out of Chattanooga, and thrown 2,800 men 
into the. place. But a greater work re- 
mained—to march his whole force into it in 
the face of Bragg’s army, heavily reinforced 
and largely outnumbering his own. To de- 
cide who should hold and occupy Chatta- 
nooga was fought the battle of Chicka- 
mauga. 

The first day’s battle left the Union forces 
in possession of the approaches to the city, 
and when he met his corps commanders on 
the night of that day Rosecrans said, in sub- 
stance, to Gen. Thomas, who commanded 


his left: “ Your line lies across the road to _ 


Chattanooga. That is the pivot of the bat- 
tle. Hold it at all hazards; and I will rein- 
force you, if necessary, with the whole 
army.”’ 

In his oration on the life of Gen. Thomas 
Gen. Garfield said: ‘‘ During the -whole 
night the reinforcements of the enemy were 
coming in. Early the next morning we were 
attacked along the whole line. Thomas com- 
manded the left and center of our army. 
From early morning he withstood the 
furious and repeated attacks of the enemy, 
who constantly reinforced his assaults on 
our left. About noon our whole right was 
broken and driven, in hopeless confusion, 
from the field. Rosecrans was himself 
swept away in the tide ef retreat. The 
forces of Longstreet, which had broken our 
right, desisted from the pursuit, and, form- 
ing in heavy columns, assaulted the right 
flank of Thomas with unexampled fury. 
Seeing the approaching danger, he drew 
back ‘his exposed flank toward the base of 
the mountain and met the new peril.”’ 

Thomas saw in time the approaching dan- 
ger and was enabled to check the enemy and 
save the army; and in telling how he came 
to see it I shall have to relate the perilous 
ride of Gen. Garfield over the bloody field of 
Chickamauga. 

It must. be borne in mind that the Union 
army had a line of fully four miles, and was 
operating in a broken country—half forest 
and half cotton fields—from no one,part of 
which was it possible to take in the move- 
ments of the entire army. Rosecrans had 
established his headquarters for that day 
in the-rear of his center and right wing, and 
. on one of the foothills of Missionary Ridge. 
He was there about noon, surrounded by 
Gen. Garfield, his chief of staff: Maj. Frank 
S. Bond, his senior aid, and several order- 
lies, when Capt. William B. Gaw, Chief Fin- 
gineer on the staff of Gen. Thomas, rode un 
to his headquarters. The Captain had been 
sent by Thomas with a message to Gen. Neg- 
ley, and had passed in the rear of the right 
center just as Wood opened the fatal gap 
into which Longstreet plunged, breaking 
McCook’s corps into fragments. Reining 
his horse to the right Gaw had got out of the 
way of the. fugitives. A moment before 
* Rosecrans had caught a distant view of 
some scattering troops straggling over the 
hills, and he called out to Gaw as he ap- 
proached, ‘‘ What troops are those coming 
down the hill?’’ 

The anewer was: ‘“ They are part of Mc- 
Cleve's reserve—the right center is broken.” 

In another moment the hills were swarm- 
ing with a disordered rabble, and Rosecratr.s 
realized the serious nature of the disaster. 
He saw at once that the fate of the battle 
hung on Thomas’ holding firmly his position, 
which commanded the road to Chattanooga. 
He-was cut off from the main body of his 
men and from Thomas’ headquarters; but, 
after an ineffectual effort to rally the broken 
troops, he ordered Capt. Gaw, who knew the 
country well, to find a, way to Thomas. 
They moved forward, but had gone but a 
short distance when Capt. Gaw’s orderly 
was shot from his horse, and they found be- 
fore them a dense mass of theenemy. Gaw 
then reported that the only way to reach 
Thomas was by a circuit: through McFar- 
land's Gap—a distance of eight miles. They 
set vff In that direction, and soon coming to 
a point where the road forked—one fork 
leading to Chattanooga, the other to the posi- 
tion of Thomas—they halted to breathe their 
horses; and then Rosecrans directed Gar- 
field to ride on to Chattanooga, from there to 
send forward anrmunition, and to make the 


necessary preparations for the holding of 


the place in case Thomas should.be obliged 
to retire before Lengstreet, Intending him- 
self to proceed at once to Thomas. 

**Gen. Garfield’’—I here quote ithe 
statement of Maj. Frank S. Bond—‘“ asked 
a number of questions, and evinced a hesi- 
tancy in undertaking the great responsi- 
bility of issuing such important orders in 
Rosecrans’ absence, when finally the Gen- 
eral said to him: ‘ Very well, I will go to 
Chattanooga myself. You go to Thomas. 
He has nine of our fourteen divisions, and 
will undoubtedly hold his pesition until 


nightfall. Tell him to then pit out a double. 


line of skirmishers, and after dark with- 
draw his troops to Rossville Gap; and you 
report to me at Chattanooga as to the con- 
dition of affairs with Thomas.’ ”’ 

When they parted the sound of heavy fir- 
ing in the direction of Thomas had almost 
ceased, indicating that he held his position, 
and the battle was substantially over for the 
day. With Garfield and Capt. Gaw and two 
of the orderlies they made a wide detour to 
avoid the Confederates, and by the route 
they took it was eight miles to Thomas, and 
at any turn they might come upon the en- 
emy. Soon striking a dark, pathless wood— 
a tangled undergrowth of intertwisted bush 
and briar—they skirted for two miles the 
low bottom lands of the Chattanooga Val- 
ley. Thence their route was clear to Ross- 
vile. At Rossville they took the Lafayette 
road, guiding their way by the sound of the 
firing, and moving cautiously, for they were 
then nearing the battlefield. The road there 
was scarcely more than a lane, flanked on 
one side by a thick wood and on the other by 
an oper cotton field. 

No troops were in sight and on they gal- 
loped at a rapid pace. But when they had 
left Rossville a thousand yards behind sud- 
denly from along the wooded side of the road 
a volley of a thousand minie balls fell 
among them thick as hail, wounding one 
horse, killing another, and stretching the 
two orderlies on the ground lifeless. They 
had ridden into an ambuscade of a large 
- -body of Longstreet’s skitmishers and sharp- 
shooters, who, having entered the fatal gap 
._in the right center, had pressed that far on 
the flank of Thomas, with the evident design 
of falling upon him in overpowering num- 
bers. Therefore, it was all important that 
Thomas should be warned of the impending 
danger. 

Garfield was mounted on a magnificent 
horse, who knew his bridie hand, and put- 
ting spurs to his side he leaped the fence 
into the cotton fleld. The opposite side of 
the lane was lined with gray blouses, and a 
single glance told him they were loading for 
another volley. He told me that he had been 
in tight places before, but this was the 
tightest. Pressing his lips firmly together, 
he said to himself: ‘‘Now is your time—be 
a man, Jim Garfield!’ He spoke to his 
horse and laid his left hand gently on the 
rein of the animal. The trained beast 

his touch, and putting the rowells 
into his side he took a zigzag course across 
the cotton field. It was his only chance; he 
had to tack from side to side, for he was a 
dead man if they got a steady aim upon him.

four miles, until they climbed a wooded crest 
and were within view of Thomas, Ina slight 
depression of the ground, with a small group 
of officers about him, he stood in the open 
field, while over him was sweeping a storm 
of shotted fire that fell in thick drops on the 
high foot hill that Garfield was crossing. 
Shot and shell and canister plowed up the 
ground all about Garfield, but as he caught 
sight of Thomas he halted in the midst of the 
storm; and with uplifted arm shouted: 

“There he is! God bless the old hero! He 
has saved the army!’’ For amoment only he 
halted: then he plunged down. the hill 
through the fiery storm and in a few mo- 
ments more was by the side of Thomas. 

As the two men embraced each other the 
noble horse that had so bravely borne Gar- 
field through that hurricane, struck by an- 
other bullet, staggered a step ortwo and fell 
dead at the feet of Thomas. 

‘In hurried, broken sentences Garfield tells 
Thomas that he is outflanked, and that the 
whole Confederate army of 70,000 is closing 
down upon his right wing to crush into 
fragments his weary force of 25,000. He 
must withdraw his right wing and form line 
again upon the crested horseshoe which is 
before them at the base of the mountain. 
Quick the order is given and quick the move- 
ment is made, yet not a moment too soon; 
for yonder, from behind a clump of trees, 
emerges the head of Longstreet’s bristling 
celumns. He-has turned back from the pur- 
suit of McCook and now is coming to anni- 
hilate Thomas, and Thomas’ men are too 
few, for his line falls short by 300 feet of the 
spur of the mountain. Longstreet perceives 
this gap, heads his columns forit, and in ten 
minutes more will have struck Thomas on 
flank and rear fatally. 

Now nothing short of a miracle can save 
Thomas, and “the days of miracles are 
passed,” say the theologians. Still there 
must be an invisible power that controls 
events in the heavens and on earth, for just 
at this critical moment a heavy column is 
seen on the hill down which Garfield has 
just ridden, and in another moment a horse- 
man covered with foam is by the side of 
Garfield and .Thomas. He is a siightly 
formed man, a little slab-sided, with dark 
hair, projecting brows, and deep — black 
cavernous eyes, from which now a black 
flame is flashing: It is Gordon Granger. 
He. has heard the firing four miles away, 
and, without orders, has come to the rescue 
cf Thomas. He points with his sword tothe 
men on the hill and cries: ‘‘ Where will you 
place us?’ Thomas stretches his hand 
toward the 300 feet gap, against which 
Iongstreet is coming, and simply says: 

‘ There.’ 

[The owner of this land told me person- 
ally in 1880 that from this single hill he had 
dug and sold 400 pounds of lead in bullets. ] 

Back up the bullet-swept hill Grangér gal- 
lops, and instantly his 3,700 men, led on by 
the hefoic Steadman, are rushing down to 
the defenseless gap like a bristling ava- 
lanche. They are not a moment too soon, 
for Longstreet’s heavy columns are at the 
breach, and now comes the collision. Gar- 
field told me that it was like the coming to- 
gether of two immense railway trains in 
full career—th® forward columns shivering 
to atoms and going down in a common de- 
struction. Steadman’s horse is shot on the 
full gallop and his rider is hurled fifteen feet 
forward by the momentum; but, turning a 
complete somersault, he alights on his feet 

and urges on his men as if nothing had hap- 
pened. For forty minutes the onset lasted, 
and then a ghastly breastwork of 3,000 dead 
and dying bluecoats and gray fills the nar- 
row gap. But the Army of the Cumberland 
is saved from destruction. Now, beaten and 
baffled, Longstreet withdraws his seething 
columns and not another blow is struck by 
the magnificent army that Bragg has gath- 
ered, for that night Thomas holds Rossville 
Gap, and meanwhile Rosecranz has rallied 
the fugitives dt Clmttanooga, and in twenty- 
four hours built a cordon about it, behind 
which he can defy the .entire armies of the 
Confederacy. 


SOLDIERS REMEMBERED IN MARBLE, 


Fine Shaft and Statue Erected by a Pa- 
triotic Michigan Town. 

The Grand Army post at Lawton, Mich., 
will soon make a handsome gift to the town. 
Two years ago the veterans living there con- 
ceived the idea of erecting in a prominent 
location in the place a substantial monu- 
ment to commemorate the deeds of their 
boys in blue, of whom there was a large 


number. L. C. Woodman Post, No. 196, 


began giving a series of entertainments 
from which sufficient revenue was received 


to warrant the making of a contract fora 
suitable stone. The cost of the monument 
was $1,500, and this sum was collected 
within $150. Then H. P. Waters and James 
H. HaH indorsed a note for the remainder, 
and the handsome piece of granite was set 
up on a plot of ground near the railroad 
depot. It was dedicated to its noble pur- 
pose on the Nation's birthday by Gen. Rus- 
sell Alger. It was made in Jackson of fine 
Scotch granite and is surmounted by a life- 
size figure of the American volunteer sol- 
dier. On one side of the highly-polished 
shaft the badge of the Grand Army is cut, 
and below it is the inscription: 


Our : 
* Fallen i Barons : 
1861 to 1865. 


There are Grand Arey and military em- 
blems cut on each of the four sides of the 
frieze. The site will be improved and orna- 
mented, and then the whole will be pre- 
sented with imposing Ceremonies to the City 
of Lawton, This will take place as soon as 
all existing obligations are met, and this 
will take place before Decoration day.

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IX years ago, at an anniversary meet- 
ing held in Boston, the American Bap- 
tist Education Society formally re. 
solved *to take immediate steps to- 
ward the building of a well-equipped 

college in the City of Chicago,” 

This was in May, 1889. But Jt was nof 
till October, 1892, that records began to be 
made in the new University of Chicago. 

Some twenty-five years ago Jeremiah Ma- 
honey, the principal of tne Wells School, Chi- 
cago, and a verse writer of some repute, read 
ata public function a jingle the first lines of 
which were: 

Three arts are trades with every critic fool, 

Religion. polities, and teaching school. 

To Dr. W. R. Harper, perhaps, more than 
any other educator is due the credit of having 
escued the didactic aspects of these three 
arts from the grasp of the pedagogue and the 
tradesman. It is not to his ability as a re- 
ligionist, nor as a politician, nor, indeed, as a 
teacher, but to all combined that Dr. Harper 
has so far succeeded in laying the foundations 
of a great international university. 

Judging from the amount and character of 
criticism which has been directed at Dr. 
Harper and his methods durimg the three and 
half years of the Uaivergity of Chicago’s 
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which will probably be built at an expense of 
$75,000 and will be the gift of the women of 
Chicago to the university. 

When completed the university’s materia! 
equipment Will bear a description something 
as follows; Theterritory bounded by Fifty- 
seventh and Fifty-ninth streets, E:lis and 
Lexington avenues, will include four ‘* quad- 
rangies”’ or courts formed by a more or less 
continuous pile of university buildings. 

‘There will be a Graduate Quadrangle, a 
Woman's Quadrang!ie, and two Undergraduate 
Quadrangles, A University Hall and Library 
and a Chapel, probably to be founded upon 
the David Swing, foundation, will form the 
keystones to the entire collection. These 
buildings will be considerably higher and of a 
style of architecture noticeably different from 
the adjoining buildings. 

In the perimeter of the Graduate Quadran- 
gie will be found Cobb Lecture Hall, Gradu- 
ate Dormitory. two divinity and 
three ‘unnamed dormitories, the Rust 
Commons, or Dining Hall, a § His- 
tory Building, a Lecture Hall and taree 
halls to be devoted to ancient languages. In 
the Women’s Quadrangle there will be three 
Modern Language Buildings, a Geological 
Building, Waiker Museum, a general mu- 
eeum, the Kate Neweil Doggett Hail. Beecher 
Hail, Kelly Hall, Foster Hall, and several 
buildings on the south whose offices have not 
been determined upun, In the vicinage of 
the two Undergravuate Quadrangles wiil be 


however, that to the biological depart. 
ments the obligations which it’ assumed 
in their organization have been 
less satisfactorily tilled than to 
any other, Withgeology temporarily housed, 
with physics, chemistry, and astronomy per- 
manently provided for, there still remains 
the task of making the nedessary, provision 
for the great group of biological depart- 
inents—zodlogy, botany, paleontology, 
physiology, and anatomy. It is literally im- 
possible for the work to continue in its 
present quarters. The laboratory needed can 
be built for $100,000. Work may begin 
within thirty days if the money is at hand. 
‘The pian of the law school has been in 
large part prepared. In order to establish a 
school which from the beginning shail be 
proininent among similar schools in this 
country, a school to which only graduates of 
colieges shail be admitted, a school for the 
study of jurisprudence as well as practical 
law, the university needs $30,000@ year for 
ealaries and $50,000 for a library. “If there 
were thirty men who would contribute $1,000 
a year for five years towards salaries of pro- 
fessors until the schoo! could be fairly estab- 
lished and until some permanent funds could 
be secured the university would undertake 
the work and the school would be open for 
instruction Oct. 1, 1895. 
‘The most pressing general need of the 
university today is a place in which to con- 
duct public meetings. Up to this time money 
has been given to the university for the most 
part in large sums by men of wealth. The 
time has come for an effort to be made which 
will eniist the sympathy and codperation of 
the largest possible number of persons. 
Up to this time the members of the 
university, the professors and students, have 
done little to advance the material interests

existence, that institution is anything but a 
realization of the original plans of its pro- 
moters and the Baptist denomination at large. 

Aithough, by its charter, two-thirds of the 
Board of Trustees of the University are to be 
Bapti-ts, Dr. Harper never misses an op- 
portunity to disabuse the public of the notion 
that the university isa Baptist Institution. 
The facts, too, that a Swing Memoria! chapel, 
a Cumberland Presbyterian House, and a 
Disciples of Christ House are to be erected 
within the curtilage of the university attest 
to the sincerity of Dr. Harper’s liberality. 

With a present active teaching force of 105 
giving 210 courses to 1,000 students, a large 
percentage of whom ere graduates and one- 
third of whom are women, and with property 
valued at over $6,500,000, the university 
may fairly be said to have passed its experi- 
mental period so far as its permanency as an 
institution is converned. To what extent and 
in what time.it will realize its ideals is an- 
other question. 

The criticism has been made that the uni- 
versity is weak in its undergraduate depart- 
ments. To this answer is mude that the in- 
stitution is essentially a graduate schoo! and 
the weakness complained of results more 
front’ comparison with graduate professors 
than from the absolute inefficiency of the 
lower grade. instructors. 

There are few men inthe country who, in 
their particular lines, rank with such men as 
Dr. von Holst, Dr.,C. O. Whitman, Dr. G. W. 
Northrup, Prof. R. G.j; Mouiton, Prof. 
Michaelson, Prof. Chamberlin, or Prof. 
Hale. 

As a rule, University of Chicago instructors 
are young men—one in botany having not 
reached his majority. The tendency in the 
public mind to associate wisdom with gray

This gives a total of 105 instructors, 210 
courses, 2,027 men students, 913 women 
students. and atotal of 2,940 students at- 
tendant upon the various courses offered in 
the university during the present quarter. As 
each student usually takes three courses, the 
present attendance is approximately 1,000. 

Owing to the fact that a student may enter 
any quarter, and the further fact that the in- 
stitution runs the year round, the exact ah- 
nual attendance is very difficult of statement. 
but is donsiderably over 1;000. During the 
summer quarter of 1894, the first summer's 
“courses given in the university were attended 
by 605'students, 403 men and 202 women. 
Of the present registration, one-half are 
women in the Departments of Art and Liter. 
ature, and one-third women in the Depart- 
ment of Science. Seven women are scheduled 
for work in the Divinity School. It wouid 
take one student at least seventy years to 
graduate from all departments of the uni- 
versity. 

The university grounds front south on the 
Midway Plaisance, having Eilis avenue on the 
west and Lexington avenue on the east. 
Washington Park is about four blocks west 
and Jackson Patk seven biocks east of the 
site. The university grounds cover four 
blocks and contain nearly twenty-four 
acres, The buildings already erected on 
the campus are the following: Cobb 
Lecture ail, a general recitation and 
administration building. a group of 
three graduate and divinity dormitories; 
Kent Chemical Laboratory; Sneil Hall, a 
dormitory for undergraduate men; Beecher, 
Kelly, and Foster Halls, for women, Walker 
Museum ; Ryerson Physital Laboratory. and 
a temporary structure-containing the general 
library, a gymnasium for men anda gymna- 
sium for women. Work has begun on the 
Yerkes Observatory at Lake Geneva, Wis., 
the plans of the Rust Commons have been 

pared and the ground has been surveyea 
oe the Haskell Orrental Museum. 


The foundation stones have also been laid : 


for the Kate Newe:l Doggett Hail for women, 


Snell Hall, Physiological Building, Kent 
Chemical Laboratory, the Anatomical Build- 
ing, Botanical Building, Zodlogical Buiiding, 
Biolegical Lecture Hail, Ryerson Physical 
Laboratory, and a comp/ement of dormitories, 
aiso a gymnasium. 

It will be observed that no mention is here 
nade of material equipment for law, medi- 
cine, techpology, or music. These depart- 
ments must of necessity be housed with other 
departments or bedriven outside the quad- 
rangles. Much will depend upon the endow- 
ments which will bring these departments 
into existence. The university is very much 
in need of more land, and it is quite likely 
that the Vacant block west of Cobb Hall on 
Ellis avenue and the property eastot Ellis 
and north of Fifty-seventh street, now 
owned by Marshal! Fieid. will be finally pur- 
vhased by the university. "The block bounded 
by Fifty-seventh street, Fifty-ninth street, 
Lexington avenue, and Woodiawn avenue has 
aiso been partiy preémpted by university peo- 
ple. Upon the west portion of it stand the 
residences of Dr. Harper and Prof. Laughiin, 
and thé quadrangie c.ub-house will decorate 
tne northwest corner before snow flies. 

The Yerkes Onoservatory is the only univer- 
sity bui.ding now in contemplation which will 
lie without the quadrangles. When compieted 
it will be used for graduate instruction and 
original research in astronomy and astro- 
physics. Among the principal instruments 
will be a 40-inch equatorial, 16-inch equa- 
torial, 12-inch *“*twin”’ telescope with visual 
and photographic objectives, spectro-heiio- 
graphs, solar and stellar spectroscopes, etc. 

The 40-inch equatorial will be tne largest 
and most powerful refracting telescope ever 
constructed. ‘The objective is being made by 
Alvan Ciark & Sons and Warner & Swasey. 
The mounting has already been completed; 
it was exhibited at the Fair. 

The stee! dome covering the telescope will 
have a diameter ct about eighty-five feet. 
The observing slit will be ‘ifteen feet wide 
and extend from the horizon beyond the zen- 
ith. The details of the observatory construc- 
tion have been given by Tue Trisunz. It is 
expected that the observatory wiil be com- 
pleted by fail. 

Numerous and conflicting reports have been 
printed respecting the finances uf the univer- 
sity. The followmg statement for the year 
ending June 380, 1894, of the university’s 
finances, made to’ the State Superintendent 
of Pubiic Instruction by T. W. Goodspeed, 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees of the uni- 
versity, is official so far as it gues:

The President’s salary is $10,000 a year, 
head professors receive $7,000, and fellows 
receive as high as $600 a year. 

In a Statistical sheet published by the Uni- 
versity of Missouri Feb. 25, 1895, and en- 
titled ‘* Statistics from Some Universities for 
1894.’95,”’ the University of Chicago re- 
turned the follow:ng figures, showing value 
of equipment (not including buildings or 
furniture); Geology, $25,000; chemistry, 
$27,000; physics, $27,000; biology, $34,- 
000; and libraries, $200,000, Considerable 
additions have been made since the publiica- 
tion of this report. 

Since June 30, 1804, at which time the to- 
tal vaiuation of property held by the universi- 
ty was returned as $5,034,000, upwards of 
$1,455,000 has been either actua:iy received 
or piedged. Of this amount $1,000,000 was 
received July 1, 1894. the principa: contribu- 
tors being John D. Rockfeller, $651,000; 
Mrs. Caroline E. Haskell, $100,000; Martin 
A. Ryerson, $100,000; Sidney A. Kent, $35.- 
000; George C. Waiker, $17,500; Silas B. 
Cobb, $15,000; H. H. Kohisaat, $10,000.

of the university. An effort undertaken by 
the faculties and students would be appreci- 
ated by the board, by the public. and, 1 am 
very sure, by Mr. Rockefeller. There is noth- 
ing on which the general interests of the uni- 
versity would be united so easiiy and strong- 
ly as upon a general buiiding like a chapel. 
The sum expended should be $250,000, of 
which $50,000 should be set apart for the 
maintenance of the building. It might bs 
wise to begin the erection of the building 
when $100,000 had been subscribed and con- 
tinue the work as rapidly as the subscriptions 
would permit.

‘The best of her new 
songs is called ** Morphinée,”’ and she appears 
as the forlorn woman bound hand and foot to 
the morphine habit, not helplessiy intoxi- 
cated with it, but bending and swaying about 
in a kind of visionary stupor or dazed dream. 
It is in this song that,she gives that peculiar 
** Banshee cry,’’ or minor wail; ‘which you 
hear so often spoken of in the ghostly legends 
and weird tales of dear old Ireland. The 
Celtic nature and poetry are well represented 
in Yvette Guilbert. Andonly fancy that a 
very few years ago this extraordinary genius 
was exhibiting dresses on her shapely person, 
trying bennets on her artistic head, and 
wheedling customers into purchasing goods 
in one of the largest linendraper’s establish- 
ments in Paris. She was only a ‘“shopgirl,”’ 
and now, thanks to her divine art, she prom- 
ises to be as wealthy as an Empress. 

She confided to me that she was dreadfully 
nervous about her forthcoming visit to your 
country, and she has somehow got it into her 
clever head that all of you good people, men 
and women alike, are prejudiced: against her.

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* HE bare announcement by the 
Messrs. Scribner of a new book by 
Mr. Frank R. Stockton was enough 
to give the reading public a thrill of 
pleasurable anticipation, but when 
it was announced that Mr. Stock- 
ton would appear in a new role, that 
his story would be one of adventure, pleas- 
ant anticipation gave way to impatience, so 
eager were we to see what it would be like. 
“The casting away of Mrs. Lecks and Mrs.

merchant.’ The other lady was Miss Edna 
Markham, ‘‘a school-teacher who had just 
past her twenty-fifth year, although she 
looked older.”
